A 27-year-old Chicago housewife and 


her infant daughter found dead Monday 
in Mount Prospect, will be buried today 
as police continue the search for their 
murderer. 


Services for Mrs. Barbara Flanagan, 


and 
her 
18-month-old daughter Renee 


will be held at i p.m. at the Malec Fu- 
neral Home. 6000 N. Milwaukee Ave. 
Burial will follow in Acacia Park Ceme- 
tery, Chicago. 


The naked bodies of the two victims 


were found at 7:30 a.m. Monday lying 
face-up in the parking lot of the Commu- 
nity Presbyterian Church, 407 N. Main. 
St Mrs. Flanagan was partially covered 
by a blanket

Niles police me still searching for the 
victims' clothes, including a black and 
white vinyl diaper bag reportedly carried 
by Mrs. Flanagan. Police said Mrs. 
FUmagan took the bag, filled with Pam- 
peis. baby food and blue and pink plastic 
baby bottles, when she left her Norwood 
Park home Saturday to meet a man who 
apparently hired her as-a babysitter. 


Mrs. Flanagan was wearing a "long- 


sleeved, salmon bloirse with french cuffs 
and a flat bow at the neckline," accord- 
ing to Sgt. Ralph Doney of the Mount 
Prospect Police Department. "The type 
of slacks are still unknown. Originally 
they vvere reported to be black but those 
were found at home by the husband. It is 
also reported she was waring black snea- 
kers rather than the blue ones as prior. 
Type of underclothing is unknown." 


Doney said Mrs. Flanagan was also 


wearing a men's Timex watch with a 
black leather band and was carrying a 
"brown 
leather 
pouch 
type 
purse, 


suede." Inside the purse was a red leath- 
er wallet, with several photographs, an 
Illinois drivers permit apparently ex- 
pired and a social security card, police 
said. Police said she may also have been 
carrying a tube of lipstick and four keys 
on a solid ring. 


"WE URGE residents who might 


find any of these objects to call the po- 
lice." Doney said. Mount Prospect police 
are still searching forest preserves in the 
area for the missing clothing. 


Tariff Association, an organization of 
trucking firms, publishes rates for traffic 
moving between northern and southern 
states in its territory. Companies in all 
or parts of 15 states are members of the 
association. 


Stan Klyber, director of the village As- 


sociation of Industry and Commerce, 
said a hearing is scheduled for Wednes- 
day in Louisville, Ky., headquarters of 
the tariff association, and he and repre- 
sentatives from local industry will be 
there to oppose the change. 


"IF THE PROPOSED zone change is 


approved, all in and out-bound freight 
would be levied an additional charge per 
ton," he said. "For our people, it would 
be a substantial increase in the cost of 
raw and finished goods coming into Elk 
Grove Village." 


Klyber said he felt the move was an 


attempt by trucking firms to get more 
revenue without going to the Interstate 
Commerce Commission for a rate in- 
crease. 


In April, 1965, the Central & Southern 


Motor Freight Tariff Association moved 
Elk Grove Village from the Waukegan 
zone to the Chicago zone because it said 
the amount of industry and the avail- 
ability of transportation warranted it, 
Klyber said. 


"In 1965 when there were 222 firms 


here, the volume of tonnage and the 
amount of industry warranted a change 
from the Waukegan to the Chicago dis; 
trict," he said. "Now that there are 700 
industries and tonnage has gone up three 
times, they want to switch us back to the 
Waukegan zone." 


Trucking rates are a major factor in 


attracting industries to the village, and 
an increase in rates would certainly be a 
deterrent to any company thinking about 
moving to the village, he said. 


Klyber said any increase in cost to 


manufacturers or distributors eventually 
would be passed to the consumers. He 
urged every company in the village to 
write letters to the tariff association pro- 
testing the change. 


NEITHER KLYBER nor Joseph Wood, 


director of rates for the tariff associ- 
ation, were able to pinpoint tfte amount 
or percentage of increase that would re- 
sult from a change of zones. 


Wood said the rates would average 


higher, but it was difficult to say exactly 
how much because that depended on the 
origination and destination of the ship- 
ments. 


Wood noted that the proposed change 


affects only class rates, or general rates 
for delivery within a mileage block. 
Commodity rates, or point-to-point rates 
would remain the same. He said general- 
ly class rates were higher than com- 
modity charges. 


The general rate committee of the as- 


sociation, comprised of representatives 
of trucking firms, proposed the change cf 
zones, Wood said. He said the hearing 
will be held before the rate committee, 
and the committee will decide the fate of 
the proposal. 


Before the rates go into effect, they 


must be submitted to the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, and interested par- 
ties have another opportunity to voice 
their objections, Wood said.

Clearbrook Workshop Offers Chance

A chance. An opportunity. A helping 


hand. This is what they want and need. 


They are the "clients" of the Clear- 


brook Vocational Rehabijitation Center & 
Sheltered Workshop, 680 Lively Blvd., in 
the Industrial Park of Elk Grove Village. 


The workshop is an extension of the 


Clearbrook Center in Rolling Meadows. 
It offers employment opportunities and 
work therapy to mentally handicapped, 
emotionally disturbed 
and physically 


handicapped youths and adults. 


Director Robert Gillespie said the cen- 


ter now employs about 85 handicapped 
persons. Their average age is in the mid- 
twenties, but clients range from 16 to 52 
years old. 


Gillespie said that most of the clients 


are referred to the workshop from the 
various high school districts in the area. 
The state, private physicians and local 
mental health agencies refer the remain- 
der of clients. 


When a person first comes to the work- 


shop, he is interviewed by a vocational 
counselor. The counselor, after inter- 
viewing and testing, will determine the 
new client's present and potential ca- 
pabilities. 


A THOROUGH SCREENING of 
the 


client's background and medical history 
is also done before the person is put to 
work in the shop. 


The new person will then be put to 


work, "hopefully tried on all the jobs to 
see his capabilities," said Tracy Martin, 
staff supervisor. 


Periodic evaluations of every client 


are made by the staff to measure devel- 
opment and suggest possible changes in 
training. 


In the workshop, actual light assembly 


and manufacturing work is done. The 


work is obtained from local firms which 
find it profitable to bring materials to 
the workshop, have it assembled and 
then pick-up the finished goods. 


Dan Sloan, sub-contracting supervisor, 


said that most of the work involves pack- 
aging, hand collating and light machine 
work. The workshop handles both long- 
term and one-time job orders. 


Littlefuse, Inc., in Des Plaines, 
has 


used the workshop force to assemble 
more than 18 million fuseholders. West- 
ern Electric had a three-month contract 
for 12,000 phones a week to be assem- 
bled. 


Wages paid to the clients are based on 


industry pay scales for a regular worker 
doing the same task. 


SINCE THEY ARE being paid on a 


regular industry scale, clients are ex- 


pected to produce as any employe. '-AH 
work done here is on either a deadline or 
a quota," said Sloan. 


Regular quality inspections are made 


to insure that finished goods meet in- 
dustry standards. 


All money from contract work is re- 


turned to the program. An amount cov- 
ering direct overhead expenses for the 
job is taken from the contract. The bal- 
ance is paid to the workers in wages. 


Funds to run the workshop and pay 


staff salaries come from the school dis- 
tricts whose students receive training, 
the Illinois Department of Mental Health, 
and donations. 


Clients work a six-hour day and are 


paid on a piece-work basis. Pay ranges 
from 20 cents an hour for a new employe 
to $2.64 an hour for the skilled workers. 


Average pay is '70-80 cents an hour. A 
special provision for training and reliybi- 
litation centers permits the workshop to 
pay less than the minimum wage. 


Gene Freeman, placement supervisor, 


said the center's goal is to give each 
client enough training so he may be 
placed in regular businesses as any nor- 
mal employe, within his own limitations. 


"We would like to see 
everyone 


placed," said Freeman, "but the major- 
ity are not placeable." 


Freeman said 32 people have su(":ess.- 


fully gone to work for outside firms. An- 
other eight were placed but were not 
able to keep a job in an outside business. 


WHEN PLACING A client in an out- 


side industry, Freeman works to care-

Village May Get Housing For Aged 


Elk Grove Village may get its first 


housing project for the elderly on 15 
acres south of the Grove Shopping Center 
on Arlington Heights Road if the land is 
rezoned from business to multiple-family 
special use. 


Marvin Meyers, president of Meyers 


Associates of Chicago, said Wednesday 
his firm wanted to build a cluster of 
townhouses surrounded by grassy areas 
for persons 62 years and older if the land 
could be rezoned. 


The land is owned by Centex Corp. and 


Robert Calkins, Centex real estate man- 
ager, petitioned the village board of 
trustees this week for a hearing to re- 
zone the property. Calkins said Centex 


already had a verbal agreement with 
Meyers to sell him the land on the condi- 
tion it could be rezoned for a housing 
project for the elderly. 


Meyers said the proposed development 


was only in the very early stages but 
preliminary plans called for about 20 
one-bedroom and studio apartments per 
acre. He said the apartment would be for 
rent, but no rent schedule has been for- 
mulated. 


HE SAID THE townhouses would be 


connected by walkways to the adjacent 
shopping center, theater and municipal 
hall. 


"We think there is a strong need for 


housing for the elderly in the area, and 


the location would be excellent with a 
shopping center nearby and the public 
library within walking distance," he 
said. 


Meyers said plans for the project were 


still in the initial stages pending rezoning 
of the site, and the total cost of the de- 
velopment had not been determined. 


Meyers Associates currently is build- 


ing a series of townhouses and three-sto- 
ry apartment buildings near Lincoln 
Park and a couple of high-rise apartment 
buildings, all in Chicago, as well as a 
367-unit apartment complex in Schaum- 
burg. The proposed project in Elk Grove 
Village would be the company's first de- 
velopment exclusively for the elderly.

Butchers Polled On Hours 


Rank and file members of the Amalga- 


mated Meat Cutters and Butcher Work- 
men of North America are being polled 
this week to determine if they want to 
include in present contract negotiations a 
proposal to increase working hours for 
butchers. 


For the first time in the history of the 


union, a mail referendum is being held to 
determine the feelings of the 10,000 union 
members concerning working after 6 
p m. and on Sundays, something the 
union has always opposed 


Robert Kennedy, president of local 546, 


said yesterday a small sampling of union 
members indicates the total vote will be 
against the additional working hours. 


Kennedy said he can't give an accurate 


statement on how the voting will go, and 
that final tabulations will be. released 
next week after union members receive 
the results in the mail. 


"We want to find out how our rank and 


file membership feels about this issue,'' 
Kennedy said. "We don't want to nego- 
tiate over working hours if they don't 
want it. If they want it we'll negotiate. 
They make the decisions and we nego- 
tiate for them. That's how it goes." 


The union is currently negotiating with 


major grocery store chains. The two- 
year contract between the two sides ex- 
pires Oct. 1 and negotiations are contin- 
uing while the mail referendum is taking 
place Salaries and other benefits are 
being negotiated. 


As it stands, and what has gotten area 


residents upset, has been their inability 
to buy fresh, red meat after 6 p.m. and 
on Sundays in grocery stores in Cook and 
Lake counties Now, shoppers have to 
buy meat before 6 p.m. Monday through 
Saturday.

Bail Project Gets $70,000 


A $70,000 grant for continuing the Cook 


County Special Bail project was ap- 
proved by the 
Chicago-Cook County 


Criminal Justice Commission this week. 


The project is run by volunteers who 


collect information on defendants coming 
up for bail hearings in Holiday Court. 


Aimed at having individuals released 


on bond or on their own recognizance 
rather than keeping them in jail, the 
project has been supported by private 
foundations since 1970. 


Volunteers who participate in the proj- 


ect collect information on employment, 
family and neighborhood contacts for 
persons in custody and present that in- 
formation to the judge who must set bail 
in the case. 


THE TRACK record for the project 


shows only a 4 per cent bond forfeiture 
for 
persons 
the 
volunteers 
verified 


through information to the judge as op- 
posed to a 50 per cent forfeiture rate for 
persons who are not verified by the proj- 
ect. 


The volunteers try to have the informa- 


tion on a person to the judge the morning 
after a person is arrested. 


The fundings will still need approval 


by the Illinois Law Enforcement Com- 
mission before federal funds will be 
made available for the project. 


In other action at the meeting, the 


commission passed a resolution con- 
demning the ILEC for approving a sub- 
stantially changed request without send- 
ing it back to the commission for a re- 
view of the altered proposal. 


THE COMMISSION also "permanently 


tabled" action on a detailed proposal to 
stop nonmembers from speaking at com- 
mission meetings. The members noted 
that the commission needs all the infor- 
mation it can get from outside sources. 


A discussion of whether grants should 


be approved only for local governmental 
units and not for private agencies was 
referred 
to a committee for further 


study.

School Boundary Changes 
Protested By 30 Parents 


About 30 parents, some of them irate, 


protested the proposed boundary changes 
to Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 schools 
at a public hearing Tuesday night. 


The hearing was conducted by the spe- 


cial committee on attendance boundaries 
which had been formed by the school 
board. A second hearing is set for 8 
tonight at Dempster Junior High School 
in Mount Prospect. 


The majority of the parents were from 


the Elk Grove Estates area near Cosman 
and Eisner roads, west of the lake in the 
development. Children in this area would 
attend Salt Creek School, Elk Grove Vil- 
lage, stating Sept. 1973, if a recommen- 
dation from the boundary committee is 
adopted by the school board. 


THE AREA is now in the Cook School 


attendance area. The committee is rec- 
ommending that children in the area 
west of the lake and Wellington Road be 
sent to Salt Creek because Cook would be 
overcrowded when all housing construc- 
tion is completed. 


The committee estimates that 225 K-5 


students will come from the area when 
the housing is finished. All 225 will trans- 
fer to Salt Creek. 


A total of 25 K-5 students are now liv- 


ing in the 28 completed homes in the 
area. They are attending Cook School 
this year. 


Residents of the area offered several ar- 


guments against the change saying they 
thought: 


—the committee study was inadequate, 


with insufficient information from the 
builders and the school board. 


—statistics used by the committee for 


anticipated student population from the 
area were incorrect. 


—busing students to Salt Creek would 


destroy the neighborhood school policy. 


—dividing the planned 
unit 
devel- 


opment between two school districts 


would disrupt the community's unity. 


AMONG THE suggestions the residents 


made to the committee were: 
—building an addition to Cook. 


—relieve overcrowding at Cook by es- 


tablishing a special fifth grade at Lively 
Junior High School. 


—allow students in the area west of the 


lake to attend Cook and either transfer 
students from another part of the Cook 
attendance boundary or transfer only 
students who have not yet moved into the 
area. 


CHAIRMAN RICHARD WARD and 


other committee members defended the 
background study, information and sta- 
tistics used by the committee. 


The committee said it realized the pro- 


posed change would depart from the 
neighborhood 
school policy, but 
the 


change was necessary in the best inter- 
est of the children. 


The residents were informed that there 


were no funds available for an addition 
to Cook School. 


It was pointed out to the residents that 


establishing a fifth grade at Lively would 
be a unique change to district policy, 
since junior high schools are now estab- 
lished for grades six to eight. 


Ward said that there was no other way 


to change Cook's attendance area with- 
out affecting more students than the 
committee's proposal affects. One com- 
mittee guideline, said Ward, was to shift 
as few a number of students now in the 
district as possible. 


Students now attending Cook could ap- 


ply for open transfer to remain at the 
school if the boundaries were changed. 


Residents said they would continue to 


fight the proposed change. 


The committee's recommendations will 


be presented to the school board in early 
October. The board must approve any 
recommended changes.

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Teachers Postpone Vote 
On Proposal To Strike 


A possible strike vote among Schaum- 


burg Township Dist. 54 teachers has been 
postponed until Tuesday morning. The 
action came during a meeting yesterday 
afternoon of the Schaumburg Education 
Association (SEA). 


Jay Hansen, SEA president elect, and 


David Wilson, current president, did not 
talk strike to the mass crowd of teachers 
present at Addams Junior High School, 
Schaumburg. 


The two men called only for "a show of 


strength" and acceptance of a three- 
point recommendations outlined by Wil- 
son. 


Recommendations were: 


—That all efforts be made to resolve 


differences with the board of education 
through mediation. 


—That every effort be taken to inform 


the community of the issues. 


—That a general meeting of the SEA 


be set for 7 a.m. Tuesday. 


TEACHERS WERE also asked to cir- 


culate a petition among parents urging 
board of education acceptance of SEA's 
request for mediation to break the cur- 
rent impasse. 


When negotiations broke off between 


the board and the SEA team Sunday both 
sides insisted the next move or request 
for a meeting must come from the other. 


That position is still held by both 


teams, although the board refuses to con- 


sider the situation as an impasse. 


The teachers claim the board is not 


being realistic and has attempted to in- 
timidate the teachers by warning them 
that a strike action can be considered 
grounds for dismissal 


The board in turn deplored the teach- 


ers' use of a strike threat and insists that 
many of the fringe benefits asked in the 
SEA contract proposal add to the finan- 
cial impact of the agreement and are at- 
tempts to take away board power. 


Major items remaining at issue are ne- 


gotiations procedure, grievance proce- 
dures, class size, length of the work day 
and salary. 


Both teachers and board representa- 


tives place salary low in the level of dis- 
agreement and say the point has not 
been thoroughly discussed. 


MOST OF THE MAJOR arguments are 


based on items covered now in teachers' 
working manuals and by board policy. 
They are items teachers now want in- 
cluded in their contract. 


SEA's request for mediation is viewed 


by the board of education as an unjusti- 
fied lack of confidence in its negotiations 
team. 


The board also feels current grievance 


procedures are fair. They call for hear- 
ings before local principals, the superin- 
tendent of schools and the board when a 
grievance occurs.

Two teachers, right, listened attentively be- 
fore the group decided to postpone any possible 
strike action until Tuesday morning.

your living room with a drink 


"Even if it was," he said. "I wouldn't 


want my youngsters sitting around get- 
ting tanked up at home, anymore than I 
want them getting high on marijuana " 


He scolded youth for a "superior mor- 


ality" which argues they are better than 
their elders because "you smoke mari- 
juana instead of getting tanked and los- 
ing your liver." 


THE LAUGHTER WHICH greeted 


these answers indicated that Crane had 
lost little among the students for straight 
answers 


Speaking from a firm faith in con- 


servatism and a comfortable position in 
his bid for reelection, Crane seldom wai- 
vers on a question. 


When a Rotarian asked him how much 


he is influenced by responses to his an- 
nual voter questionnaire, he declared, 
"Its dictation on my judgment is nil." 


If for instance, 100 per cent of his con- 


stituency had favored passage of a wa- 
ter-quality control act which demands 
100 per cent pure water by 1985, "I would 
still have voted against it." 


IEA Suit Charges State 
Retirement Funding Low 


SPRINGFIELD 111 fUPI) - The Illi- 


nois Education Association (IEA) has 
filed suit claiming the state of Illinois is 
$3 billion in arrears on its payments to 
the teachers retirement fund 


The suit, filed in the state Court of 


Claims here, seeks a judgment requiring 
the state to maintain the retirement fund 
at a 70 per cent level 


Joseph Pasteris, president of the IEA, 


charged that the teachers fund 
has 


reached a "dangerously low funding lev- 
el because the state is funding the plans 
on as little as 32 per cent of their re- 
quired level." 


"On the other hand," Pasteris said, 


"the funding level of the legislators' and 
judges' retirement plans remains at a se- 
cure 70 per cent level," he said. 


THE SUIT alleged the state owes $1.75 


billion to the retirement plan for down- 
state teachers, $750 million to the Chi- 
cago teachers plan and $500 million to 
the retirement plan for university in- 
structors. 


Unless action is taken the retirement 


funds could be bankrupt and unable tp^ 
pay benefits in five to 10 years, Pasteris 
warned. 


The 60,000-member IEA, the state's 


largest teachers union, said it was filing 
the suit on behalf of all teachers in Illi- 
nois. 


The suit attempts to accomplish the 


same goal as several legislative propos- 
als that were defeated or not acted upon 
in recent sessions of the General Assem- 
bly 


THE IEA SUIT also charged that re- 


tirement programs are "riddled with dis- 
criminatory provisions" against women, 
single teachers and teachers with mili- 
tary service. 


The suit noted that female teachers in 


Chicago are not eligible to participate in 
survivor benefit programs that protect 
family members in the event a house- 
hold's wage earner dies. 


Single teachers with legal dependents 


cannot qualify those dependents for sur- 
vivors' benefits in the event of death al- 
though married teachers can, the suit 
said

HE HAD EXPLAINED earlier that he 


was one of only 14 congressmen who op- 
posed the bill, because it would cost an 
estimated $2.3 trillion — "which is more 
than the combined world gross national 
product." 


Talking to the homeowners, he at- 


tacked such sacred cows as federal aid 
to education, and government support of 
arts and humanities. 


On school aid, he said, "Illinois pays 


$1 67 for every dollar it gets back for 
education " At that rate, he said, Illinois 
as one of the wealthiest states in the na- 
tion would always be shorted on federal 
school aid — "until we finally become 
one of the poorer states Then who's go- 
ing to bail us out? Arkansas7" 


HE CALLED FEDERAL aid to the 


arts a fraud, "predicated on the idea 
that someone in Washington should make 
a value judgment as to what should be 
your taste." 


Describing himself as a lover of opera, 


he asked, "Why should some guy who 
loves country and western music be 
forced to subsidize my appreciation of 
opera?" 


Probably not all Crane's answers ap- 


pealed to all his listeners, but they most- 
ly all got answers. If the day's events 
had been called Stump the Candidate, 
the final score would have read some- 
thing like, Candidate 32, Audience 1. (He 
did admit he didn't have any idea when 
or if the U.S. would convert to the metric 
system.

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2 Of 3 Parochiaid Bills 
Upheld By County Courts 


Two out of three of the parochiaid bills 


Passed by the Illinois Legislature last 
spring were upheld yesterday by Cook 
B o u n t y Circuit 
Court Judge Ben 


Schwartz. 


The third bill, which would have pro- 


vided cash grants to poor families send- 
ing their children to non-public schools, 
was overturned on the grounds that it 
violates the U.S. Supreme Court's inter- 
pretation of the U.S. Constitution. The 
other two, Schwartz ruled, passed both 
federal and state constitutional tests. 


In a 28-page opinion, which will almost 


certainly be appealed to the Illinois Su- 
premem Court, Schwartz held the state 
may provide textbooks and services to 
parochial schools and may make money 
available for innovative educational pro- 
grams as provided in two bills passed by 
the legislature. 


Schwartz ordered that the $25.5 million 


appropriated by the legislature for those 
purposes should be released by State 
Auditor Michael Hewlett. Hewlett had 
held up the funds pending a court test of 
the bills. 


SCHWARTS ALSO FOUND that the 


bill providing cash grants to poor fami- 
lies was not in violation of the Illinois 
Constitution, 
but said 
it "regrettably" 


violates the U.S. Supreme Court inter- 
pretation of the First Amendment of the 
U. S. Constitution. 


In his opinion, Schwartz said he was 


persuaded by testimony presented at the 
four-day hearing on the bill that "There 
is a present and grave emergency in the 
failure of public schools in impoverished 
or ghetto neighborhoods to meet the bas- 
ic educational needs of lower income 
people 
and 
that existing non-public 


schools in such areas constitute the only 
alternative now avilable." 


Schwartz said he believes the bill pro- 


viding grants for poor families is "sound 
public policy," but added it is prohibited 
by the ruling handed down by the U.S. 
Supreme Court last year in throwing 
out a parochiaid plan passed by the State 
of Pennsylvania. 


The Supreme Court ruling, he said, 


makes it clear that the state can provide 
financial aid for textbooks, lunches and 
other auxiliary services but, "the state 
may not disperse funds to reimburse par- 
ents or sectarian schools for any costs of 
educating children because to do so 
would be to 'advance religion.' " 


SCHWARTZ COMPARED the Supreme 


Court position on parochiaid to the posi- 
tion exempting the sport of baseball from 
federal anti-trust laws and called it "an 
existing abberration." 


S t a t e Rep. Eugene 
Schlickman, 


R-Arlington Heights, one of the chief 
proponents of the parochiaid bills in the 
legislature, 
said 
yesterday 
he 
was 


pleased with Schwartz's decision. 


"In my personal opinion," he said, 


"Judge Schwartz wrote a most cou- 
rageous decision and one that reflects 
the needs and demands of society and of 
education in general, both public and pri- 
vate." 


Schlickman said the most important 


part of the decision was the fact that 
funds for the two bills found con- 
stitutional will now be released. 


The three parochiaid bills were passed 


last spring to replace three thrown out 
by 
the 
Illinois Supreme 
Court 
in 


January. In throwing out the earlier 
bills, the court had challenged the right 
of the governor to amend bills through 
his veto power, but did not rule on the 
basic constitutionality of the laws. 


Airport Feasibility Study 
Consultants Are Appointed 


Schaumburg trustees concurred with 


recommendations of the village airport 
committee Tuesday 
naming 
Howard, 


N e e d l e s . Tammen and Bergendoff 
(HNT&B) consultants to perform a feasi- 
bility study to determine need for an ex- 
panded general aviation airport. 


Results of the study, to be completed if 


negotiations 
with 
federal 
and 
state 


agencies indicate funding will be pro- 
vided, will reveal whether need exists for 
a municipally owned airport. 


Fee range of the study is between 


$25,000 and $35,000. Under a Federal 
Aviation Administration (FAA) master 
planning grant, two-thirds of the cost of 
the investigations may be federally fun- 
ded. 


One-sixth of the cost could be picked 


up by the Illinois Department of Trans- 
portation: remaining costs will be paid 
by the village as sponsoring agency. Vil- 
lage officials presently plan to recapture 
their share of the, cost through a revenue 
bond program in order to avoid taxpayer 
burden. 


AIRPORT 
COMMITTEE 
members 


were instructed to initiate negotiations 
with the FAA and the Stale of Illinois to 
determine whether funding will be pro- 
vided. 


The feasibility study, to be performed 


along FAA guidelines, will include an ex- 
amination of the present privately owned 
Schaumburg Airport to determine if that 
site could be properly expanded. 


Also included are in-depth environmen- 


tal studies as well as an economic 
analysis. 


If 
the 
existing site 
is 
found 
in- 


appropriate, the consultant proposes to 
investigate other areas in or annexable 
to the village. However, this would ne- 
cessitate return to the village board for 
approval since an additional cost of be- 
tween 25 and 40 per cent of the quoted 
fee range would result. 


WALTER MUNN. of HNT&B, esti- 


mated it will take one month to prepare 


the FAA application for funding approv- 
al. 


Approximately seven months will be 


required for the actual study. However, 
if FAA approval is not received the vil- 
lage is under no obligation to continue 
with the feasibility investigation. 


The study will involve work up to the 


point of actual site selection. Consultants 
will then assist in setting up a public 
hearing. 


Airport master planning and construc- 


tion would be handled under an addition- 
al FAA funding program, requiring more 
detailed 
economic studies 
and 
fore- 


casting.

0 Hare A.rport noise is a health hazard 


that threatens the hearing of area resi- 
dents, according to statistics released 
yesterday by the C. s. Environment Pro- 
tection Agency (EPA). 


EPA 
las-t month measured noise in 


seven suburbs surrounding the airport 
and found peak takeoff and landing noise 
levels comparable to direct shouting in 
the car. an auto horn three feet away or 
subway station rumblings. 


Airport noise, when compared with 


EPA statistics, is "annoying. . . very an- 
noying. . . a contribution to hearing im- 


pairment. 


Peak noise as high as 118 decibels was 


found near Morse Avenue and Chestnut 
Street in Des Plaines on Aug. 24. The 
level tops "maximum vocal effort," EPA 
charts state. 


"Noise levels over 110 decibels will 


produce hearing loss in one out of every 
five people if they're exposed to it for 
only half an hour a day over a prolonged 
period." U.S. Rep. Abner Mika said yes- 
terday. He had asked EPA to conduct 
the study. 


CITING DEPARTMENT of Labor sta- 


tistics, Mikva claimed that noise over 90 
decibels will cause "a disabling hearing 
loss... in one out of every five people." 


In 15 locations monitored, the study 


found only three peak levels below 90 
decibels, a sound similar to movement 
of a "heavy truck 50 feet away." 


The study, made during two days in 


August, measured noise in Des Plaines, 
Franklin Park, Wood Dale, Park Ridge, 
Chicago, Bensenville and Rosemont. Dis- 
tance from airport runways varied from 
.68 miles (3,590 feet) to 3.77 miles.

bels with a high of 118 and a low of 102. 
Flight intervals were about 1.2 minutes 
over the residential area Aug. 24. 


At Landmeier Road and Dierking Ter-

Supt. Kdward (filbert. in presenting 


the three plans to the board, emphasized 
he was not recommending any specific 
plan. "We tried to set up plans that 
would be fair throughout the district," he 


said. "The one advantage I suppose 
these all have is that if you adopt one 
you could stop worrying about Buffalo 
Grove boundaries." 


EACH PLAN would require the board 


to set a figure on the maximum enroll- 
ment that would be allowed at each high 
school. 


The first plan, called by Gilbert an 


"open enrollment plan," would provide 
that each year students in the district 
would choose their building preferences. 
Those that could not get their first choice 
would be assigned to second or third 
choice schools and all students living 
more than l\± miles from the school they 
attend would receive free bus trans- 
portation. 


Law Protected Animals 
Before They Did Children 


CHICAGO M T f ) - You could beat a 


child inn years ago. but it was against 
the law to beat u cow. 


Protection from cruel treatment was 


legally afforded animals in Britain and 
in the United States lx?fore laws wore 
enacted preventing cruelty to children, 
according to the Encyclopaedia 
Brit- 


annica. 


It w;is the formation of humane so- 


cieties 
that 
led to legislation. Inter- 


estingly, the first society to bear the 
name ••humane" was founded in 1774 in 
Amsterdam "for the relief of persons 
apparently drowned." 


Protection for animals began in Brit- 


ain in 1(!2L' with an act prohibiting the 
improper treatment of cattle. Two years 
later the English Society for the Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Animals was organ- 
ized, and it prohibited or abated brutal 
spurts as well as other types of cruelty. 


IT WASN'T fNTIL 60 years later, in 


1SR4. that the first act- protecting children 
from cruel treatment became law in 
Britain. 


The movement for animal protection 


spread rapidly to Europe and other coun- 
tries, and in 1866, in New York, the 
American Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals was founded — the 
first society of its kind in the United 
States. Illinois and other states soon fol- 
lowed, but New York was the first to 
enact laws. 


As a result, a little New York girl, 


9-year-old Mary Ellen, was rescued in 
1874 from the brutal beatings given her 
by her foster mother. Since there were 
no laws in existence for the prevention of 
cruelty to children, and the common law 
gave no protection except in extrapr- 
dinary cases, animal protection laws 
were successfully used to Mary Ellen's 
advantage. 


The case focused attention on the ne- 


cessity for appropriate legislation, and 
the following year New York enacted 
laws to protect future Mary Ellens. 


MEANWHILE, THE Britannica notes, 


from 1870 to 1877 the Illinois Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals had 
rescued so many children from condi- 
tions of cruelty and neglect that it 
changed its name to the Illinois Humane 
Society, the first in the world to take the 
name "humane" to indicate the dual 
work of prevention of cruelty to children 
and animals. 


And, in 1899, Illinois was first to pass a 


Juvenile Court act relating to children 
who are, or who may become, depend- 
ent, neglected or delinquent. The act de- 
fined the terms and provided for treat- 
ment, control, maintenance, 
adoption 


and guardianship of such children. 


Thus it appears that if any definition of 


civilization includes man's humanity to- 
ward man, today's civilized societies 
have been so for a mere 100 years. Oth- 
ers may never be.

The second plan, a "modified open en- 


rollment plan," would call on the board 
to set up attendance boundaries for each 
building based on the best possible dis- 
tribution of students. Students would then 
choose their schools with those living 
within the established attendance bound- 
aries getting first priority for assignment 
to a building. Free transportation would 
be provided only for students living at 
least I'/fc miles from the school in their 
attendance area. 


The third plan, called a "flexible trans- 


fer plan," would have the board set up 
attendance boundaries 
so enrollment 


would not exceed maximums and stu- 
dents could then request transfers to oth- 


er buildings which would be honored as 
long as the school requested still had 
room. Transfer students would not be 
provided free bus transportation. 


UNDER ALL THE plans, any student 


switching schools once he has started as 
a freshman would be ineligible to partici- 
pate in interscholastic sports for one 
year. 


When the plans were presented, Aron- 


son said he was happy that the district 
was finally looking at the possibility of 
adopting something like them. "I have 
felt for a long time that I'd like to see 
some kind of open enrollment plan in the 
district," he said, "but I realize the prob- 
lems it could cause administratively."

Officials at the school, 
about 3.5 miles from airport runways, 
have reported classroom delays because 
of the noise, according to EPA. 


Mikva, at a press conference in Chi- 


cago, called the airport noise "a major 
health hazard. The study is an indication 
that we may have been fooling ourselves 
about the seriousness of noise pollution." 


Mikva, a former Chicago resident who 


is campaigning for election in the North 
Suburban 
10th Congressional 
District, 


said "the study is only an indication of 
the health hazards represented b.y jet 
noise pollution. It will take a more de- 


tailed and thorough study to determine 
the exact extent of the potential dam- 
age." 


IN AN INTERVIEW with the Herald 


last week, Mikva called for a transfer of 
jet aircraft noise regulation authority 
from 
the Federal Aviation Adminis- 


tration (FAA) to the EPA. 


Yesterday, he said EPA "will not be 


influenced by industry pressure. Al- 
though new jets are quieter, development 
of supersonic transports create new noise 
pollution. It would be folly to reverse 
the trend to quieter'engines by welcom- 
ing the sonic boom," he said. 


Mikva called for a ban on SST flights 


over the U.S. 


Recent, new FAA take-off procedures 


"would have a greater impact if there 
were someone to monitor and enforce 
them," he said. "O'Hare is the busiest 
commercial airport in the world — with 
one of the most serious noise pollution 
problems — yet there is no one at the 
airport, employed by the city or the 
FAA, 
to spend time on the problem." 


"Chicago has one of the strictest noise 


pollution ordinances in the country and it 
is used to insure that 
motorcycles, 


trucks, snowmobiles, pile drivers and al- 
most every conceivable kind of machine 
is not excessively and dangerously loud. 
It is not used to combat jet noise pollu- 
tion," he said. 


Mikva also charged that Chicago's De- 


partment of Environment Control in- 
vestigated 13 incidents of "loud'' ice 
cream trucks and only four incidents of 
"loud" jets between June 1971 and 
March 1972.

benefits. The only proof I have is a nota- 
tion of my birth in a large family Bible, 
but my sister who has the Bible lives 
over 300 miles from Arlington Heights. 
Should I have her send the Bible to me? 


A — No, it would be easier and less 


expensive for both of you if your sister 
took the Bible to a social security office 
near her home. They would copy it, cer- 
tify its authenticity, and then mail the 
information to the Social Security Office, 
120 W. Eastman, Arlington Heights, 111. 
60004.

Q SOME OF MY friends in high school 


have been having trouble getting social 
security numbers for driver's education. 
I'm going to be taking this later this 
year. How can I be sure to have my 
number in time for the course? 


A — You should apply for your social 


security number several weeks Before 
you will actually be needing it. The pro- 
cessing time for the application can take 
at least three weeks. Your friends who 
have been 
having trouble, 
probably 


didn't realize they would have to wait for 
their applications to be processed. 


Q — I OWN AND operate a farm. My 


16-year-old son is working on a 4-11 proj- 
ect. He will earn about $800 from the 
project this year. Is he considered self- 
employed by social security? 


A — Yes. If your son is carrying out 


his 4-H activity by himself, he is self- 
employed. Since his net earnings will be 
over $400 for the year, he must file an 
income tax return and pay the social se- 
curity self-employment contribution re- 
gardless of his age. 


Q — I JUST HIRED a cleaning lady to 


come in 3 days a week. I pay her a sala- 
ry and give her a noonday meal on each 
day she works. Should I include the val- 
ue of her meals as wages on her quarter- 
ly wage reports? She said when she 
worked in a restaurant, her employer re- 
ported the value of the meals he fur- 
nished her. 


A — No. Only cash wages — not room, 


board, and meals — are reported for 
household workers. However, similar 
wages in kind from work in a restaurant 
count for social security purposes. Her 
restaurant employer is required to with- 
hold the social security contributions on 
the value of meals cash wages. Wages in 
kind for maids, cleaning ladies, and oth- 
er persons hired to work around an indi- 
vidual's home are not reported for social 
security p'

spects than my old variety show because 
it's like memorizing a new play every 
week," he said.

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Still Not A Woman's World

NEW YORK - Barbara Walters' job 


seems a dream come true. Tuning in on 
NBC's 
Today 
show 
every Monday 


through Friday morning often brings in- 
stant glamor into your living room as 
she reports from Prince Charles' In- 
vestiture in Wales, Iran's 2,500 anni- 
versary in Persepolis, India, on a trip 
with Jacqueline Kennedy Onassis 
or 


China with President Nixon. Housewife 
and career girl alike enviously sigh, 
"What a way to earn a living." 


But Barbara did 12 years of hard labor 


to get where she is and there's no let-up 
in the amount of work or lessening of her 
rigid schedule simply because she's now 
a top banana. 


Not for Women Only, which imme- 


diately follows Today, features Barbara 
in the top spot. "We tape it every other 
week." she said "in about four or five 
hours and I'm more tired after that than 
after doing Today live every morning. 
With so many subjects to cover you must 
do so much research. 


"JOE 
GARAGIOLA tells me he gets 


tired, too, after taping his quiz show. 
'And I only have to use my laugh mus- 
cles." he says." 


The name of the new show which was 


previously called For Women Only, was 
changed because the subjects discussed 
had gone beyond the point of solely wom- 
en's interest. 


"We had little adverse 
comment," 


Barbara said, "but one women's liber- 
ationist on the show complained that we 
should have kept the original name be- 
cause women have so few things all their 
very own. 


"This coming senson we'll deal with 


cancer, gay liberation, children of di- 
vorce and other subjects of serious gen- 
eral interest," she said. "But it has its 
funny moments, too. 


"A woman asked a doctor on the pan- 


el, 'If you spend your day telling women 
about sex how do you feel about it when 
you go home?' 


"I'd never dare to ask that question 


even off the air but she asked it right on 
the program." Barbara laughed. He an- 
swered that telling women about sex 
wasn't the problem when he got home 
but finding tiie time was." 


"THIS ONCE LOCAL show is now 


syndicated — something that hasn't been 
done with this kind of show before. "But 
it's of a serious nature that should be of 
interest across the country," she added. 


In spite of her horrendous schedule — 


she gets up at five a.m. — this com- 
pulsive worker has written a book, "How 
to Talk with Practically Anybody about 
Practically Anything," which is an often 
humorous autobiographical manual for 
future interviewers. 


How much time can this woman, al- 


ways in the public eye, give to groom- 
ing? Not too much. 


"Every morning my hair is washed 


here in the studio and then dried under a 
dryer and set in electric curlers for 
about five minutes. I got so used to the 
quick job that I can't bear sitting under 
a dryer in the beauty salon. So when I'm 
not here I do it myself. Coming to work I 
just put on a little make-up so as not to 
frighten the men who work on the show. 
I've heard their comments about other 
women." 


BARBARA, LOOKING fresh and trim 


in pink, said "I don't go in for all kinds 
of shading. I hate to see women with all 
that white under their eyes. They look 
like owls. I do my own make-up I don't 
think all the make-up experts know ev- 
erything. I think you know what's best 
for you yourself." 


When the dhow was in black and white 


her dark hair was all right. But in color 


it looked like a wig. Now it's several 
shades lighter, with beautiful highlights 
showing on camera. 


"I used to do my own hair coloring, 


too," she admitted. "But soon decided I 
needed a professional for that. So for 
many years now I have had it done by 
Leslie Blanchard." It's no wonder the 
color is perfect. Leslie, consultant 
to 


Clairol, is considered by experts to be 
the nation's top colorist. 


"I do my own nails, too," she said. 


"It's easy because I wear colorless pol- 
ish — probably because I've seen so 
many commercials showing women with 
long, red nails using a washing machine. 
It looks ugly." 


Barbara believes that today's women 


don't want to spend too much time on 
making up their faces. "In my busi- 
ness," she added, "the trick is to find a 
makeup that's good on camera and off 
and doesn't get too shiny." 


BARBARA IS THE daughter of Lou 


Walters, founder of the Boston 
and 


Miami Latin Quarter. As a child she 
spent hours in the light booth watching 
the greats perform. Money was no prob- 
lem. She attended the best schools, mar- 
ried theatrical producer, Lee Guber and 
has a beautiful daughter, Jacqueline. 
She's tops in her field and yet still seems 
to suffer from insecurity at times. 


Speaking of her impressions of China 


during President Nixon's visit, she said 
the uniformity of everything and her in- 


ability to get through to the people even 
in discussing surface matters depressed 
her. But she was depressed, too, because 
she thought she was doing her job all 
wrong. 


"There I was," she said, "with Chan- 


cellor and Cronkite knowledgeably dis- 
cussing the important political moves 
and then I come on with my little human 
interest stuff on shopping, communes, 
schools and home life. I thought I'd 
blown the whole thing and was surprised 
and pleased with the many compliments 
I got when I came back home." 


Adverse criticism goes hand and hand 


with success and Barbara Walters gets 
her share. She's been called pushy, diffi- 
cult to talk to, cold and capable of giving 
an interviewer or interviewee a hard 
time. But her office is a hubbub of 
cheery people and Barbara herself was 
friendly and generous with her time even 
though she was busy with preparations 
for an out-of-town project. She is a suc- 
cessful career women, serious but friend- 
ly. And if she gives anyone a hard time 
he has probably asked for it. 


Men are her severest critics. If she 


asks an interviewee a question which 
may put him on a spot, men call her 
tough and hard. If the reporter in her 
place was a man, they'd call him a guy 
who "sure knows his job." 


Barbara Walters' critics are living 


proof that it's still not a woman's world.

old Essex and some Civil War era build- 
ups could become a tourism "gold mine 
in history."

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
When we 


think of wasting money, most of us think 
of squandering funds in a prodigal, irra-

boondoggling manner. Or 


maybe all three. 


Example: The government is pre- 


paring to spend about $400,000 to erect a 
platform for the 1973 presidential in- 
auguration. 


This elaborate structure, some three 


months in the building, including time 
and a half for overtime, will be used for 
a few hours Jan. 20 and then torn down. 


But that is not what my friend Rogers 


means by wasting money. 


For Rogers is the founder of a new 


public interest group called the Com- 
mittee for Utilitarian Currency, better 
known as COMUCUR. 


"TAKE THE DOLLAR bill," Rogers 


said in explaining COMUCUR's motives 
and objectives. "Not only won't it buy 
much any more, it doesn't perform any 
other worthwhile service either. Thus it 
is being wasted. 


"What can you learn from looking at a 


dollar bill? Practically nothing. Yet with 


, its vast circulation it could become an 
important communications medium, as 
well as a medium of exchange. 


"We in COMUCUR don't necessarily 


object to George Washington's portrait 
taking up space on the front of the bill. 


"COMUCUR does feel strongly how- 


ever, that the back of the bill, now occu- 
pied in part of a replica of that one-eyed 
pyramid on the Great Seal, should be 
more functional." 


I said, "What did you have in mind 


using the space for?" 


"There are all sorts of possibilities," 


Rogers responded,. "but COMUCUR fa- 
vors imprinting the back of the $1 bill 
with pictures of persons on the FBI's 
'most wanted' list. 


"THE FACES of those felons would 


soon be familiar to every man, woman 
and child, not to mention police officer, 
in the United States. They wouldn't stand 
a chance. 


"Other 
useful information could be 


printed on the backs of other denomina- 
tions. The $5 bill might contain highlights 
of the Republican and Democratic plat- 
forms. The $10 bill could be used to dis- 
seminate home remedies for Asian flu." 


I commend Rogers for good intentions 


but pointed out that the plan had a fatal 
flaw. If somebody slipped you a bogus 
$10 bill, you could wind up with a count- 
erfeit recipe for chicken soup.

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What Makes Daniel Ellsberg Fighl? 
What Is An Underwriter? 


Responsibility Outweighs Risks

NEW YORK - The horns or the crown 


of thorns or the halo you might expect to 
see topping Daniel Eilsberg's head aren't 
there. Instead, there is just thick, swirl- 
ing, greying hair, stylishly but con- 
servatively cut. 


And Ellsberg sits quietly insisting, in 


effect, thaf. it is no big thing to make the 
classified Pentagon Papers public, to la- 
bel all the American presidents from 
Truman through Nixon as ''liars." to be 
compared to everybody from Benedict 
Arnold to Nathan Hale, inclusive. 


"People like to make me out as some 


kind of nut or fanatic or a knocker who 
can't find anything right with America," 
Kllsberg says, "(t makes it easier for 
them to dismiss what I say that way." 


What he says is that U.S. involvement 


in the war in Vietnam is criminal and 
should be stopped, and he has been say- 
ins it with increasing frequency since 
last summer, when he admitted that it 
was he who had given to the New York 
Times the top secret Pentagon Papers, a 
government study of American participa- 
tion in the war originally commissioned 
by S e c r e t a r y of Defense Robert 
McNamara. 


rvril, LAST year. Ellsberg had been 


iust another bureaucrat, a Harvard grad- 
uate with a doctorate in economics, a 
former Marine officer, an enthusiastic 
supporter of the Vietnam war while 
working for the Defense and State De- 
partments as a consultant during the 
buildup of the American presence from 
!!>«•! to IStiK. 


Since 
the 
Pentagon 
Papers con- 


troversy, he has become a celebrity of 
the antiwar movement, publicly accusing 
himself of being a war criminal because 
of his participation in the planning of the 
war, literally shouting "mea cuhw" and 
figuratively wearing a hair sweatshirt 
that has "You're guilty, too" stenciled on 
the front. 


He is being tried in Los Angeles on 


federal charges of espionage and theft of 
government property but that trial has 
been recessed at least until October, 
pending a U.S. Supreme Court decision 
on the legality of government wiretap- 
ping of one of Ei'sbcrg's attorneys. 


Meanwhile, the passion with which he 


has thrown himself into the peace cru- 
sade has aroused criticism of his mo- 
tives.

conversion, which dates back to 1969 
(when he first began trying to publicize 
the Papers, which he had worked on, 
through Congress). Its main thesis is 
that the United States has not become 
involuntarily bogged down in the war — 
as the traditional "quagmire" analogy 
would have it. Rather, Ellsberg argues, 
each American president from Truman 
on has, because of short term political 
considerations, 
taken steps he knew 


would involve us more deeply in the war 
without accomplishing anything while he 
mouthed platitudes about making South 
Vietnam safe for democracy. 


THE FIRST RULE of presidential de- 


cision making since 1949, Ellsberg con- 
tends, has been: "Do not lose South Viet- 
nam to Communist control — or appear 
likely to do so — before the next elec- 
tion." 


His argument is documented and rea- 


soned well enough to make it at least 
worth examining and it is no way pro- 
Viet Cong or North Vietnam. Yet Ells- 
berg has had to spend more time defend- 
ing his personality and loyalty than he 
has his ideas, and he has had enough 
practice at it that he now defends with a 
counterattack. 


"People sometimes ask me who elef.-t- 


ed me to make the Pentagon Papers 
public," he says. "Well, whoever said 
presidents could lie to the American 
people about murder being committed in 
Asia? 


"When I finally understood what was 


happening, I decided to use what I had 
learned in helping to fight the war to 
help get us out. I realized that there 
were risks involved — the prospect of 
having to go to jail and be separated 
from my wife is something I thought 
about for a long time — but I had been 
willing to take the risk of being killed for 
my country when I was in the Marines 
and when I went to Vietnam for the De- 
fense Department. It didn't strike me as 
an extraordinary thing to take these 
risks now." 


CRITICS SEEKING ulterior motives 


charge Ellsberg with lusting for glory, 
money and/or a way to expunge his guilt 
feeling (he makes frequent references to 
Nazi war crimes and the Nuremberg 
trials). He explains his personal ambi- 
tions tliis way: 


"I feel that I was foolish but I have no 


conscious guilt feelings. I do feel a sense 
cf responsibility, though. And while I 
knew I couldn't end the war, I did have 
some information that I thought might 
help end it. Not everybody has that op- 
portunity or challenge and I knew I 
couldn't respect myself if I didn't do 
what I could. 


"Maybe I overdo it sometimes. As my 


wife said the other day, we've been mar- 
ried two years and we haven't ever 
really had any fun. But right now I just 
want desperately to see the war end."

Let's Clarify 


Board's Role 


School teachers who draw the 


wrath of their school boards cur- 
rently find themselves victim of a 
glaring defect m public school judi- 
cial machinery — a defect which 
could and should be corrected. 


In tact, the current controversy 


about the firing of John D Fender 
from Arlington Heights Dist. 25 re- 
flects the problem, which involves 
the method of tiring a tenured 
teacher 


Recently. F'ender tried and tailed 


to have the Dist 25 school board 
i-pUTM- its decision to tire him tor 
alleged \ iolence against children. 


The board, in considering the 


case, actel as any other board 
would ha\e in the situation — as 
ludce and jury of the case. The 
board 
which had originally fired 


Fender two months ago. heard the 
case and then, after reviewing it. 
teathrmed its decision. 


As the board was considering 


whether to reaffirm its decision, a 
bill which would have eliminated 
the problem — and defined the 
board's role in 'reviewing teacher 
firings — was vetoed by Gov. Rich- 
ard Ogilv le 


HB 311. backed by the powerful 


I l l i n o i s Education Association 
flEA). would have provided hear- 
ing otficcrs to serve as judges 
when a school board re\iews puni- 


tive action against tenured teach- 
ers. 


The veto understandably ang- 


ered teachers, who feel a school 
board can't act objectively in such 
a situation. We agree; there's a 
need for a division of authority to 
make it a more equitable situation 
f o r t e a c h e r s facing serious 
charges. 


The end result ot the system as it 


is presently constructed is that 
such cases as Fender's may end up 
in the courts, with the result that a 
hnal decision is delayed for months 
or years. 


Opponents of the bill, such as the 


I l l i n o i s Association of School 
Boards (IASB), have argued that 
such a move would limit local con- 
trol. Of course it would — but jus- 
tice would be better served by such 
a solution. Indeed, school boards 
don't have absolute local control; 
the courts have moved into that 
area. 


Let's hope the legislature re- 


considers the matter of HB 311, 
which was introduced by Anthony 
Scariano and backed by Charles 
Clabaugh. 
two legislators con- 


cerned about education. And let's 
hope that the next governor of Illi- 
nois — Richard Ogilvie or Daniel 
Walker — agrees to sign the mea- 
sure into law. 


Athletes' Hike Unfair 


Those of you who have been 


thinking about taking up a collec- 
tion for Wilt Chamberlain can re- 
lax. 


Chamberlain, as you'll recall, is 


the Los Angeles Lakers' 7-1 center 
who has been scraping along on a 
salary of a mere $250,000 a year, 
which is barely enough to keep a 
man his size in T-shirts let alone 
the timber wolf fur he needs to car- 
pet his $1.5 million personal castle. 


But now, thanks to the recent 


Cost of Living Council ruling that 
exempts professional athletes from 
the wage freeze. Chamberlain has 
told the Lakers he thinks his multi- 
year $250.000 contract ought to be 
more generous. This came not long 
after 
the Lakers' Jerry West 


signed a two-year contract at 
$300.000 a year. 


Nobody should be surprised if 


Chamberlain gets his raise. I After 
all. he was once described as 
"maybe the best all-around athlete 
in the world" by no less an author- 
ity than Wilt Chamberlain.) 


There are those, however, who 


may wonder why it is that Cham- 
berlain should be permitted a raise 
of, say. $50.000 a year, when the 
average working person may well 
be refused a boost of $250 a year. 


The Cost of Living Council said 


that restricting athletes' wages 
would have involved too complex a 
system of accounting, that the ath- 


letes have such a short earning life 
that 
freezing 
their wages now 


would be unfair and that the eco- 
nomic impact of exempting them 
from controls would only be a 
trifle, anyhow. 


The answer to the first argument 


is easy It is the Council's business 
to figure out a way to police wage 
increases and it seems unlikely 
that it could not have worked out a 
reasonably equitable plan if it had 
tried. 


Secondly, everyone has a rela- 


tively short earning life. Given the 
progressive income tax and the 
fact that most athletes make ultra- 
comfortable livings in the first 
place, it is probable that the extra 
$10.000 or $25,000 or $50,000 they 
may receive does not mean any 
more to them than that $250 might 
to a less prosperous employe. 


Finally, the economic impact of 


controlling athletes' wages would 
be far less important than the sym- 
bolic one. Raising the wages of 
workers in any industry, except 
perhaps the giant ones like the 
trucking and auto industries, would 
have a relatively insignificant ef- 
fect on the economy. But if athletes 
can have unlimited raises, why not 
teachers or mechanics or postmen 
or secretaries? 


The Cost of Living Council's rul- 


ing was unfair. It should be res- 
cinded.

Brown's Pesticide Stand Backed 


Kindly allow me to strongly second the 


recent plea by Clayton W. Brown for 
household and lawn use of natural and 
organic methods in order to limit the de- 
structive effects of certain chemical 
products on our environment (Herald, 
Aug. 2). In fact, I believe a truly satis- 
fying home setting can be achieved only 
via this approach. Mr. Brown was sub- 
sequently criticized severely by C. F. Ha- 
lada and E. E. Taylor (Herald, Aug. 15 
and 
Aug 
16). Both, impugned Mr. 


Brown's credentials and pointed out tri- 
fling inaccuracies in his account. Cu- 
riously, neither respondent directly dis- 
agreed with Mr. Brown's advice for con- 
sumers confronted with a choice be- 
tween natural and synthetic household 
and lawn products. 


Mr. Taylor decided to broaden the base 


of the dialogue from the household to 
world agriculture and insect-borne dis- 
ease control when he launched an oft- 
repeated, broken-record defense of the 
pesticide industry. He emulates the re- 
marks of Robert Morris, president of 
Velsicol Chemical Corp. (Chicago Today, 
May 19) and Samuel Rotrosen, president 
of Montrose Chemical Corp., the only do- 
mestic producer of DDT (New York 
Times, Aug. 27). Perhaps Mr. Rotrosen 
said it best, referring to the problem of 
replacing banned and ineffective pesti- 
cides: "A question chemical producers 
might well ask themselves is why spend 
money on research for new products; 
would it not make more sense to devote 
t h e 
dollars 
for public 
relations?" 


Evidently, Mr. Taylor agrees. 


Mr. Taylor is an effectual spokesman 


for those contemptuous and insular pesti- 
cide promoters now widely distributed in 
industry, government and education. He 
belabors 
the development 
procedures 


and costs for a new insecticide to assure 
its "safety" in the environment and to 
assess* its effects upon human health. 
Such assertions help explain why mil- 
lions of area citizens blithely submit to 
an annual malathion bath in the guise of 
mosquito control. Such assertions ignore 
demonstrated severe human health prob- 
lems created by the unleasing of synthe- 
tic pesticides in nature, as taught, for 
example, by Theron Randolph, a Chicago 
physician. Today's widespread, indiscri- 
minate pesticide applications cause many 
afflicted individuals to seek out residue- 


free organically-raised foods, which are 
indispensable for sustenance of life itself. 


Mr. Taylor discusses pesticide residues 


in soil and water. For example, we are 
supposed to be relieved to learn that only 
15 per cent of a given Chlordane appli- 
cations remains in the soil after three 
years. Actually, such persistence in the 
environment exhibited by Chlordane and 
other chlorinated 
hydrocarbons 
is a 


prime reason for early discontinuance of 
use of the entire family of materials, all 
of which are slowly killing soil life and 
are toxic to a wide variety of bird and 
animal life. The monstrous fish kills 
caused by inadvertant dumpings of such 
materials are now well documented. Fif- 
teen per cent is exactly 15 per cent too 
much Chlordane, in Mr. Taylor's ex- 
ample. 


Mr. Taylor finally treats us to major 


pesticide doctrine: "Farmers need these 
chemicals to grow crops (organic farm- 
ing does not work on a large scale) , . ." 
What about the 800,000,000 of China? 
What about the entire world up until the 
widespread introduction of synthetic fer- 


tilizers and pesticides about 50 years 
ago? Mr Taylor should know that or- 
ganic farming versus chemical farming 
is largely a question of allocation of la- 
bor and power resources. Large scale or- 
ganic farming is currently practiced in 
this country, primarily in California. A 
recent feature news article in the Wall 
Street Journal (July 21, 1972) documents 
increasing ineffectiveness of pesticides in 
the Rio Grande Valley of Texas in cotton 
production along with a return to natural 
methods of insect control. Indeed, it is 
chemical farming which has a dubious 
large-scale future, not organic farming. 
The test of time is coming soon for pesti- 
cide-dependent agriculture 


Mr. Taylor graciously invites us to vis- 


it scientists at Velsicol Chemical Coro- 
pratlon, scientists who have 
devoted 


their lives to pesticide technology. I hope 
that many who object to the continued 
intrusion of pesticides in our environ- 
ment will take this opportunity to strong- 
ly present their objections in person, at 
Velsicol Chemical Corporation.

candidates needs to exploit every pos- 
sible source of support. 


And, observed the Democrat, Walker

"I think he may be making a mistake 


in not enlisting (Lt Gov.) Paul Simon 
for a more active role in the campaign," 
he said. 


Simon, who lost the Democratic prima- 


ry to Walker, has announced his support

There remains throughout the state a 


sizable number of Simon loyalists who 
are still embittered over Walker's depos- 
ing of the man they considered the most- 
qualified in the state not only to be gov- 
ernor, but to defeat Ogilvie.

Walker, apparently without prior con- 
sultation with Simon, announced that he 
hoped to find a meaningful role for Sim- 
on in his administration. 


Simon, slightly embittered himself by 


what he considered distortions by Walk- 
er of his position on the state income tax 
and other issues, cordially but firmly de- 
murred on that proposal. 


He is known, however, as a> man not 


given to holding grudges and firmly loyal 
to the cause of the Democratic Party. 
The Democratic observer agreed that 
Simon would have responded to a sincere 
call for help by Walker 


"But he shouldn't have to volunteer," 


said the observer. "He should be asked, 
and asked most cordially." 


In the primary, of course, Walker pic- 


tured Simon as "Mayor Daley's boy." 
another point which genuinely rankled 
the otherwise hard-fo-rankle candidate. 


Walker's appeal for votes as the anti- 


Daley candidate undoubtedly was a large 
factor in his primary victory. It very 
possibly may be that he new considers 
that a close alliance with Simon might 
dilute his anti-Daley image with those 
who voted for him because of it. 


But since the primary, the enemy has 


become Ogilvie, and the anti-Daley issue 
has been of little benefit to Walker. 


The question is. Should Walker be 


counting on the staying power of the 
anti-Daley vote, or should he be trying 
harder for the pro-Simon vote?

In 1954, it had 113 
employes, was doing $3.4 million and had 
losses of about $700,000. He brought busi- 
ness into Hall, set up an assembly plant

Hirsch told UPI in a telephone interview, 
"is that I'm unhappy if I don't have 
trouble. When I'm smiling is when I'm in 
deep trouble." 


When he finds a new challenge, Hir.sch 


said, "I just pick up myself and my 
wife" and start living with the situation. 
He makes the firm a winner or bails out 
on an option deal at no loss. "I enjoy it," 
he said. "It keeps the juices going."

General Motors is accelerating its el- 


forts to locate the approximately 14,000 
retail customers who took delivery of 
new GM cars and light trucks last sum- 
mer and fall and have yet to claim the 
federal excise tax refunds for which they 
may be eligible. 


The tax was repealed retroactively ef- 


fective Dec. 11, 1971, and refunds are 
being paid to customers who took deliv- 
ery of passenger cars after Aug. 15 and 
prior to Dec. 11, 1971, and light trucks 
after Sept. 22 and before Dec. 11,1971. 


Thus far, General Motors has made re- 


funds totaling more than $438 million to 
1,838,000 retail customers, or 99 per cent 
of those eligible. 


Mack W. Worden, vice president in 


charge of the marketing staff, said that 
GM has placed advertisements in news- 
papers across the country to call atten- 
tion to the fact that "14,000 people may 
still have refund money coming." 


THE ADVERTISEMENTS, he said, 


spell out what steps these customers 
should take to obtain any refunds due 
them. Under Federal law, the final date 
for payment of refunds is Sept. 30. 


Worden said that of the 14,000 custom- 


ers GM has not heard from, most involve 
situations in which the customer has 
failed to return his appliation or the Post 
Office has returned the application as un- 
deliverable. Follow-up letters have been 
sent, he said, and the search continues 
by GM personnel for new addresses. 


Any customer who believes he is eli- 


gible for a reund and has either not re- 
ceived or returned an application, Mr. 
Worden said, should go to the GM dealer 
selling the kind of car or truck he pur- 
chased to obtain a refund application. It 
should be filled out and mailed imme- 
diately to the address shown on the form. 


Each of GM's six car and truck divi- 


sions — Chevrolet, Pontiac, Oldsmobile, 
Buick, Cadillac and GMC Truck & Coach 
— handled its refund procedure with its 
custbmers, but the procedure was basi- 
cally the same.

A certain mother thought plenty of 


sleep was more important to a young 
teenager's education than watching field 
hockey or kayak racing. Being from a 
small Iowa community, these sports and 
many other Olympic events weren't too 
popular 


The nnh .sports I can rrcall watching 


were hnskctlnill nml boxing. Youngsters 
liki 
1 .ferry West or Cas.sius Clay were 


dribbling nr <.luj?<!iiij: their way to a med- 
nl of gn|d. The Olympics was okay but 
didn't M-em too impnrt.tnt back then. 


A do/en years have changed my way 


of thinking about these games. Their di- 
versity makes, them such a unique hap- 
pening that they don't seem to come 
aiound soon enough for me. Two years 
.seems long enough to wait for this great- 
e-4 of sporting shows. 


I .still don't get too thrilled by sports 


like team handball, but most of them 
have something appealing about them. 
My old favorites — boxing and basket- 
hall — didn't excite me as much this 
Olympiad because of the politics that 
overshadowed actual play. There were 
more gold robberies in one week than 
Jesse James could have pulled off in a 
month 


Captivating me more were the feats in 


^vumming. wrestling and gymnastics. 
The gold dredged up by Mark "Dr. Zhi- 
vaeo" Spitz seemed unreal. Only after 
viewing several relays did his almost su- 
per human achievements really sink in. 


And who could forgrt little Olga Korbut

amazed that she could have slipped so 
far from her showing in Mexico in 1968. 


And then there were the fabulous gold- 


plated showings of our wrestlers. I could 
watch the likes of a Dan Gable every 
weekend It's a shame that there isn't 
professional wrestling so that such once- 
in-a-lifetime performers like Dan could 
continue 


However, these are just fan reactions. 


T wondered how some area coaches reac- 
ted — John Fleck. St. Viator's swim- 
ming: Guy Henriksen, Fremd wrestling;

swimmers and added, "You can bet that

The 
same is true of wrestlers, according to 
Hendriksen. 


"All 
my kids are talking about it/' 


said the Fremd head coach. "Kids come 
around and ask questions afterwards. 
They say, 'Did you see Gable?' I think 
it's (the U.S.'s outstanding mat showing* 
going to do a lot." 


Henriksen guided the first state cham- 


pion in the school's history last winter. 
While at the championships, he saw two 
potential Olympians. "I think a kid like 
Brad Smith definitely could have 
a 


chance. And that Waukegan kid — 
(Mark) Tiffany — really impressed me, 
too." 


A local young man who nearly made 


the Munich trip was Gary Morava. A for- 
mer Hersey prep star. Morava tried to 
land a spot on the gymnastics team. 
However, Southern Illinois University's 
fine all-around man had to compete with 
a bad back (slipped disc) and came up 
short. 


VonEbers, Mprava's high school coach, 


talked to him recently and "he kind of 
confirmed what I had thought all along. 
Gary has taken trips to Europe and he 
made mention of the fact that they had 
the opportunity to practice eight hours a 
day." 


Government subsidizing in Europe and 


Asian countries have put any thought of 
medals beyond American athletes com- 
prehension. 


"Our kids are competing for their own 


personal glory rather than for the coun- 
try itself," said VonEbers. "Actually, the 
country doesn't do a heck of a lot to help 
encourage them to train and prepare 
themselves. 


"In high school and college the pro- 


grams do a respectable job. But after 
college, when a boy reaches his prime, 
coaches and facilities just aren't there. 


"The word 'amateurism' in Asiatic and 


European countries just doesn't 
exist 


anymore. That's what it just boils down 
to. It all depends on how you interpret 
amateurism. 


"Until the day comes when you can get 


special help from private concerns or 
from the government itself, I don't think 
we're going to do anything (in the Olym- 
pics)," VonEbers concluded. 


It would be nice to see gymnastics 


doing as well as swimming and wres- 
tling, at least winning a bronze medal 
once in a while. However, I can still see 
America's best hope for a medal — Ca- 
thy Rigby — leaving out a difficult flip tn 
her routine. Cathy said she did so for her 
team's sake. 


Here was a .young lady who had prac- 


ticed nearly every day for four years and 
yet she was reluctant to do her complete 
routine. If our best doesn't have enough 
confidence to do her best, it kind of says 
something about our gymnastics pro- 
gram. 


Maybe the U.S. Olympic Committee's 


philosophy will change for the better dur- 
ing the next four years. A start might be 
to get younger people on the committee. 


Let's hope the '76 games have little or 


no protests or politics wrecking what 
should be the sports show of shows. And 
— God forbid — no more killings.

Shadow Cars 'Cleaned Up' For Weekend 


A pair of "sanitized" Universal Oil 


Products Shadow racers are ready for 
battle here this weekend Sept. 16-17 in 
the sixth round of the 1972 Canadian- 
American Challenge Cup series for un- 
limited sports racing cars. 


An extensive testing program on the 


UOP Shadow cars, only American-built 
vehicle's competing in the Can-Am, has 
yielded a design that is "cleaner and 
more slippery" for the ultra-fast three- 
mile Donnybrooke road racing circuit 
here. 


"On a circuit like this one," said team 


d r i v e r Jackie Oliver of England, 
"cleanliness is next to Godliness." 


Oliver explained that the team tested 


here to develop a body shape for the 
Shadows 
that produces 
a minimum 


amount of aerodynamic "drag" and thus 
allows for higher straightaway speeds. 


"We know we've had one of the fastest 


cornering cars so far in the series," said 
Oliver. "That was fine for the slower cir- 
cuits." 


Now, however the team must sacrifice 


some of the downforce-producing body 
work which has yielded those high cor- 
nering speeds in favor of a more "slippe- 
ry" shape for the four remaining circuits 
on the schedule, he says. 


Oliver, an endurance racing champion, 


will be joined here for a second time by 
the young Brazilian Grand Prix driver, 
Carlos Pace (PAH'-che). Pace's debut 
in Can-Am competition at Road America 
was frustrated after only four laps, by a 
failure in the electrical system. Oliver 
ran a strong third place for half of the 
race, and then he, too, was forced out 
when a portion of the exhaust system on 
his car broke. 


Oliver explained the reasons for the ex- 


tensive tests before this race. 


"A modern race car does not merely 


slip through the air, it uses the airflow in 
a variety of ways — principally to gain 
better tire adhesion for braking and cor- 
nering. 


"Unfortunately, one must always at- 


tempt to strike a compromise in design- 
ing a body shape for a race car, seeking

My husband says that certain types of 
thmgs store up electricity If we turn it 
in where would we do this and is there 
any chance of getting our money back on 
this type of device? 


Dear Rpailcr — The electrical devices 


that produce contractions of the stom- 
ach muscles create a problem by in- 
troducing an electrical current into the 
body. It is the electrical current itself 
that stimulates the muscles to contract. 


The problem with attaching these to the 
abdominal muscle is that the heart itself 
rests just at the bottom of the rib cage 
near the pit of the stomach.

"Total- 
itarianism," he says, "phony as a profes- 
sional wrestling match." He can't under- 
stand the way things have gone, What in 
hell has happened to people? "When I 
was a kid I didn't know what con- 
servatism or what liberalism was. My 
parents only taught me right from 
wrong Narcotics? We didn't worry about 
that. We weren't taught that you had to 
go to a pot party to be sociable — we 
were just taught that you had to be 
good " 


HE GREW UP under that concept (A 


fair one, by the way) And it wasn't until 
college that he started wondering why 
everyone didn't follow the same street. 
"I remember people talking about Joe 
McCarthy All these things were being 
said All this fuss So I decided to look 
into it myself I read everything about 
Joe McCarthy I could get my hands on. 


What was Joe McCarthy doing? It be- 
came clear to me. What he was doing 
was trying to save America!" Schmitz 
became political then. And he began to 
tell the world. "Silence," he recalls, 
"was not golden — it was yellow." 


His lurch to the right was quick and 


total. "In the Marines," he says, proud- 
ly, "I was considered an expert on anti- 
communism " He served eight years ac- 
tive duty, got out, got a teaching job in a 
California college, got into the John 
Birch Society, then into the state legisla- 
ture, then into the US. Congress (in 
June of 1970, in a special election to fill a 
death vacancy) — and finally into presi- 
dential politics. 


My gosh, he says, it all happened so 


fast "I can remember years ago when I 
would have dearly loved to have a real 
choice in a presidential election. Now I 
am the choice." He sits back into his 
couch White shirt. After shave lotion. He 
is slightly nervous His thoughts jump 
track often He looks at his interviewer 
as if to ask if he's doing all right, be- 
cause, after all, he's not just a minority 
candidate 


IS HE DOING all right? Hard to tell. 


He is, at least, candid. He is flatly 
against abortion ("Murder is murder, it 
can't be condoned"). He opposes, un- 
questionably, marijuana, school busing 
("We don't want to put people together 
or pull them apart"), gun control, wel- 
fare for the able bodied, and, as has ev- 
ery politician since Washington was a 
whelp, tax loopholes. He supports the lo- 
cal police, consumer protection, national 
sovereignty (the UN is very pink), the 
Monroe Doctrine and atomic stockpiling

same9 Are there 30 or 40 million? Well, 
there is at least one.

Abortion Clinic Soon 


A prominent Washington, DC psy- 


chiatrist thinks that free standing abor- 
ion clinics will develop throughout the 
united States in the near future 


Zigmond Lebensohn. M D , chief of the 


department of psychiatry at Sibley Me- 
morial Hospital and chairman of the 
Oroup for the Advancement of Psy- 
ctwatry 
which formulated 
the report 


The Right to Abortion A Psychiatric 
view ' thinks that abortion clinics will of- 
fer safe abortions under state regu- 
lations 


"There are over one million abortions 


performed in this country a year — 
that's one abortion for every four live 
births Because of our laws the bulk of 
th-Bse abortions have been forced to be 
illicit and back alley operations As a re 
suit there have been complications of in- 
fection, hemorrhage, sterility and often 
death 


"In general,' Dr Lebensohn contm 


ued. "it has been a traumatic and degr- 
ading experience for women There is no 
justification for this whatsoever from the 
medical 01 psychiatric standpoint, and 
the 
psjchological 
problems 
of 
these 


women had become so great it became 
important for psychiatrists to enter into 
this field 


Dr Lebensohn admits that the question 


of the rights of the unborn child pose 
philosophical, religious and moral issues 


1 For those people who look at all abor- 


tions as murder there can be no rebuttal 
and they aie entitled to their beliefs On 


the other hand, in this country, where 
there is a complete separation between 
church and state I do not think that 
people with that belief have any right to 
force their conviction on others There- 
fore a woman who does not believe that 
abortion is murder should have the right 
to a legal and safe abortion with dignity 
and with as little trauma as possible I 
also think the entire decision should be 
made by her with the help of her physi 
cian " 


Dr Lebensohn thinks there are other 


reasons for allowing abortions to be per- 
formed ' In a 20 year study of women 
who were denied abortions, researchers 
found that the children who these moth- 
el s were forced to have were worse off 
in every respect when compared to a 
carefully controlled group of mothers 
who had their wanted children in the 
same hospital 


"This tends to illustrate," he said, 


"what is to me a very obvious fact — 
that the only reason for bringing a child 
into this world is if it is wanted and the 
parents can readily provide for it and 
give it the love and protection which it 
richly deserves " 


He added there is increasing evidence 


that the small family is not only the 
physically more healthy but 
mentally 


more healthy and that if one looks at the 
population explosion problem this too 
brings cause for concern and is relative 
to the abortion question

All a young couple may really need to 


buy a house today is a sharp pencil, a 
budget pad and cash — probably less 
than they imagined. 


So notes Jackson W. Goss, president, 


Investors Mortgage Insurance Co., Bos- 
ton, who advises prospective buyers to 
"work out a fairly tight budget for run- 
ning the home they expect to purchase 
before they buy it." 


"It may seem like putting the cart be- 


fore the horse to work out a budget for 
running a house before buying it, but this 
is really not so. What happens is that the 
young couple finds out exactly how much 
take-home income is available for mort- 
gage payments each month," Goss said. 


"FROM THIS amount, a lender can 


then determine just how much of a mort- 
gage loan can be granted, for how long 
and at what interest rate. 


"We feel it is important that young 


people buy a home with confidence — 
knowing they have the financial ability to 
meet all of the major expenses and re- 
sponsibilities that go with the purchase 
of a dwelling. 


"The first step is building that con- 


fidence," Goss said. "They need to know 
exactly how much income will be avail- 
able each month — how much of it will 
be spent. Income should include take- 
home salaries, commissions, bonuses, in- 
terest and dividends from savings and 
investments as well as tax refunds, gifts 
and other items. 


"On the 'going out' side of the budget 


sheet, costs should include 'fixed' items 
such as premiums for life, car, home and 
other types of insurance; taxes for feder- 
al, state and local governments; in- 


stallment payments and systematic sav- 
ings or investments. Add to this the flex- 
ible spending for food, utilities, trans- 
portation, family allowances, clothing, 
medical and dental bills, recreation, con- 
t r i b u t i o n s and other miscellaneous 
items," he said. 


WHEN YOUNG people determine how 


much they can afford for monthly house 
payments by subtracting costs from in- 
come, they realize for the first time the 
kind of house they can truly afford to 
live in. 


With the first hurdle passed, the young 


homemakers usually find that it takes 
less cash today for the down payment 
than they expected. 


"Generally, if the buyers have enough 


money for a 10 per cent — or now even a 
5 per cent — "down payment and closing 
costs, and have adequately completed 
their budget homework, we can be rea- 
sonably sure they are 'in the market'," 
Goss states. 


"We find that the happiest homemak- 


ers are those who truly budget the oper- 
ational costs of their new homes. 


"Living can be great in a home of your 


own — if you don't have to stretch a 
short income to fit a long budget," he 
said.

Taxes Plague Homeowners 


Skyrocketing property taxes and a 


shortage of skilled repairmen are two of 
the toughest problems 
facing home-

"AHA members are protected 
against fraud, but are unanimous in pro- 
testing runaway real estate taxes which 
prevent them from keeping up their 
homes. We are urging letters to Con- 
gress."

For 
these home buyers, AHA has developed a 
new form of prepaid repair protection 
called Palace Guard.

Laminates Show Up All Over The House

NEW YORK (UPI) - Family room 


panelled in English oak, Cimmerian 
leather on a big library table, buffet-bar 
top in slate, highlighted by a backdrop of 
sculptured bronze. 


Kitchen done in driftwood cabinetry, 


counters of travertine, colorful inserts on 
cabinet doors. 


Bath not in the traditional tile but, 


rather, a combination of wood paneling 
and bright floral pattern. 


On through the rest of the house — 


black onyx fireplace wall in the living 
room; marble in the powder room; 
gleaming wood table tops and serving 
counters in the dining room; bright, col- 
orful built-ins in children's rooms — it's 
all likely to be plastic laminate these 
days. 


No longer limited to utilitarian use in 


kitchen and bath, the laminates are 
showing up all over the house in just 
about any guise, offering decorating free- 
dom with ease of maintenance that the 
originals too often cannot claim. 


AND ONE OF THE biggest uses for 


the laminates these days is remodeling, 
says J. Allen Montei, director of design 
for Formica Crop., Cincinnati. The lami- 
nates have a beauty that stays beautiful, 
shrugs off wear, remains clean and fresh 
with minimum care and maintenance. 


The family planning a do-over, no mat- 


ter what the room, might find it worth- 
while to consider possible uses of the 
laminates — the new moisture-proof wall 
systems that go right over old tile in 
bathrooms, for instance, or wall panel- 
ing, especially for rooms that get hard 
use. Scuffed and worn surfaces on tables 
and cabinets can be replaced. Built-ins of 
laminate in children's rooms, laundries, 
mud rooms, stay clean with occasional 
wiping up — no periodic • repainting or 
refinishing necessary. 


In kitchens, of course, the laminates are 


practically the rule on work surfaces. 
New kitchen cabinets may look like 
wood, or enamel or just about anything, 
but increasingly they are of plastic lami- 
nate. 


MANY COMPANIES these days are 


specializing, too, in a remodeling service 
for kitchen cabinets. Shabby or outdated 
but basically sound, cabinets can be recl- 
aimed with new door and drawer fronts 
of laminate at a cost well below that of 
replacement, Montei said. 


He said the news in laminates now is 


the dimensionals — the sculptured metal- 
lies in silver, bronze, copper. 


The variety of woodgrains is infinite, 


and new methods make even the feel 
realistic. No longer does laminate have 
to mean high gloss. There is warmth and 
texture to many patterns. 


The laminates, Montei explained, con- 


sist of layers of heavy kraft paper, which 
has been impregnated with phenolic re- 
sin. A pattern sheet of opaque paper, im- 
pregnated with melamine resin, in solid 
colors or printed in woodgrain or pattern 
design, is placed on top of the kraft "fill- 
er stock." Then a clear top surface — or 
overlay sheet — is added to the laminate 
build up. 


EACH LAMINATE sheet is pressed 


with its finished surface against a me- 
t i c u l o u s l y prepared steel plate at 
enormous pressure and high temperature. 
There are special processes for thinner 
decorative sheet materials, for dimen- 
sional laminates, the metallics and other 
specialties. 


Versatile as they are, Montei cau- 


tioned,the laminates are not, generally, a 
project for do-it-yourselfers. 


A home handyman or hobbyist might 


tackle smaller projects, and a skilled do- 
it-yourselfer with some experience han- 
dling the material might install counter 
tops or paneling, but the more intricate 
jobs should be left for a professional, he 
urged. 


One project hobbyists are tackling, he 


suggested, is the simple Parsons table 
with its straight lines. Currently these 
are being done in just about any imagi- 
nable color and pattern, with the lami- 
nate covering legs as well as table top.

Why All That Cosmetics Packaging? 


Prevents Pilfering . . . But Also Sells The Product

"If you can't beat 'em, join 'em." This 


seems to be the philosophy behind Illi- 
nois proposals to build a recreational 
mountain out of solid wastes — for lack 
of any better disposal method. 


But at the rate solid waste is growing, 


this "solution" may in a few years turn 
the Great Plains into a mountain range. 


Looking at the source of the problem 


seems more logical, and one of the 
sources is the packaging mania of mer- 
chandisers. A prime example — cosmet- 
ics. 


Why is it necessary for a simple eye- 


brow pencil or lipstick to be encased in a 
p l a s t i c (non-biodegradable) bubble 
mounted on an oversized piece of 
paperboard? Not only does this packag- 
ing create a lot of unnecessary waste; it 
is a pain to open. 


HOWEVER, A SURVEY of cosmetic 


manufacturers and retailers indicated 
that the industry does have some valid 
reasons for this packaging and that con- 
sumers have brought much of it on them- 
selves. 


Every manufacturer and retailer ques- 


tioned by The Herald named pilferage as 
the No. 1 cause of elaborate packaging. 
David C. Brittain, executive vice presi- 
dent of Maybelline Co., said that the 
company's retailer customers "insist 
upon this type of packaging to assist 
them in their efforts to cut down on pil- 
ferage." 


Brittain was referring to the plastic 


bubble assemblage, and William Hard- 
wick, public relations director for Max 
Factor & Co., concurred that this par- 
ticular package is used as "a pilferage 
preventative measure." 


A Revlon representative in Montgom- 


ery Ward's cosmetic department at 
Randhurst, Betty Sullivan, confirmed 
that shoplifting is a big problem at the 
cosmetic counter. She demonstrated how 
customers take articles out of boxes, 
leaving that particular kind of package 
behind. (The bubble on cardboard is not 
so easily opened, and bulkier to carry off 
than just the cosmetic article.) 


Miss Sullivan also pointed out that the 


cost of pilferage and consequent packag- 
ing is passed on to the consumer. "Cos- 
metics themselves are much cheaper 
than what U«y an MM tar." *e said. 


She added that the worst offenders in 


cosmetic pilferage are girls 12 to 14 
years old. A cosmetic clerk at Wieboldt's 
said "people even steal the testers." 


SIGNIFICANTLY, the only store re- 


porting "not much pilfering" of cosmet- 
ics was Carson, Pirie Scott, where most 
cosmetics, other than testers, are kept in 


The product—If s in here somewhere. 


c a s e s . Wieboldt's and Montgomery 
Ward's both use the self-selection stands. 


And this is the second point to be made 


—• that consumers insist on serving them- 
selves rather than have a clerk wait on 
them. Thus, many stores are reluctant to 
put their merchandise in cases, which 
would solve both the packaging and pil- 
fering problems. 


A third reason for packaging, accord- 


ing to Miss Sullivan, is to prevent con- 
tamination. She said customers win stick 
their fingers into any cosmetic that is 
left on a counter unpackaged and then, 
of course, it can't be sold. 


But not to be overlooked is the market- 


ing value of packaging. The Carson's 
saleswoman put her finger on it: "Pack- 
aging is also used to attract the con- 
sumer. That's what he notices first." 


This economic factor, aside from any 


anti-pilfering or anti-contamination pur- 
pose, appears to be the real determinant 
behind packaging — and will undoubt- 
edly be the crux of any battle to reduce 
packaging. 


THAT MUCH WAS obvious in Hard- 


wick's reply to the Herald. After assur- 
ing us — almost perfunctorily — that 


"Max Factor is well aware . . . of the 
problem of solid waste disposal," he 
launched into a glowing report of the 
company's packaging design and devel- 
opment facilities, "one of the largest and 
most efficient... in the country." 


He pointed out that "many of our pack- 


ages have received awards not only for 
beauty of design, but also for their con- 
struction and functional attributes," and 
added that the company intends to 
"maintain such leadership by improving 
our packing and packaging concepts." 


Simply stated, packaging is vital to the 


economic success of most 
manufac- 


turers. It is unlikely that any are con- 
templating any reductions in that depart- 
ment. Moreover, one notes unhappily 
that "beauty of design" still seems to 
rank much higher than disposability. 


Michael Pope, the president of a con- 


sulting engineering firm, suggests that 
consumers express their disapproval of 
overpackaging by leaving wrappings in 
the store and by wri'Jng to the manufac- 
turers. Corporate addresses can be found 
in various business directories, such as 
the one published by Dun and Brad- 
street, in your local library.

Learn to love a regiildr sys- 
tem of caring for it. Alternative: get rid 
of it and work on something tough — like 
mother-in-law tongue. You can't kill it if 
you try. 


Loss of normal foliage color: needs fer- 


tilizer or is under insect attack. Over- 
watering can do it too.

As far as I know, it still is hanging on, a 
half-living reminder of my public failure. 
So you see, even the advice-givers are 
not without their mistakes.

the land, and number of installments, 
you should also find out the seller's re- 
fund policy — like whether you have to

You should also find out whether you 


will have rights to any oil or mineral 
deposits that might be discovered on the 
property.

1 tablespoon sugar 
1 teaspoon salt 
1 clove garlic, crushed 
1 cup (4 ounces) shredded

Vi cup sliced pitted ripe olives 
I '/4 cups enriched corn meal 


2 tablespoons flour 
2 tablespoons sugar 
1 tablespoon baking powder 


1/2 teaspoon salt 
Vi cup milk 
1 egg 
2 tablespoons melted or liquid 


shortening 


Lightly brown ground beef, pepper and onion in large frying-pan. Pour 
off drippings. Add tomatoes, tomato sauce, chili powder, sugar, salt and 
garlic. Cook slowly 25 to 30 minutes, stirring occasionally. Stir in cheese 
and olives and place in a round 2'Xi-quart casserole, leveling top. (Prepare 
topping while meat mixture is cooking.) Sift together corn meal, flour, 
sugar, baking powder and salt. Combine and stir in milk, egg and shorten-1 


ing. Pour over surface of hot meat mixture. Bake in preheated hot oven 
(425 degrees) for 15 to 20 minutes, until topping is done. 6 servings. 


NOTE: To prepare ahead, cover casserole containing meat mixture with 
foil and refrigerate. To prepare for serving, bake covered for 15 minutes. 
Remove foil, add lopping and continue baking as directed. 


Maple Custard Cups 


Yi cup sugar 
Vt cup water 


Dash cream of tartar 


5 eggs 
3 cups milk 


2/j cup maple-blended syrup 
1 teaspoon vanilla 
Vi teaspoon salt 
8 pecan halves 


For caramel sauce, bring sugar and water to a boil over high heat in a 
small heavy saucepan or skillet, stirring until sugar dissolves. Stir in cream 
of tartar. Boil sauce over moderate heat, tipping pan constantly, until 
sauce turns golden brown (about 10 to 15 minutes). Quickly pour sauce 
into 8 ungreased. 6-ounce custard cups. Tip cups to coat bottoms evenly. 
(Sauce will harden quickly.) 


Beat eggs until foamy. Add milk, syrup, vanilla and salt; blend well. 


Pour into caramel ^coated custard cups. Place cups in a shallow baking pan 
and pour hot water into pan to a depth of Vi inch. Bake in preheated 
moderate oven (350 degrees) about 45 minutes or until knife inserted 
halfway between the center and edge of custard comes out clean. Cool to 
room temperature; then chill several hours or overnight. When cold, 
loosen the custard edges, cover each cup with individual serving dish and 
invert. Custards will slip out with a thin carmel sauce. Top each with a 
pecan half. 8 servings. 


Crispy Oatmeal Cookies 


3A cup shortening, soft 


3A cup firmly packed brown 


sugar 


3/< cup granulated sugar 
^ egg 


V* cup water 
1 teaspoon vanilla 


VA cups sifted all-purpose flour 


7 teaspoon salt 
Vz teaspoon soda 


2Vi cups quick or old-fashioned 


oats, uncooked 


Beat together shortening, sugars, egg, water and vanilla until creamy. Sift 
together flour, salt and soda. Drop by teaspoonfuls onto greased cookie 
sheets. Bake in preheated moderate oven (350 degrees) 12 to 15 minutes. 
Yield: approximately 4 dozen cookies.

Combine flour, salt and pepper. Dredge pot-roast in seasoned flour; 
reserve remaining flour mixture for gravy. Brown meat in cooking fat. 
Pour off drippings. Add 
n/4 cup water, oregano and celery seed. Cover 


tightly and cook slowly 21/z hours. Combine orange juice concentrate and 
1V4 cups water and add 1V« cups of the liquid to meat. Add potatoes and 
onions. Cover tightly and cook slowly 1 hour or until meat and vegetables 
are tender. Remove meat and vegetables to heated platter. Blend reserved 
flour with remaining orange juice and brown sugar. Gradually add to 
cooking liquid, stirring constantly until thickened. Serve with pot-roast. 6' 
to 8 servings. 


NOTE: For blade pot-roast reduce initial cooking time to IVi hours for a 
total of 21/2 hours cooking, or until meat is tender. 


Cranberry Muffins 


1 egg, beaten 
2 tablespoons melted or liquid 


shortening 


Vi cup cranberry-orange relish 


2 cups complete pancake mix 
V* cup sugar 
1/2 teaspoon cinnamon 
Vt teaspoon cloves 
1 cup milk 


Combine pancake mix, sugar, cinnamon and cloves in bowl. Add milk, 
egg and shortening, stirring only until combined. Fill greased muffin cups 
3/4 full. Place 1 teaspoon of cranberry-orange relish on batter in each 
muffin cup. Bake in preheated hot oven (425 degrees) 15 to 18 minutes. 
Yield: 12 muffins. 


Orchard Apple Crisp 


5 medium-sized red-skinned cooking 


apples 


1 cup quick or old-fashioned oats, 


uncooked 


3/4 cup firmly packed brown sugar 


1A cup all-purpose flour 
1A teaspoon salt 
'/2 cup butter or margarine 


Milk or cream 


Pare apples if desired. Core and slice apples. Arrange in an ungreased 
shallow 2-quart baking dish. Combine oats, brown sugar, flour and salt. 
Cut in butter. Sprinkle oats mixture over apples. Bake in preheated 
moderate oven (350 degrees) 30 to 35 minutes or until brown and bubbly 
and apples are tender. Serve warm with milk or cream. 6 servings.

English writer, Thomas Fuller, "Every 
one can keep House better than her 
Mother, till she trieth."

The following recipes combine eggs 


and salmon in attractive, flavorful dishes 
which give you the best food value you 
can buy for your dollar. 


CREAMED EGGS 
IN SALMON CRUST 


1-pound can salmon 
1 slice white bread, crumbed 
legg 


10 %-ounce can mushroom soup 
Vt cup light cream 
4-ounce can button mushrooms, drained 
1 teaspoon Worcestershire sauce 
6 hard-cooked eggs, sliced 


Parsley for garnish 
Drain and reserve liquid from can of 


salmon. Flake salmon and combine with 
bread crumbs and egg. Mix well. Press 
mixture into bottom and on sides of an 
8-inch pie plate. 


Combine soup, cream, reserved salmon 


liquid, mushrooms, Worcestershire sauce 
and heat over simmering water. 


Bake the salmon "crust" in a pre- 


heated 350 degree oven for 15 minutes. 
Reserve a few egg slices for garnish and 
add remaining eggs to the hot mushroom 
sauce. 


Remove pie from oven, pour hot 


creamed eggs and mushrooms into it, 
and garnish with reserved egg slices and 
parsley. Serves 4. 


SUNDAY SALMON 


Drain 1-pound can salmon. Flake salm- 


on. In skillet heat 2 tablespoons butter. 
Add salmon and cook, stirring, for 1 min- 
ute. Pour 3 beaten eggs over salmon and 
cook, stirring, until eggs are set to taste. 
Sprinkle with salt and pepper and serve 
on hot buttered toast or English muf- 
fins. Serves 4. 


SALMON BREAKFAST CAKES 


In mixing bowl combine 1-pound can 


salmon with liquid, 2 eggs and 2 table- 
spoons evaporated milk or cream. Beat 
in as much leftover mashed potatoes as 
the liquid will absorb and season to taste 
with salt and coarsely ground pepper. 
Shape into 12 flat cakes. Dip cakes in 
mixture of 2 eggs beaten with 2 table- 
spoons cold water. Coat cakes with bread 
crumbs or corn meal and saute in ba- 
con drippings or butter until nicely 
browned on both sides. Serves 6.

Make hole in center of each ball with a 


wooden spoon, fill each with V* teaspoon 
almond filling. Gently seal the hole with 
a bit of dough and place ball, hole side 
down, on baking sheet. Bake in pre- 
heated 350-degree oven 10 to 15 minutes 
or until lightly browned. Cool and frost. 
Makes 36 cookies. 


ICING 


5 tablespoons butter 
4 tablespoons Crisco 
1 cup sugar 
3 tablespoons flour 
% cup warm milk 
1 teaspoon vanilla 


Few drops red food 
coloring 
Coconut, shredded 
Cream butter, crisco, sugar. Add flour, 


1 tablespoon at a time. Slowly add warm 
milk. Beat together until thickened. Add 
vanilla and food coloring to make 
frosting light pink. Frost cookies and roll 
in coconut. 


Note: To make puffs more colorful di- 


vide frosting into 3 bowls. Tint one bowl 
green, another pink and leave third bowl 
white.

Microwave Leakage May Stop Pacemakers 
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The microwave oven may be a time- 


saver to the busy housewife and a mon- 
ey-maker for the restaurant owner. But 
to Thomas E. Dick, it only strikes a note 
of terror. 


The 22-year-o,'d Northglenn, Colo., man 


recalls walking into a restaurant not long 
ago and seeing two of the ovens behind a 
counter. He left quickly after telling the 
clerk not to turn them on. The reason for 
his fear of microwave ovens is a pane- 
maker, a tiny electronic device which 
Dick wears just under his right collar- 
hone. The instrument makes sure his 
heart will beat in a safe, steady rhythm. 


Although some of the newer models of 


p a c e m a k e r s are specially shielded 
ag;iinst electrical and microwave inter- 
ference. Dick has an older one — one 
which might stop if it is exposed to mi- 
crowave leakage. 


Denver cardiologist Dr. Murray S. 


Hoffman said the pacemakers — which 
are used to bolster a diseased heart's 
natural electrical impulse system —are 
vulnerable to electrical interference be- 
cause they operate on a "demand" basis. 


''The pacemaker turns itself off when- 


ever it senses that, the patient's own 
heart rhythm Is working suitably," he 
.said, "The waves from a leaking micro- 
wave oven fool the device into thinking 
the heart is working OK, and it shuts 
off." 


Robert D. Siek. assistant director of 


radiological 
health at 
the 
Colorado 


Health Department, said a partial check 
of microwave ovens had revealed a 
'number" which leak non-ionizing radi- 
ation. 


He said some oven doors get jarred 


loose from extended use. On others, the 
.so-called interlock device fails to cut off 
microwaves the instant the door is 
opened. 


Siek said there are more than 3,000 mi- 


crowave ovens now in. use in Colorado 
homes, restaurants and cafeterias. He 
said his division has perhaps checked 400 
of them at the owners' request. 


The Colorado Health Department does 


not have the power to require inspection. 
The state legislature considered a pro- 
posal that would have forced such an in- 
spection last year, but failed to take ac- 
tion on the proposal.

Apple Magic 


Apple season is just beginning, and the 


U.S. Department of Agriculture lists ap- 
ples as one of September's plentiful 
foods. Apples lend themselves to so 
many ways of cooking that its difficult to 
decide where to start. Apple sauce, 
baked apples, apple crisp, apple pie, 
apple butter, apple dumplings, apple ci- 
der, candied apples, apple anything and 
apple everything present enough recipes 
to boggle even a great cook's mind. But 
since everyone seems to be on the look 
for new ideas, here are a few. 


APPLE SNOW PIE: soften l'.-i enve- 


lopes of unflavored gelatin in lz cup cold 
water in top of double boiler. Set over 
boiling water: stir until gelatin is dis- 
solved. Remove from heat. Add 1!4 cups 
sugar. li teaspoon salt, 1 tablespoon 
grated lemon peel and i/3 cup lemon 
juice. Add lli cups cold water. Stir until 
sugar is dissolved. Chill until mixture is 
the consistency of unbeaten egg white, 
stirring frequently. Add 3 unbeaten egg 
whites. Beat with an electric beater until 
it begins to hold its shape. Fold in 1% 
cups grated, tart apples. Turn into one 
10-inch baked pie shell. Chill until firm. 
Top with whipped cream, Sprinkle with 
red colored sugars. 


CINNAMON APPLES ala BAKED 


ALASKA: Use tart cooking apples cut 
into medium thick wedges. Gently sim- 
mer in red-colored, cinnamon stick fla- 
vored sugar water until tender. Chill well 
for firmness. Minutes before serving, 
place apples in pre-baked pastry tart 
shells and cover with vanilla ice cream. 
Then, lavishly and entirely spread with 
slightly seasoned meringue. 


Be sure to cover the edge of tart shell 


so that ice cream is "sealed" in and will 
not melt. Brown quickly in a 500 degree 
oven until meringue is browned (minutes 
only). Serve immediately.

Jean Mantelet, 72, is a benign, self- 


made mm who reigns over a million-dol- 
lar business. He is also the man French 
housewives can thank for taking much of 
the drudgery out of their kitchens. 


Jean Mantelet Is the founder of an en- 


terprise called Moulinex, a household 
word in France and today known prac- 
tically DM world over, which produces 
what he calls "mechanical slaves," those 
time and effort savers such as mixers, 
beaters, electric carvers and vacuum 
cleaners. 


It is estimated that there are a min- 


imum of four Moulinex gadgets in every 
household in France, And outside of the 
electric appliances, there still exist the 
hand-operated vegetable and fruit mash- 
ers, 
mincers, siicers, graters, 
salad 


dryers, which started it all. 


Jean Mantelet recently celebrated his 


50th year In business. He has traveled a 
long way from the days in 1932 when he 
peddled in open air markets the hand- 
operated vegetable "presse puree" to 
make those purees which are a feature 
of French cooking. 


As a young man of 22, he and his 


brother-in-law started a small workshop 
where they made bathroom fixtures and 
other gadgets like an auto washer which 
also could do duty as lawn sprinkler. 


Today Moulinex produces 55,000 small 


electric motors daily which consitutes a 
European record. 


"But my wife was my original in- 


spiration," Jean Mantelet said. "One 
night she dished up a lumpy potato 
puree I protested. I had brought her 
back a gadget from Germany which she 
explained she could not handle. It then 
occurred to me that I should think up 
some kind of utensil to avoid this. That is 
how my first potato and vegetable mash- 
er came into being." 


This soon invaded French and Eu- 


ropean homes. In less than no time Man- 
telet had too men on his payroll. 


"By 1945 men had abandoned push- 


bikes for motorbikes," Mantelet ex- 
plained, "and I reasoned that women 
were ready for easier work In their 
kitchens It was then that I thought of 
harnessing tiny motors to kitchen uten- 
sils " 


The original workshop in a sleazy 


Pans district, which turned out only the 
hand-operated material, by that time 
proved inadequate. A modern factory 
was then installed at Alencon in Norman- 
dy, eventually followed by others in the 
same province Now there are eight in 
all. employing 8,000 people, two-thirds 
women. 


One of the gadgets Mantelet is espe- 


cially proud of is the rotating lettuce 
dryer, hand-operated. "It saves shaking 
my salad basket out of the kitchen win- 
dow," said Madame Poirier, wife of a 
retired railwayman, "and it only costs 
two dollars." 


All these robots have brought a certain 


amount of joie de vivre in French kitch- 
ens. 


What is the secret of his sucess? 


"PRICES," he said. "I have always 


aimed to combine the best quality with 
the lowest possible price." And there is 
indeed nothing shoddy about anything 
that carries the Moulinex trademark. 


Jean Mantelet is also a great believer 


in publicity. "There is an old adage 
which says — "It is not sufficient to do 
something well, you must also make it 
known abroad," he said. He is aware 
that he has aimed at the middle-class 
housewife of not only France but all the 
European countries. For the Turkish 
market, there is a special coffee mill 
which grinds coffee to a fine powder. He 
also pointed out that the Common Mar- 
ket had helped his enterprise to develop 
faster. 


A man of unlimited vision, Jean Man- 


telet also believes that, "there is no satu- 
ration point in women's needs." Not only 
are his team of researchers always en- 
gaged in perfecting what already exists 
but are thinking out new gadgets. The 
latest is the vertical grill (Moulinex had 
in mind modern woman's non-fat dietary 
cult) and a self-cleaning oven unit. 


Moulinex shares have been quoted on

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Bountiful Tomato Crops 


Inspire Many Of Her Recipes 


USING FRESH TOMATOES in a vari- 
ety of interesting recipes never poses 
any problems for Mrs. Eugene L. Pag- 
liai of Mount Prospect. For dinner 
parties she often prepares Jiffy To- 
mato Stack-Ups to serve with steak. 


Tomatoes are filled with a mixture of 
broccoli, onion and Swiss cheese then 
broiled until bubbly. The Stack-Dps 
are easy to prepare but different 
enough for company.

Now is the time when tomatoes ar in 


abundance and at their peak of flavor. It 
may also be the time when gardeners, 
such as Mrs. Eugene L. Pagliai, find 
that too many tomatoes are ripening si- 
multaneously. However, she utilizes the 
tomatoes in interesting recipes. 


One of her favorite methods of pre- 


paring tomatoes for a dinner party is to 
cut them in half, spoon out some of the 
pulp, and fill each with a tasty mixture 
of. broccoli, onion and Swiss cheese. 
Broiled until hot and bubbly, the Jiffy 
Tomato Stack-Ups are excellent accom- 
paniments for steak, beef or almost any 
entree. 


Marilyn Pagliai also grows her own 


green peppers, and uses these, along 
with her home-grown tomatoes, in two 
appealing entrees. 


One is Green Pepper Tomato Beef, a 


Chinese-type dinner devised by her 
brother and his wife. The recipe calls for 
thinly-sliced flank steak sauteed lightly 
with garlic and combined with green 
peppers, tomatoes and onions in thick- 
ened bouillon seasoned with soy sauce. 


"Served over cooked rice, it is a 


simple yet delicious meal," Marilyn re- 
marked. 


Green peppers, tomatoes and onions 


are used in preparing the shish kabobs 
which Marilyn makes with lamb. She 
usually buys half of a leg of lamb, fig- 
uring a half-pound of meat per person, 
and cuts it into chunks. 


THE MEAT IS marinated in a mixture 


of vinegar, wine and oil well-seasoned 
with herbs and lemon. The marinade 
both tenderizes the lamb and adds fla- 
vor. 


Marilyn's husband, Gene, often assem- 


bles the meat and vegetables on skewers 
and cooks the kabobs on the grill. 


As accompaniments for this entree 


Marilyn suggests Rice Pilaf and a fresh 
spinach salad. She marinates artichoke 
hearts, red onion and fresh mushrooms 
in Italian dressing, then tosses all over 
fresh spinach greens. 


Moving from Chicago to Mount Pros- 


pect three years ago, Marilyn became a 
member of the Newcomers' Club and the 


club's gourmet group, which she espe- 
cially enjoys. 


The Pagliais have two daughters, Lisa, 


6, and Laura, 5 years old. 


JIFFY TOMATO STACK-UPS 


3 large tomatoes 


Salt 


4 ounces Swiss cheese, shredded 
1 10-ounce package frozen 


chopped broccoli, cooked 
and drained 


V4 cup chopped onion 


Cut tomatoes in half. Sprinkle each 


lightly with salt. Set aside 2 tablespoons 
shredded cheese. 


Combine remaining cheese, broccoli 


and onion. 


Place tomato halves on baking sheet. 


Spoon out a little of the tomato pulp to 
make a well. Add pulp to broccoli mix- 
ture. 


Spoon broccoli mixture over each to- 


mato. Sprinkle with reserved cheese. 
Broil 7 to 8 inches from heat for 10 to 12 
minutes, or until cheese bubbles and to- 
mato slices are hot. Serves 6.

TOMATO BEEF 


1 flank steak, thinly 


sliced on the diagonal 


3 tablespoons cornstarch 
\k cup soy sauce 
8 teaspoons sugar 
1 green pepper, cut up 
1 clove garlic, finely 


chopped 


3 tomatoes, cut up 
1 onion, cut up 


1% cups boiling water 


2 beef bouillon cubes 
Dissolve cornstarch in a few table- 


spoons cold water. Mix in soy sauce and 
sugar and let stand. 


Lightly saute peppers in small amount 


of oil until slightly tender. Remove. Then 
saute meat and garlic until meat loses 
its color. 


Dissolve bouillon cubes in boiling wa- 


ter and add to meat. Pour in soy sauce 
mixture and stir until thickened.

Cook on the grill, with foil placed un- 


der the kabobs, until almost done, 15 to 
30 minutes. At the end of cooking time, 
remove foil and brown lightly. 


The'shish kabobs may be baked in a 


400 degree oven for 40 minutes, turning 
occasionally, or they can be broiled, 
about ten minutes on each side, watching 
carefully so the vegetables don't burn.

"THIRSTY, calorie-conscious individ- 


uals can try their favorite fruit and vege- 
table juices," she says. "They're a lot 
better for you than a soft drink." 


She also favors fresh fruit, which is 


economical in season, and dry fruits such 
as raisins, dried prunes, apricots and 
peaches. 


Raw veetables also make for good 


snacks, she adds, including carrot curls, 
celery sticks, radishes and raw cauliflo- 
wer. 


"Every bite you eat becomes a part of 


you," she says. "Since you don't always 
eat all your food in three meals, snacks 
should be a part of your food plan. 


"By choosing your snacks in relation to 


foods eaten at mealtime, you get extra 
health insurance. 


"The best way to have healthy snacks

1 3/4 cups water 
2 chicken bouillon cubes 
1/2 cup quick-cooking 


rice cereal

1 can (3oz.) chopped 


broiled in butter mushrooms, 
undrained 


1 tablespoon butter 


1/4 teaspoon salt

The chefs of Captain Bender seemed to 


go all out to keep passengers well 
stuffed with an interesting variety of ex- 
cellent preparations. One could spend al- 
most the whole day au table if he desir- 
ed. 


Breakfast was followed by mid-morn- 


ing hot bouillon, served on the deck, then 
lunch, afternoon tea, dinner, and a mid- 
night buffet. Service did not have the pol- 
ish of the French of Italian ships, but the 
exuberance of youthful well-scrubbed 
German and Austrian lads who manned 
the dining rooms more than made up for 
it. 


In this and succeeding columns we'll 


give you some of the dishes we especial- 
ly enjoyed. Dinner always offered seven 
courses with almost bewildering diver- 
sity. Invariably we chose a soup course. 
Three of the best were beef broth with 
marrow dumplings, cream of corn Wash- 
ington and German lentil. Here are the 
recipes. 


FOR THE FIRST make a strong beef 


broth. In a gallon of cold water place 
about 4 pounds of beef chuck, a soup 
bone, salt, and simmer for 4 hours. Skim 
off foam and replace water which evapo- 
rates, about 1 cup each half hour. Strain 
when done and skim off fat. 


For the dumplings, see your butcher 


for 3 ounces of beef marrow. Melt this 
over low heat. Soak 2 hard rolls in milk, 
then squeeze dry. Tear rolls into small 
bits and mix with melted marrow, 4 ta- 
blespoons milk, 2 lightly beaten eggs, 1 
tablespoon flour. Season with salt, pep- 
per and a bit of nutmeg. Shape into 
dumplings, place in hot soup stock and 
let simmer until dumplings float to the 
surface. 


Dumpling recipe serves 4. Stock will 


serve 8, so double the dumpling recipe if 
you wish that many servings. 


CREAM OF CORN Washington is easy 


to make. In a saucepan put 1 cup cooked 
or canned cream style corn, 1 cup boiling 
water, 1 cup milk. Season with onion 
salt. 


Melt 1 tablespoon butter and stir in 1 


tablespoon 
flour. Cook slowly until 


smooth, add a little of the hot soup mix- 
ture, stir well, then pour into the rest of 
the soup. Season to taste with salt and 
pepper. Serves 4 to 6. 


NOW THE GERMAN lentil. Soak % 


pound lentils overnight in cold water. 
Drain. Cover with 2 quarts of salted wa- 
ter and cook until tender, about 2 hours. 
Put lentils through a strainer. Melt 2 ta- 
blespoons butter, add 1 cup of water in 
which lentils ware cooked. 


Stir over low heat and cook until 


smooth in consistency. 
Add to the 


strained lentils. Dilute soup to thickness 
desired by adding milk. Add 2 or 3 thinly 
sliced Vienna sausages and a teaspoon of 
lemon juice. Serve very hot with crou- 
tons. 


Recipe serves 4 as a thick soup, 8 as a 


thin soup. 


There you have them — Kraftbuhe mit 


Markklofschen, Maisrahmsuppe Wash- 
ington, and Linsensuppe Burgerlicb, all 
ala Hanseatic.

Uncle Dave's Treasure: Pears 
Cackle About Broiler-Fryers 


legend of Johnny Appleseed (John 


Chapman) is well known to most school 
children and adults. He earned his nick- 
name by going from state to state 
spreading appleseeds and encouraging 
P«>ple to plant orchards. 


Another early American pioneer was 


Just as instrumental in kicking off the 
Pear industry in California. 


According to David J. Elliot Jr., the 


Present owner of the oldest known Bart- 
lett pear orchard in the country, his 
great-uncle, called simply "Uncle Dave," 
started the orchard on Sutler Island, lo- 
cated on the Sacramento River near 
Courtland, Calif., in 1833. 


Uncle Dave was an eastern farmer 


who traveled west in the 1850s. It was the 
era of fortune hunters answering the cry 
of "Gold!" However. Uncle Dave de- 
cided to dig and plant rather than pan 
for gold. 


HE WAS CONSIDERED strange to 


continue farming. But he did an even 
stranger thing. He wrote a letter to 
France and bought pear trees. The sapl- 
ings were shipped across the Atlantic, 
around the Horn and up the Pacific 
Coast. 


Uncle Dave supplied pears to miners 


and other passengers of stern wheel riv- 
er boats which plied the Sacramento Riv- 
er. Often a miner hungry for the juicy 
goodness paid as much as an ounce of 
gold, then priced at $20.67, according to 
family records, for a pear. Fortunately, 
pears now shipped from early July to Oc- 
tober cost far less than in the 1800s.

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Possible Strike 
Vote Postponed 
By Teachers 


A possible strike vote among Schaum- 


burg Township Dist. 54 teachers has been 
postponed until Tuesday morning. The 
action came during a meeting yesterday 
afternoon of the Schaumburg Education 
Association (SEA), 


Jay Hanson, SEA president elect, and 


David Wilson, current president, did not 
talk strike to the mass crowd of teachers 
present at Addams Junior High School, 
Schaumburg. 


The two men called only for "a show of 


strength" and acceptance of a three- 
point recommendations outlined by Wil- 
son. 


Recommendations were: 
—That all efforts be made to resolve 


differences with the board of education 
through mediation. 


—That every effort be taken to inform 


the community of the issues. 


—That a general meeting of the SEA 


be set for 7 a.m. Tuesday. 


TEACHERS WERE also asked to cir- 


culate a petition among parents urging 
board of education acceptance of SEA's 
request for mediation to break the cur- 
rent impasse. 


When negotiations broke off between 


the board and the SEA team Sunday both 
sides insisted the next move or request 
for a meeting must come from the other. 


That position is still held by both 


teams, although the board refuses to con- 
sider the situation as an impasse. 


The teachers claim the board is not 


being realistic and has attempted to in- 
timidate the teachers by warning them 
that a strike action can be considered 
grounds for dismissal. 


The board in turn deplored the teach- 


ers' use of a strike threat and insists that 
many of the fringe benefits asked in the 
SEA contract proposal add to the finan- 
cial impact of the agreement and are at- 
tempts to take away board power. 


Major items remaining at issue are ne- 


gotiations procedure, grievance proce- 
dures, class size, length of the work day 
and salary. 


Both teachers and board representa- 


tives place salary low in the level of dis- 
agreement and say the point has not 
been thoroughly discussed. 


MOST OF THE MAJOR arguments are 


based on items covered now in teachers' 
working manuals and by board policy. 
They are items teachers now want in- 
cluded in their contract. 


SEA's request for mediation is viewed 


by the board of education as an unjusti- 
fied lack of confidence in its negotiations 
team. 


Raiderettes Win 1st 
In Area Competition 


The 1972 Raiderettes captured first 


place in a recent cheerleading com- 
petition. 


The Hoffman Estates Athletic Associ- 


ation squad won the trophy in the junior 
division of the Chicago Suburban Junior 
Football League Cheerleading Cham- 
pions. 


Eighteen suburbs participated in the 


competition. 


The board also feels current grievance 


procedures are fair. They call for hear- 
ings before local principals, the superin- 
tendent of schools and the board when a 
grievance occurs. 


SEA wants an American Arbitration 


Association member to have final author- 
ity in grievances. They describe the cur- 
rent system as being similiar to finding 
out the person you are suing is also the 
judge. 


SEA has softened its original request 


for maximum class size and now asks 25 
students per class be the top limit. The 
board insists that striving for a max- 
imum of 30 students per class is good. 
Average class size this year is 28 stu- 
dents. 


THE CURRENT SEA salary demand 


calls for $8,275 for beginning teachers a 
$375 increase over last year's base salary 
of $7,900. The board offers no increase 
for first-year teachers. 


After the first year, the board offers a 


$8,050 salary. From the third year on the 
board offers an overall annual increase 
of 5.58 per cent which represents an av- 
erage raise of $550. 


The board charges the SEA is asking 


for an average 11.2 per cent increase 
when the base salary and increment for 
tenure teachers is totaled. 


The SEA says the board's raise in 


salary is less than two per cent and with- 
out normal increment. At the last nego- 
tiations session the board and teachers 
were $350,000 apart on salary considering 
the total financial impact. 


However, the teachers' team made the 


last move when they dropped their sala- 
ry request by $100,000. 


Other fringe benefits requested by the 


teachers include: group life insurance 
fully paid by the board, full tuition reim- 
bursement for graduate courses, and 
fully paid hospital and major medical in- 
surance for the teacher. A board contri- 
bution of 65 per cent for the cost of fami- 
ly coverage is also asked. 


THE BOARD SAYS these items would 


add to the financial impact of the agree- 
ment and could constitute a total $700,000 
increase in funds expended on teachers 
salary and benefits this school year. 


In comparing the SEA Dist. 54 salary 


and contract requests to neighboring ele- 
mentary school districts this is the pic- 
ture. 


Palatine Township Dist. teachers re- 


ceived a five per cent pay increase set- 
ting beginning salaries at $8,116. Negotia- 
tions there were ratified early in June 
after teams met three times. 


In Elk Grove Township Dist. 59, teach- 


ers accepted a pay pact that showed 6.8 
per cent pay hikes putting teachers' 
starting pay at $8,047. 


Dist. 59 teachers' contracts already in- 


cluded a negotiations procedure for sala- 
ry talks that end in impasse and the is- 
sue was not a point of negotiations this 
summer. 


Hansen summing up the teachers' atti- 


tude toward this year's drawn out con- 
tract talks said teachers don't want to 
start a new teaching year not knowing 
what pay they are working for or what 
conditions will be. 


Last year's contract talks were settled 


in late November.

Village Backs Salt Creek Plan Funding 


The Schaumburg Village Board Tues- 


day officially joined public agencies ask- 
ing the federal government to approve 
funding for the Salt Creek Watershed 
Project. 


The project is designed to eliminate 


flooding 'along Salt Creek, such as was 
experienced Aug. 25, and to provide rec- 
reational facilities. 


By signing documents urging federal 


participation, Schaumburg did not com- 
mit itself to any spending, said local offi- 
cials Tuesday. It did, however, commit 
itself to attempt to participate in the 
project, explained Tom Hamilton. He is a 
member of the project's steering com- 
mittee, chairman of the North Cook 
County Soil and Water Conservation Dis- 
trict and a member of the Elk Grove 
Village Plan Commission. 


Hamilton presented the documents to 


the board for signatures by Mayor Rob- 
ert 0. Atcher and Clerk Sandy Carsello. 


SCHAUMBURG'S participation in the 


program, should it eventually be author- 
ized, would amount to purchase and dedi- 
cation of two parcels of land, one of them 
111 acres and the other three acres. Both 
parcels now are on the flood plain and 


restricted from building construction, ex- 
plained Mayor Atcher. The land is esti- 
mated in value at $1.11 million and 
$30,000. However, Atcher emphasized 
signing the document "does not obligate 
anyone to spend this money." 


The land, south of the Northwest Toll- 


way and between Plum Grove and 
Rohlwing roads, would be used for a re- 
tention lake and recreational facilities. 


The site is within the 300-acres the vil- 


lage has proposed for recreation already, 
noted Atcher. Since it is on a flood plain, 
it cannot be put to other uses, he said. 


The Salt Creek Watershed Project, in 


its entirety, is estimated to cost a total of 
$26.5 million. Of this, the federal govern- 
ment would pay $12 million, the state 
would pay $5.6 million and local govern- 
mental units, including villages and park 
districts, would pay $6.4 million. 


FEDERAL FUNDS would be used for 


major flood control construction, such as 
a 600-acre lake in the Ned Brown Forest 
Preserve. Local funds would finance 
land acquisition, lesser flood control con- 
struction and recreational programs, as 
would state funds. 


To present the documents to the feder- 


al government, said Hamilton, the steer- 


ing committee needs signatures from all 
potentially 
participating governmental, 


units. The state and all other units, ex- 
cept Schaumburg village and park dis- 
trict, had signed prior to Tuesday's 
meeting. The steering committee is to 
seek the park district's 
signatures 


tonight. 


Should the program be enacted, and 


should Schaumburg Park District par- 
ticipate, it would be asked to contribute 
$94,000 for excavation for the retention 
pond on the land the village would ac- 
quire. 


Weathersfield Extension Approved 


The Schaumburg Village Board Tues- 


day approved an extension of Weath- 
ersfield subdivision over strong objec- 
tions from Schaumburg Township School 
Dist. 54. Also approved was planned unit 
development of a 40-acre apartment 
complex on Roselle Road. 


Campanelli Bros., developers of Weath- 


ersfield, won annexation, zoning and pre- 
liminary site plan approval for a 100-acre 
addition of single family, homes to the 
existing subdivision. The new area is to 
be bounded by Schaumburg Road, 
Weathersfield Way and Salem and Ce- 
darcrest drives. Lots will average 10,800 
square feet in size, and price range for 


the homes will be $30,000 to $48,000. 
Campanelli is donating 12% acres for 
public use as parks and wildlife sites. 


Campanelli also has agreed to donate 


$27,000 to Dist. 54, or $100 per unit. 


Dist. 54, citing its guidelines for builder 


donations, asked the village to convince

Trustees OK Airport Feasibility Study 


Schaumburg trustees concurred with 


recommendations of the village airport 
committee 
Tuesday naming Howard, 


N e e d l e s , Tammen and Bergendoff 
(HNT&B) consultants to perform a feasi- 
bility study to determine need for an ex- 
panded general aviation airport. 


Results of the study, to be completed if 


negotiations 
with federal 
and state 


agencies indicate funding will be pro- 
vided, will reveal whether need exists for 
a municipally owned airport. 


Fee range of the study is between 


125.000 and $35.000. Under a Federal 
Aviation Administration (FAA) master 
planning grant, two-thirds of the cost of 
the investigations may be federally fun- 
ded. 


One-sixth of the cost could be picked 


up by the Illinois Department of Trans- 
portation: remaining costs will be paid 
by the village as sponsoring agency. Vil- 
lage officials presently plan to recapture 
their share of the cost through a revenue 
bond program in order to avoid taxpayer 
burden. 


AIRPORT 
COMMITTEE 
members 


were instructed to initiate negotiations 
with the FAA and the State of Illinois to 
determine whether funding will be pro- 
vided. 


The feasibility study, to be performed 


along FAA guidelines, will include an ex- 
amination of the present privately owned 
Schaumburg Airport to determine if that 
site could be properly expanded. 


Also included are in-depth environmen- 


tal studies as well as an economic 
analysis.

appropriate, the consultant proposes to 
investigate other areas in or annexable 
to the village. However, this would ne- 
cessitate return to the village board for 
approval since an additional cost of be- 
tween 25 and 40 per cent of the quoted 
fee range would result. 


WALTER MUNN. of HNT&B, esti- 


mated it will take one month to prepare 
the FAA application for funding approv- 
al. 


Approximately seven months will be 


required for the actual study. However, 
if FAA approval is not received the vil- 
lage is under no obligation to continue 
with the feasibility investigation. 


The study will involve work up to the 


point of actual site selection. Consultants 
will then assist in setting up a public 
hearing. 


Airport master planning and construc- 


tion would be handled under an addition- 
al FAA funding program, requiring more 
detailed economic studies and tore- 
casting. 


7,050 Oppose Airport Growth 


I n her continued 
battle 
against 


Schaumburg Airport expansion, Jane 
Murphy presented signatures of 1,050 vil- 
lage residents who appear to support her 
opposition when the village board met 
Tuesday. 


Written opinions from two state repre- 


sentatives, Eugenia Chapman (D-Arling- 
ton Heights), who expressed "serious re- 
servations" in general to airport ex- 
pansion in residentially developed areas, 
and Eugene Schlickman (R-Arlington 
Heights) who strongly suggested delay- 
ing a feasibility study until results of two 
more comprehensive investigations are 
completed, were also presented. 


Asked for clarification Wednesday, 


Mrs. Chapman said it is not her general 
practice to take a position on local gov- 
ernment actions except in areas of edu- 
cation or mental health. 


Mrs. Chapman described her written 


statement to Mrs. Murphy concerning 
the airport as "general" and said she 
neither favors nor opposes the feasibility 
study. 


PETITIONS CIRCULATED by Mrs. 


Murphy over the past six weeks cite citi- 
zen concern over O'Hare Airport traffic, 


call for opposition to local airport ex- 
pansion and suggest immediate adoption 
of a noise control ordinance limited to a 
maximum 75 decibel level. 


"These signatures represent respon- 


sible intelligent people" replied Mrs. 
Murphy when asked in what manner pe- 
titions were presented to residents. 


Mrs. 
Murphy said petitions were 


signed by "more citizens than voted for 
some trustees" in the last municipal 
election. 


"Remember, the will of the people 


must prevail,'' she concluded. 


Stanley Slesick, who lives immediately 


west of the existing airport, told trustees 
he objects to extension of the present 
runway. 


SLESICK, who said he has held a pri- 


vate pilot's license for 30 years, also ex- 
pressed concern that landing fees would 
not support a municipal airport. 


Mayor Robert 0. Atcher told Slesick 


the proposed feasibility study, approved 
by the village this week, will determine 
whether need for a larger airport exists 
as well as preferred financial arrange- 
ments to support such a facility.

The naked bodies of the two victims 


were found at 7:30 a.m. Monday lying 
face-up in the parking lot of the Commu- 
nity Presbyterian Church, 407 N. Main. 
St. Mrs. Flanagan was partially covered 
by a blanket.

Niles police are still searching for the 
victims' clothes, including a black and 
white vinyl diaper bag reportedly carried 
by Mrs 
Flanagan. Police said Mrs. 


Flanagan took the bag, filled with Pam- 
pers,, baby food and blue and pink plastic 


baby bottles, when she left her Norwood 
Park home Saturday to meet a man who 
apparently hired her as a babysitter. 


Mrs. Flanagan was wearing a "long- 


sleeved, salmon blouse with french cuffs 
and a flat bow at the neckline," accord- 
ing to Sgt. Ralph Doney of the Mount 
Prospect Police Department. "The type 
of slacks are still unknown. Originally 
they were reported to be black but those 
were found at home by the husband. It is 
also reported she was waring black snea- 
kers rather than the blue ones as prior. 
Type of underclothing is unknown." 


Doney said Mrs. Flanagan was also 


wearing a men's Timex watch with a 
black leather band and was carrying a 
"brown 
leather 
pouch 
type purse, 


suede." Inside the purse was a red leath- 
er wallet, with several photographs, an 
Illinois drivers permit apparently ex- 
pired and a social security card, police 
said. Police said she may also have been 


carrying a tube of lipstick and four keys 
on a solid ring. 


"WE URGE residents who might 


find any of these objects to call the po- 
lice," Doney said. Mount Prospect police 
are still searching forest preserves in the 
area for the missing clothing. 


Police are also investigating any pos- 


sible connections between the Flanagan 
murders and the apparent murder early 
yesterday of a 14-year-old Carol Stream 
girl. 


Sally Kendel was found dead in a corn- 


field early Wednesday after she was re- 
ported missing Tuesday night. She had 
apparently taken a bicycle ride and nev- 
er returned. DuPage police said the slay- 
ing was "sexually motivated." 


According to the DuPage Coroner's of- 


fice, the girl died from a skull fracture 
caused by a blow on the head with a 
blunt object. It was not yet determined if 
she was sexually molested. 


Mrs. Flanagan, who was not sexually 


assaulted, died from brain damage after 
being hit on the head with a blunt object, 
according to the Cook County Coroner's 
office. She was also choked. Renee died 
from suffocation after being sexually mo- 
lested. 


Police are looking for a white, 35-year- 


old male with a receding hairline be- 
lieved to be the man who met Mrs. 
Flanagan at the CTA bus terminal at Im- 
lay and Milwaukee Avenue Saturday. Po- 
lice said she agreed to meet him there 
after he answered an offer to babysit 
which she had placed on a Chicago Jewel 
Store bulletin board. 


Lt. John Mahoney of Chicago Police 


said yesterday a second suspect had 
been identified in police files. However, 
the suspect had been ruled out he said. A 
CTA bus driver Sunday identified police 
photo as the man who picked up Mrs. 
Flanagan, but later could not identify 
him in a line-up.

Zoning Board Backs 
Sideyard Variations 


Variations for six existing sideyard or 


rearyard violations were recommended 
for approval last week by the Schaum- 
burg Zoning Board of Appeals. 


In the hearings on the Levitt and Sons 


Inc., violations, the board recommended 
that the village board levy a fine. 


Village ordinance requires at least 10 


per cent of the lot width to be used for 
sideyard. On an 80-foot-wide lot, this 
means an eight-foot clearance is re- 
quired on each side of the house. 


The rearyard requirment is a min- 


imum of 30 feet. 


SIX HOUSES in the Sheffield subdivi- 


sion, built in July through October, 1971, 
were improperly placed on their lots, 
said Gerald Marker, Leavitt construction 
superintendent. "It was simple human 
error," he added. 


The six houses violated the ordinance 


by six inches to IVi feet. 


The houses violating the sideyard ordi- 


nance are located at 1501 Colwyn Dr., 438 
Iverson Ln., 225 Wickham Dr., 1220 Alli- 
son Ln., and 321 Wickham Dr. 


The house violating the rearyard ordi- 


nance is located at 1420 Allison Ln. All of 
the homes were occupied in November 
and December, 1971. 


In recommending the fine, Chester J. 


Mayner, board member, said that the 
fine should serve as a warning so such 
violatons do not occur again. 


HOWEVER. Dr. M. J. Coniglio com- 


mented that only a court of law can de- 
cide whether to enforce the fine. 


Russell Parker, board chairman, com- 


mented alter the hearings that the max- 
imum fine to which the village board 
would agree probably would not exceed 
$100 per house. Village ordinance allows 
up to a $500 per day fine for as long as 
the violation exists. 


Parker also said Leavitt has been 


building houses with widths of 58 feet on

State Willing To Meet 
On Tollway Interchange 


An official of the Illinois Tollway Com- 


mission said last week he would be will- 
ing to meet with representatives of Hoff- 
man Estates and Schaumburg to discuss 
the possibility of constructing an inter- 
change at the intersection of Roselle 
Road and the Northwest Tollway. 


George Knoblock, engineer of design 


and planning for the tollway system, said 
that while the tollway's master plan does 
not recommend construction of any new 
interchanges for the next eight years, 
there always is the possibility the need of 
a certain area would require an addition- 
al interchange. 


He admitted that the tollway commis- 


sion would need to be pressured by vil- 
lage officials before such a project could 
be considered. 


The tollway commission would have to 


determine the project would be financial- 
ly feasible, he added. 


"We cannot build a new interchange 


unless we will be assured that it would 
generate enough revenue to cover the 
cost of construction and upkeep," Knob- 
lock added. 


HE SAID tollway officials meet 


frequently with representatives of com- 
munities to discuss tollway improve- 
ments. Recent meetings have been held 
with representatives of Lombard and 
Downers Grove, who have requested toll- 
way access to their communities. 


Officials from Hoffman Estates and 


Schaumburg met last week to renew ef- 
forts to get a tollway interchange at 
Roselle Road. 


The officials probably will conduct a 


survey of area residents to determine how 
much use the proposed interchange 
would receive. 


Knoblock said this procedure would be 


similar to efforts of Arlington Heights of- 
ficials to persuade the tollway authority 
to build an interchange at Arlington 
Heights Road 


''This was one of the key factors in our 


decision to place the interchange there," 
he said. 


Knoblock stressed that even if local 


communities conducted their own feasi- 
bility studies, research would have to be 
done by the tollway commission before 
any project could be approved 


Village officials last week said it was 


important to convince the tollway com- 
mission of the need for an interchange so 
land can be acquired for the project.

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2 Of 3 Parochiaid Bills 
Upheld By County Court! 
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Two out of three of the parochiaid bills 


passed by the Illinois Legislature last 
spring were upheld yesterday by Cook 
C o u n t y Circuit Court Judge Ben 
Schwartz. 


The third bill, which would have pro- 


vided cash grants to poor families send- 
uig their children to non-public schools 
was overturned on the grounds that it 
violates the U.S. Supreme Court's inter- 
pretation of the U.S. Constitution. The 
other two, Schwartz ruled, passed both 
federal and state constitutional tests. 


In a 26-page opinion, which will almost 


certaiaiy be appealed to the Illinois Su- 
premera Court, Schwartz held the state 
may provide textbooks and services to 
parochial schools and may make money 
available for innovative educational pro- 
grams as provided in two bills passed by 
the legislature. 


Schwartz ordered that the *25.5 million 


appropriated by the legislature for those 
purposes should be released by State 
Auditor Michael Howlett. Hewlett had 
held up the funds pending a court test of 
the bills. 


SCHWARTS ALSO FOUND that the 


bill providing cash grants to poor fami- 
lies was not in violation of the Illinois 
Constitution, 
but said 
it "regrettably" 


violates the U.S. Supreme Court inter- 
pretation of the First Amendment of the 
U. S. Constitution. 


In his opinion, Schwartz said he was 


persuaded by testimony presented at the 
four-day hearing on the bill that "There 
is a present and grave emergency in the 
failure of public schools in impoverished 
or ghetto neighborhoods to meet the bas- 
ic educational needs of lower income 
people 
and 
that Existing non-public 


schools in such areas constitute the only 
alternative now avilable." 


Schwartz said he believes the bill pro- 


viding grants for poor families is "sound 
public policy," but added it is prohibited 
by the ruling handed down by the U.S. 
Supreme Court last year in throwing 
out a parochiaid plan passed by the State 
of Pennsylvania. 


The Supreme Court ruling, he said, 


makes it clear that the state can provide 
financial aid for textbooks, lunches and 
other auxiliary services but, "the state 
may not disperse funds to reimburse par- 
ents or sectarian schools for any costs of 
educating children because to do so 
would be to 'advance religion.' " 


SCHWARTZ COMPARED the Supreme 


Court position on parochiaid to the posi- 
tion exempting the sport of baseball from 
federal anti-trust laws and called it "an 
existing abberration." 


S t a t e Rep. Eugene Schlickman, 


R-Arlington Heights, one of the chief 
proponents of the parochiaid bills in the 
legislature, said 
yesterday 
he was 


pleased with Schwartz's decision. 


"In my personal opinion," he said, 


"Judge Schwartz wrote a most cou- 
rageous decision and one that reflects 
the needs and demands of society and of 
education in general, both public and pri- 
vate." 


Schlickman said the most important 


part of the decision was the fact that 
funds for the two bills found con- 
stitutional will now be released. 


The three parochiaid bills were passed 


last spring to replace three thrown out 
by the 
Illinois Supreme 
Court 
in 


January. In throwing out the earlier 
bills, the court had challenged the right 
of the governor to amend bills through 
his veto power, but did not rule on the 
basic constitutionality of the laws.

Camp- 
anelli has given sites larger than the 
guidelines specify, and cash donations 
which also exceeded the guidelines, said 
Aigner. 


When Spatz said the small donation 


would mean children from the new devel- 
opment will have to be bused to other 
schools, since they will have to cross 
Schaumburg Road, Atcher responded 
that there are three schools within walk- 
ing distance of the site.' 


Atcher and Aigner challenged Spatz to 


name any single family home devel- 
opment in the township that had com- 
plied with the guidelines. The standard 
has been applied to multiple family de- 
velopments, but not to those of single 
family homes, they said. Spatz said he 
believed they had been applied to single 
family homes, but that he could not cite 
specific instances. 


The guidelines set a donation level of 


$100 per bedroom. Spatz said the district 
had computed an average of three bed- 
rooms per home in the development, ar- 
riving at the $81,000 figure. 


Atcher noted that $27,000 amounted to 


$100 per home, and said $81.000 is "be- 
yond what we consider reasonable" for a 
request. 


CITING contributions Schaumburg and 


other villages have obtained for the 
school district, Atcher said "we taught 
them how." He also said the assessed 
property value per child in Schaumburg 
is twice that behind children in the other 
villages, thereby contributing more in 
school taxes. "We are doing more than 
our share," he said. 


When Spatz said Dist. 54 would be 


unable to continue to provide the quality 
of education it now offers without the co- 
operation of developers, Atcher com- 
mented "other school districts have." 


"No other district in the state has got- 


ten the support of Dist. 54, and we start- 
ed it," said Atcher. Also, he said, Camp- 
anelli has given more to Dist. 54 than 
any other developer in the village. 


School contributions were not an issue 


in the site plan approval of Applegate 
Terrace, a project southeast of Roselle 
and Schaumburg roads, proposed by Al- 
den Corp., Minneapolis, Minn. The devel- 
opment is to have nine three-story build- 
ings and 18 two-story buildings, contain- 
ing 108 efficiency apartments, 378 one- 
bedroom units and 
278 two-bedroom 


units, all rental apartments. 


Also to be included are an indoor and 


an outdoor swimming pool, tennis courts, 
recreation buildings and a private horse 
stable.

The failure to get the excess 
black dirt moved has put contractors 
more than three weeks behind in starting 
construction on the grade school, offi- 
cials say. 


"Will this agreement be upheld by 


Miller Builders or is it just another one 
of their excuses?" asked one home- 
owner. 


"I will be out there the fourth day and 


u something isn't done about the dirt I 
will personally call Miller Builders. If 
that doesn't work I'll call the president 
of Miller Builders, and if that still 
doesn't work I have a third alternative 
that I'm not going to disclose at this 
time," said Armstrong. 


BUFFALO GROVE Village Mgr. Don 


Larson, who was also at the meeting, 
told the Mill Creek residents the Village 
has been holding building permits from 
Miller for the last four months. Larson 
added the builder is aware of this fact. 


The site in discussion has been the 


point of controversy among the village, 
School Dist. 21 and Miller Builders for 


several months. Within the last three 
weeks, different excuses have come from 
the builders for not moving the dirt. 


The first time the builders said the dirt 


was too wet to move. The second time 
they said there was no place to put it and 
finally the weather has been blamed 
again for not allowing the barrier to be 
taken away. 


It is not known how long it will take to 


move the dirt, but some estimates have 
it taking at least a week. 


No matter how long it takes, construc- 


tion will begin on the school as soon as 
the mounds are cleared. 


One concerned citizen ended the dis- 


cussion by saying she hoped Miller build- 
ers will keep its promise and that the 
excuse of the dirt being too wet is not 
just "more of their baloney." 


BESIDES THE school issue the Mill 


Creek Homeowners had several other 


complaints for Armstrong and Larson. 
Some of the major complaints involved: 


—The widening of Dundee Road. 
—Streets in the Mill Creek subdivision. 
—Water 
not 
draining because of 


blocked sewer intakes.

tion the appointment of Young. 


Jack Landau of Buffalo Grove asked 


the board to answer questions about the 
appointment. Janssen said he didn't think 
there was time "due to the lateness of 
the hour."

request by Landau, Janssen allowed 10 
minutes for questions from the audience. 


LANDAU, who lost to Janssen and Ed- 


munds in the board elections last spring, 
asked the board to explain the process it 
used in selecting a new board member.

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2 Of 3 Parochiaid Bills 
Upheld By County Courts

Two out of three of the parochiaid bills 


passed by the Illinois Legislature last 
spring were upheld yesterday by Cook 
C o u n t y Circuit 
Court Judge Ben 


Schwartz. 


The third bill, which would have pro- 


vided cash grants to poor families send- 
ing their children to non-public schools 
was overturned on the grounds that it 
violates the U.S. Supreme Court's inter- 
pretation of the U.S. Constitution. The 
other two, Schwartz ruled, passed both 
federal and state Constitutional tests. 


In a 26-page opinion, which will almost 


certainly be appealed to the Illinois Su- 
premem Court, Schwartz held the state 
may provide textbooks and services to 
parochial schools and may make money 
available for innovative educational pro- 
grams, as provided in two bills passed by 
the legislature 


Schwartz ordered that the $25.5 million 


appropriated by the legislature for those 
purposes should be released by State 
Auditor Michael Howlett. Howlett had 
held up the funds pending a court test of 
the bills. 


SCHVVARTS ALSO FOUND that the 


bill providing cash grants to poor fami- 
lies was not in violation of the Illinois 
Constitution, 
but said 
it "regrettably" 


violates the U.S. Supreme Court inter- 
pretation of the First Amendment of the 
U. S Constitution. 


In his opinion, Schwartz said he was 


persuaded by testimony presented at the 
four-day hearing on the bill that "There 
is a present and grave emergency in the 
failure of public schools in impoverished 
or ghetto neighborhoods to meet the bas- 
ic educational needs of lower income 
people 
and 
that 
existing 
non-public 


schools in such areas constitute the only 
alternative now avilable." 


Schwartz said he believes the bill pro- 


viding grants for poor families is "sound 
public policy," but added it is prohibited 
by the ruling handed down by the U.S. 
Supreme Court last year in throwing 
out a parochiaid plan passed by the State 
of Pennsylvania. 


The Supreme Court ruling, he said, 


makes it clear that the state can provide 
financial aid for textbooks, lunches and 
other auxiliary services but, "the state 
may not disperse funds to reimburse par- 
ents or sectarian schools for any costs of 
educating children because 
to do so 


would be to 'advance religion.' " 


SCHWARTZ COMPARED the Supreme 


Court position on parochiaid to the posi- 
tion exempting the sport of baseball from 
federal anti-trust laws and called it "an 
existing abberration." 


S t a t e Rep. Eugene Schlickman, 


R-Arlington Heights, one of the chief 
proponents of the parochiaid bills in the 
legislature, 
said 
yesterday he 
was 


pleased with Schwartz's decision. 


"In my personal opinion," he said, 


"Judge Schwartz wrote a most cou- 
rageous decision and one that reflects 
the needs and demands of society and of 
education in general, both public and pri- 
vate." 


Schlickman said the most important 


part of the decision was the fact that 
funds for 
the 
two bills found con- 


stitutional will now be released. 


The three parochiaid bills were passed 


last spring to replace three thrown out 
by 
the 
Illinois 
Supreme Court 
in 


January. In throwing out the earlier 
bills, the court had challenged the right 
of the governor to amend bills through 
his veto power, but did not rule on the 
basic constitutionality of the laws. 


Ask MSD To Fund Buffalo 
Creek Retention Basin 


The fate of the proposed Buffalo Creek 


retention basin now lies with the Metro- 
politan Sanitary District (MSD). Alter 
exhausting all other possible funding 
sources, the Buffalo Grove Village Board 
Monday night voted to ask the MSD to 
assume the total cost of the $2,100,000 
project 


The MSD previously agreed to pay for 


half the cost of the retention lake. It is 
the first 
facility of a planned com- 


prehensive flood control prog/am that 
will include the conrtruction of several 
other reservoirs in the next few years. 


The site, almost all of it in Lake Coun- 


ty, is west of Arlington Heights Road and 
south of Checker Road The area is pre- 
sently farm land. 


Intended to serve the dual purpose of 


flood water reservoir and recreational 
area, the project will be a cooperative 
effort of the MSD, Buftalo Grove. Lake 
County Forest Preserve District, anc| the 
Lake County Board 


In a letter to John Egan. MSD pre^i- 


dent, Village Pres Gary Armstrong said 
all of the agencies have expressed a will- 
ingness to work together in the construc- 
tion of the reservoir, but none is able to 
shiire the cost. 


ARMSTRONG SAID Buffalo Grove has 


also been turned down for federal aid by 
the Bureau of Outdoor Recreation and 
the U.S. Department 
of Soil Con- 


servation. A request for state funds from 
the Illinois Soil Conservation Service was 
also denied. 


"This project would go a long way to- 


wards solving downstream flooding," 
Armstrong said at Monday night's meet- 
ing. He added he will also discuss the 
plans for the project with the officials of 
Long Grove and Wheeling and ask them 
to write to Egan. 


In other business, the trustees voted to 


postpone action on a resolution support- 
ing a mass transportation agency to 
serve 
Cook, 
DuPage, 
Kane, Lake, 


McHenry and Will counties, excluding 
the city of Chicago. 


THE BOARD expressed a desire to 


read the House bill that contains the res- 
olution before giving approval to the pro- 
posal. The Illinois Municipal League will 
also be consulted for an opinion on the 
matter. 


Acting on a recommendation from po- 


lice Chief Harry Walsh, the trustees 
voted to eliminate parking on the inside" 
of the horseshoe curves on Saratoga and 
Lehigh Lanes and Stonebridge and Box- 
wood Lanes in the Mill Creek subdivi- 
sion.

Senate Passes 
Revenue 
Sharing Bills 


The U.S. Senate Tuesday passed the 


long-awaited revenue-shairng bill that 
will pump millions of dollars in federal 
money into the accounts of state, county 
and local government units in Illinois 
and throughout the nation. 


The bill reportedly provides some $250 


million to the state, part of which will be 
distributed in turn to other governmental 
bodies, including 10 municipalities in the 
Northwest suburbs. 


The Senate version of revenue sharing 


gives the state somewhat less money 
than a previously passed House bill. 


According to the revenue sharing bill 


passed by the House June 22, Wheeling 
would get $248,760. and Buffalo Grove 
would get $168,539. The amounts are be- 
lieved to correspond roughly to about 10 
per cent of each village annual budget. 


Arlington Heights and Des Plaines will 


receive much larger shares, with each 
slated for about $1 million. 


Sen. Charles Percy (R-I11.) had sup- 


ported an amendment to the Senate bill 
to increase the state's portion by about 
$50 million The House had passed a bill 
authorizing $300 million. 


According to the bills, the federal tax 


money would be returned to municipal- 
ities with no guidelines on how the mon- 
ey would be spent. It has been suggested 
the funds might be used to lower taxes or 
provide increased services by municipal 
agencies without hiking taxes. 


1,040 Student*

Flanagan took the bag, filled with Pam- 
pers, baby food and blue and pink plastic 
baby bottles, when she left her Norwood 
Park home Saturday to meet a man who 
apparently hired her as a babysitter. 


Mrs. Flanagan was wearing a "long-

"I really 
was trying and some of the men were 
rooting me on, but I just couldn't jump 
and reach that high." 


SHE SAID SHE didn't know until Mon- 


day night that the minimum height re- 
q u i r e m e n t for firemen was 5-feet 
H-inches, but she noticed a few of the 
men weren't that tall either. She said she 
didn't know whether all the Elk Grove 
Village firefighters were that tall or how 
strict the department was on height. 


Miss Smith said she decided to take 


the test because she wasn't sure whether 
she would like to be a firefighter and 
wanted to find out. 


"When I'm honest with myself, I don't 


think I could hack it because of the phys- 
ical demands," she said. However, she 
added that she might like to try. 


"One person asked me if I was doing it 


(taking the test) just for kicks. I really 
didn't want to give that impression. It 
was fun, but I didn't want it to be a 
farce," she said. "I hope the fire depart- 
ment didn't think I was doing it just to 
be funny." 


Miss Smith said she was not a wom- 


en's libber and "not an extremist out 
demonstrating," 
although she was for 


equal 
pay 
and 
equal 
opportunities 


for women. 


"Monday night was a good example of 


the way I feel. If a woman is really qual- 
ified, she will get a good job and equal 
pay," she said. Miss Smith said the fire- 
men giving the tests gave her no breaks 
or favors and "they didn't discriminate 
at all." 


SHE SAID THE only big problem she 


saw if she became a fireman would be 
the sleeping arrangements at the fire 
station, but something could be worked 
out. 


Miss Smith was graduated from Illi- 


nois State University in Bloomington and 
taught blind and partially sighted chil- 
dren two years in Niles. She currently is 
employed as a bartender and said, she 
left teaching because she wanted to try 
some different things for a while.

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Armstrong Promises Action Soon 
Rain Halting Dirt Removal 
From Irving School Site?

'•The dirt will be moved after there are 


three consecutive days of no rain." 


So said Buffalo Grove Village Pres. 


G.iry Armstrong at the Mill Creek Home- 
owners Assn. meeting Tuesday night, 
during di.scussirm about dirt piles on the 
Washington Irving school site. 


Armstrong told the homeowners he 


personally got involved in the case at the 
request of Kenneth Gill, School Dist. 21 
Supt. 


The homeowners in the Mill Creek sub- 


division were upset with the runaround," 
they said has been given to the school 
district about getting the dirt moved 
from site. The failure to get the excess 
black dirt moved has put contractors 
more than three weeks behind in starting 
construction on the grade school, offi- 
cials say. 


"Will this agreement be upheld by 


Miller Builders or is it just another one 
of their excuses?" asked one home- 
owner. 


"I will be out there the fourth day and 


if something isn't done about the dirt I 
will personally call Miller Builders. If 
Unit doesn't work I'll call the president 
nf 
Miller Builders, and if that still 


doesn't work I have a third alternative 
that I'm not going to disclose at this 
time," said Armstrong. 


BUFFALO GROVE Village Mgr. Don 


Larson, who was alsn at the meeting, 
told the Mill Creek residents the Village 
has been holding building permits from 


Miller for the last four months. Larson 
added the builder is aware of this fact. 


The site in discussion has been the 


point of controversy among the village, 
School Dist. 21 and Miller Builders for 
several months. Within the last three 
weeks, different excuses have come from 
the builders for not moving the dirt. 


The first time the builders said the dirt 


was too wet to move. The second time 
they said there was no place to put it and 
finally the weather has been blamed 
again for not allowing the barrier to be 
taken away. 


It is not known how long it will take to 


move the dirt, but some estimates have 
it taking at least a week. 


No matter how long it takes, construc- 


tion will begin on the school as soon as 
the mounds are cleared. 


One concerned citizen ended the dis- 


cussion by saying she hoped Miller build- 
ers will keep its promise and that the 
excuse of the dirt being too wet is not 
just "more of their baloney." 


BESIDES THE school issue the Mill 


Creek Homeowners had several other 
complaints for Armstrong and Larson. 
Some of the major complaints involved: 


—The widening of Dundee Road.

TV/PC OKs Golf 


Course Purchase 


The acquisition of the Buffalo Grove 


Golf Course by the Village of Buffalo 
Grove came one step closer to federal 
funding yesterday with the approval of 
the proposal by the planning committee 
of the Northeastern Illinois Planning 
Commission (NIPC). 


The village is seeking $550,000 of the 


SI.100,000 purchase price for the course. 
Developer Harold Friedman currently 
owns the land. The other half of the pur- 
chase price will be financed by revenue 
bonds. 


The NIPC committee gave the propos- 


al routine approval yesterday. 


The 133-acre course is located in what 


NIPC defines as a first priority area for 
preservation of open space. 


THE PRIORITY is assigned to land 


which has multiple uses — such as the 
golf course, which is not only recreation- 
al but also provides flood plain for the 
village during peak storms. 


The fact that the golf course is in a 


highly populated area rather than far 


from the metropolitan area also plays a 
part in its high priority assignment. 
NIPC bases its evaluation of open land 
on the coat-per user rather than cost-per 
acre, a NIPC spokesman explained. 


A NIPC report on the course describes 


the location of the course as "a rapidly 
urbanizing area of Lake County." 


NIPC notes that the golf course does 


lie in the corridor of land designated for 
development with the Lake-Cook Road 
expressway. But the report points out 
that the road can be located anywhere 
within a three-mile wide freeway corri- 
dor and will not necessarily disrupt the 
golf course. 


NIPC also notes that the Regional 


Wastewater Plan calls for the location of 
an interceptor sewer in the golf course 
area. 


But if the golf course can be acquired 


by the village before sewer construction, 
development pressures will not interfere 
with preserving the course as open land, 
the report says.

when Dundee Road is widened the traffic 
will be too heavy and will cause the 
roads of the subdivision to be used too 
often. 


ONE WOMAN SAID, "After they ex- 


tend Arlington Heights Road people will 
start turning down Green Ridge Road 
through our subdivision.

Plans have been made to curve the 


portion of Arlington Heights Road be- 
tween Dundee and University Drive to 
the west to join with the portion of Ar- 
lington Heights Road north of Dundee 
Road. 


Larson assured the group he would 


ment to see if provisions could be made 
to possibly prohibit traffic by making a 
"No left turn" area at Dundee and Green 
Ridge roads during the rush hours. 


A few residents complained about the 


intersection of Green Ridge Road and 
Mill Creek Drive being almost impas- 
sable because of large chuckholes. Lar- 
son said he was told the boles had been 
filled in by the builders, to which he got 
an immediate reaction from the gather- 
ing of residents. 


"They fill those holes with stone and 


every time it rains or somebody goes 
through it we get our lawns filled with 
stone and the hole is empty again," said 
one man. 


Larson said he would take care of the 


situation "first thing" in the morning. 


ANOTHER MAN told Larson that 


while he was looking into the chuckhole 
problem he should look into the street 
cleaning methods used by Miller Build- 
ers and see if he could have the dirt from 
streets hauled away rather than dumped 
on his lawn. 


The homeowner further explained that 


the dirt and debris from the street also 
blocks the sewer intakes when it rains, 
causing yards and streets to drain im- 
properly. 


"My husband has pulled roofing tile, 


cut weeds, mud and several items from 
the sewer in front of our house during a 
rain. It was all left there by the building 
crews," said one angry woman. 


Armstrong and Larson both said they 


would try to get the problems corrected. 


The residents also discussed the way in 


which their children will get to Buffalo 
Grove High School when it is completed. 
They were especially concerned with 
how students will walk along and cross 
Dundee Road. 


Larson said there will be sidewalks on 


both sides of Dundee Road and traffic 
lights would be installed at the inter- 
section of Arlington Heights Road. 


Larson added that those items prob- 


ably would be finished in approximately 
two years. One resident said, "How will 
the kids get to school next year?" A 
, question to which neither Larson nor 
' Armstrong had an immediate solution. 


They did say, however, that they would 


like to work with the residents and 
School Dist. 214 on the problem to get 
something worked out.

Although final paving and detail work 


has not been completed, Crosland said 
the pool is in good working order, and 
the parking lot and walkways have been 
covered with gravel so residents won't 
have to wade through the mud which has 
been plaguing construction this summer. 


All Buffalo Grove residents are invited 


to the parties, which will be from 1-3 p.m., 
3:30-5:30 p.m. and 6:30-7:30 p.m. both 
days. If the pool is filled during one ses- 
sion, ptrsons waiting will be given tick- 
ets for the following one. 


IF YOU ARE afraid of cool tempera- 


tures, Crosland said the heated pool will 
be maintained at 80 degrees, for swim- 
ming comfort. All filtration systems are 
functioning' in accordance with state 
board of health standards. 


A wading pool is included in the facil- 


ity, along with the 11 foot to 312-foot deep 
pool. The larger pool is also equipped 
with two one-meter diving boards. 


Lifeguards are all Red Cross certified, 


and health and sanitation regulations, 
such as showering before entering the 
pool, will be enforced, Crosland said. The 
locker service is not complete, so swim- 
mers must take scalable beach bags for 
clothing and personal belongings. 


Children under 16 must be accom- 


panied by an adult. Babies in diapers 
will not be admitted. 


PARK DISTRICT officials had hoped 


to have the pool and adjoining park facil- 
ities open by August, but poor weather 
conditions and equipment delivery prob- 
lems hampered progress. 


Tennis courts are being repaved, and 


casual park playground equipment made 
of tires and old telephone poles is being 
constructed. 


The park is located at the end of Far- 


rington Drive, behind the homes on the 
south side of the street.

Vote To Abolish 
Townships Called 
'Premature' Here 


A 
referendum 
to abolish Palatine 


Township government is "premature," 
Township Atty. Roger Bjorvik told the 
Board of Auditors last night. 


Bjorvik had been directed to study the 


legal problems with a proposed referen- 
dum submitted by the Palatine League 
of Women Voters in August. Petitions 
containing 
2,032 signatures requested 


that the issue be included in the Nov. 7 
general election. 


In a letter to the five-man board, Bjor- 


vik said that the 1970 Illinois Constitution 
allowed voters to dissolve the township 
form of government, but no legislation 
has been passed naming a governmental 
body to take over the township's role if 
such an action was taken. 


"DUE TO THE absence of implement- 


ing legislation . . . it is our considered 
opinion that the petition requesting the 
referendum regarding the proposal to 


dissolve Palatine Township is premature 
and should not be submitted to the voters 
at the general election to be held Nov. 7, 
1972," Bjorvik said. 


A bill in the Illinois Legislature, H.B. 


2508, would provide the "transfer of pow- 
ers, duties, functions and debts" from 
the township to the county, Bjorvik said. 
But the status of that bill is uncertain 
and may even have been defeated, he 
said. 


Members of the board requested Bjor- 


vik to ask other lawyers for their inter- 
pretations of the referendum. Lawyers 
for Maine, Niles and Northfield town- 
ships, who also have been confronted 
with referendums to dissolve that form 
of government, will be contacted for 
their legal views of the proposal.

Race Track Depot Seen 
As Good For Palatine 


The construction of a year-round com- 


muter station at the Arlington Park 
Track will probably mean a loss of reve- 
nue to the Village of Palatine, but Vil- 
lage Mgr. Berton G. Braun looks upon 
the new station as "a good thing." 


Braun said completion of the depot, ex- 


pected around Jan. 1, "probably is going 
to reduce the demand somewhat" on 
parking spaces for commuters at the 
Palatine station, and thus the amount of 
money the village obtains by selling 
monthly parking permits. 


But, he said, more and more commu- 


ters have been using the Palatine and 
Arlington Heights train stations in the 
past few years, and the addition of a de- 
pot between the two would be beneficial. 


"It will relieve the saturation point on 


some of our parking," he said, "and ex- 
tend the length of time before our pre- 
sent facility is inadequate." 


THE PALATINE commuter station at 


Smith and Colfax streets, was completed 
about a year ago. Village trustees were 
aware that consideration was being giv- 
en to building a depot at the race track 
when they entered into an agreement 
with the Chicago and North Western Ry. 
and local developer Louis F. Draper to 
construct the Palatine station. 


Breun said residents of the Winston 


Park Subdivision, Schaumburg, Hoffman 
Estates. Rolling Meadows and areas 
north of the village may be attracted to 
the Arlington Park depot to avoid the 
traffic congestion at the Palatine station.

The Village of Palatine invested about 


$500,000 in its commuter station, by pur- 
chasing the two parking lots near the old 
depot and building three lots at the new 
site. About 700 to 750 parking spaces are 
provided there. 


The money for the lots was obtained 


from the motor vehicle fuel taxes. 


Braun said the village is under no obli- 


gation to reimburse that fund as money 
is obtained by selling monthly passes, 
but so far $10,800 has been channeled 
back into the fund. 


The motor vehicle fuel taxes generally 


are used for construction and mainte- 
nance of streets.

Palatine village engineer Walter Hodel 


has reaffirmed his theory that serious 
flooding in many cases can be averted 
by raising the sidewalks in front of Win- 
ston Park homes with recessed drive- 
ways. 


In a report to the village board mem- 


ber who had requested a study of flood- 
ing attributed largely to recessed drive- 
ways, Hodel said regrading the park- 
way, sidewalk and driveway at homes 
with the slanted driveways would prob- 
ably alleviate much of the flooding. 


He had indicated that regrading would 


Braun Cautious On Revenue Sharing 


Federal revenue sharing has now been 


approved in differing forms by both 
houses of Congress, but Palatine Village 
Mgr. Berton G. Braun remains cautious 
about the prospects of actually receiving 
money back from the government. 


"First of all, we don't have it," he said 


when asked how the village would likely 
spend the money. 


The amount designated for Palatine in 


the bill approved by the House was some 
$416,000 over a five-year period, but the 
Senate bill provided for less, and a com- 
promise probably will lower the figure 
slightly. 


Braun also said any limitations on how 


the money could be spent would have to 
be taken into consideration when the 
1973-74 budget is prepared. 


BRAUN FAVORS earmarking $150,000 


to $200,000 of any revenue sharing funds 
for capital improvements, such as street 
widening and repavement, street lighting 
and sewer reconstruction. 


He had suggested imposition of a utili- 


ty tax earlier this year for that purpose, 
but village trustees rejected the propos- 
al. 


Braun said the trustees "might want to 


give some consideration" to reducing the 
village property tax rate, though he said 


this is "not necessarily a top priority 
item." 


The tax rate is expected to go up 13 


cents per $100 assessed valuation next 
year, to 69% cents. 


One trustee, Wendell E. Jones, sug- 


gested that the village board maintain 
the present taxing level in anticipation of 
receiving revenue sharing funds, but oth- 
er trustees were cautious about pinning 
their hopes for funds on revenue sharing 
until they were certain it would be ap- 
proved. 


Senate approval this week came about 


two weeks after the tax levy ordinance 
was adopted. 


not prevent all flooding, but had said 
about two weeks ago that it was the only 
proposal being seriously considered at 
this time, for dealing with recessed 
driveways.

borne by the individual homeowner, ac- 
cording to Village Mgr.

Braun estimated the cost of removing, 


then replacing, at 6 to 8 inches higher, a 
stretch of sidewalk in front of a home at 
$600. The cost of repaving the driveway 
to allow for the* higher sidewalk would be 
additional, though Braun did not know 
how much. 


He indicated that the decision of 


whether to repave the sidewalk and 
driveway would be up to the individual 
homeowner. 


The adjustments would not have to be 


made at every home on a block, as long 
as the sidewalk was adequately graded, 


he added. 


Hodel suggested that "special atten- 


tion" be given to assuring that storm wa- 
ter not flow toward homes adjacent to 
those with recessed driveways, if those 
driveways are improved. 


Raising the sidewalk, he indicated, in 


effect serves as a barrier to block the 
water from going down the recessed 
driveways and into basements. 


If the storm water is blocked, it would 


remain in the streets and eventually be 
absorbed by the storm water sewers. 


THE VILLAGE board has indicated 


that it would be sympathetic toward 
granting variances to owners of homes 
with recessed driveways that often cause 
flooding. 


"We would like to eventually get rid of 


the driveways if it is at all feasible," 
Braun remarked. 


He estimated there are 300 to 400 re- 


cessed driveways in the Winston Park 
subdivision. Construction of that type of 
driveway was prohibited by the village 
several years ago after flooding was re- 
ported by homeowners. 


Braun said not all of the homes with 


recessed driveways experience flooding.

Property Values, Tax Revenue Rising 


Property it, becoming more valuable in

Last year's tax levy was based on an 


assessed valuation in the park district of 
MO million. But this year, the district is 
projecting an assessed valuation of $100 
million, which will provide more tax 
money for next year's budget. 


Becau.so of increased assessed valu- 


ations, residents' tax rates will not iii- 
ci ease, according to park officials. 


During a park district meeting this 


week, commissioners approved a tax 
levy of $512.227. excluding $354.970 which 
is the amount expected to come in from 
piogram fees, swimming passes and golf 
course revenue 


THE GENERAL corporate fund, which 


accounts for approximately 40 per cent 
of the park district's total levy, is 
$203,148 this year, a figure $56,471 over 
last year's levy. 


The tax rate, the set amount charged 


homeowners for each $100 of their as- 
sessed valuation, won't change, from last 
year, according to Park Director Fred 
P Hall. This year, residents are paying 


39.6 cents per $100 assessed valuation. In- 
cluded in this amount is 15 cents for the 
corporate fund. 


Hall explained an individual's total tax 


bill may fluctuate as assessed valuations 
increase or decrease but the tax rate will 
remain the same. 


With Palatine's growing population, 


the park district has budgeted some of 
its increased revenue for hiring more 
employes and increasing salaries for cur- 
rent park district personnel, 


Lots Of Talk,, But Little 
Action On Downtown Plan 


What's to become of downtown Pala- 


tine is still up in the air. 


Little has transpired since a $10,000 


''interim" report on what to do to revita- 
lize the central business district was 
completed last March.

Ruklic's proposal showed up at this 
week's meeting to find out the status of 
the park and to push for the original 
plans by the park district. 


Just before the discussion ended, four 


little league representatives, who had not 
attended last week's meeting, came to 
find out the board's plans, too. And when 
commissioners and the league members 
began comparing notes on what Ruklic 
said might be included in the park, they 
didn't match. 


First, a league spokesman said, the 


Palatine North group did not intend to 
build a so-called "baseball palace." They 
also were not intent on getting Lindberg 
Park, but were searching for possible lo- 
cations in the area. The current dia- 
monds at Winston Park School have 
proved unsatisfactory, a league spokes- 
man said, because the league must main- 
tain the property without being allowed 
to control vandalism to the fences, back- 
stops, and other facilities.

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Bit Of Tarnish On 
Construction Plan 


Federal funding prospects for Palatine 


Park District's $1.4 million capital im- 
provement program were tarnished a bit 
this week when the district learned that 
its largest construction projects may 
not qualify for the aid. 


An upcoming Oct. 14 referendum in- 


cludes plans for an $860,000 swimming 
pool-gymnasium complex in Birchwood 
Park in the Hunting Ridge subdivision. It 
and a proposed maintenance building 
probably will not meet requirements, of 
the Departmen of Housing and Urban De- 
velopment (HUD), Atty. Roger Bjorvik 
told the commissioners at their Tuesday 
meeting. 


A 1965 referendum included mostly 


land acquisition and improvement. At 
that time, the district received 50 per 
cent of the money approved in the refer- 
endum through the federal grant. But 
funds for construction of swimming pools 
and gymnasiums are restricted to low 
and moderate-income neighborhoods, a 
requirement that would probably dis- 
qualify the Palatine project. 


Approximately $540,000 of the referen- 


dum package is eligible for the aid as 
park improvements. If 50 per cent of that 
amount is received from the federal gov- 
ernment, it would decrease the total tax 
rate increase by about 20 per cent. 


WITHOUT ANY federal funding, the 


tax rate would increase by twelve cents 


per $100 assessed valuation. Commission- 
ers avoided counting on the federal grant 
in planning the referendum, since the 
district could not apply for the aid until 
after the voters had approved the pro- 
gram. 


The nature of this referendum which 


concentrates on development of existing 
park sites rather than acquiring new 
land, makes the difference in the federal 
funding.

She currently is 
employed as a bartender and saidi she 
left teaching because she wanted to try 
some different things for a while.

Teachers Postpone Vote 
On Proposal To Strike 


A possible strike vote among Schaum- 


burg Township Dist. 54 teachers has been 
postponed until Tuesday morning. The 
action came during a meeting yesterday 
afternoon of the Schaumburg Education 
Association (SEA) 


Jay Hansen, SEA president elect, and 


David Wilson, current president, did not 
talk strike to the mass crowd of teachers 
present at Addams Junior High School, 
Schaumburg. 


The two men called only for "a show of 


strength" and acceptance of a three- 
point recommendations outlined byWil- 
bon 


Recommendations were- 
-That all efforts be made to resolve 


differences with the board of education 
rhrough mediation. 


—That every effort be taken to inform 


the community of the issues. 


-That a general meeting of the SEA 


be set for 7am. Tuesday. 


TEACHEHS WERE also asked to cir- 


culate a petition among parents urging 
board of education acceptance of SEA's 
request for mediation to break the cur- 
rent impasse 


When negotiations broke off between 


the board and the SEA team Sunday both 
Mclps insisted the next move or request 
foi a meeting must come from the other 


That position is still held by both 


teams although the board refuses to con- 
sider the situation as an impasse 


The teachers claim the board is not 


being realistic and has attempted to in- 
timidate the teachers by warning them 
that a strike action can be considered 
giounds for dismissal 


The board m turn deplored the teach- 


eit. use of a strike threat and insists that 
many of the fringe benefits asked in the 


SEA contract proposal add to the finan- 
cial impact of the agreement and are at- 
tempts to take away board power 


Major items remaining at issue are ne- 


gotiations procedure, grievance proce- 
dures, class size, length of the work day 
and salary 


Both teachers and board representa- 


tives place salary low in the level of dis- 
agreement and say the point has not 
been thoroughly discussed 


MOST OF THE MAJOR arguments are 


based on items covered now in teachers' 
working manuals and by board policy. 
They are items teachers now want in- 
cluded in their contract 


SEA's request for mediation is viewed 


by the board of education as an unjusti- 
fied lack of confidence in its negotiations 
team. 


The board also feels current grievance 


procedures are fair. They call for hear- 
ings before local principals, the superin- 
tendent of schools and the board when a 
grievance occurs 


SEA wants an American Arbitration 


Association member to have final author- 
ity in grievances. They describe the cur- 
rent system as being similiar to finding 
out the person you are suing is also the 
judge 


SEA has softened its original request 


for maximum class size and now asks 25 
students per class be the top limit. The 
board insists that striving for a max- 
imum of 30 students per class is good 
Average class size this year is 28 stu- 
dents. 


THE CURRENT SEA salary demand 


calls for $8,275 for beginning teachers a 
$375 increase over last year's base salary 
of $7,900 The board offers no increase 
for first-year teachers

Flood Control 


Amidst charges of being a "do noth- 


ing ' group, the Rolling Meadows City 
Council

Aid Kenneth Retzke charged the council 
find not acted to deal with flooding prob- 
lems on Holly Lane. 


Rpf.'kc snid residents in the area had 


accused him of being a "do nothing" al- 
f!i i 'Ti,nn on a "do nothing" council. He 
said the Holly Lane area has flooded 
"once n ITT>">'' fhro'iqnniit the summer" 
and blamed the council for not doing 
enon-jh t'> Milvr i'IP problem. 


Mayor Roland Meyer said yesterday 


that the money appropriated Tuesday 
should alleviate "about 60 per cent of the 
problem." HP said the city had made at- 
tempts to deal with flooding on Holly 
Lane earlier by cleaning out sewers, but 
added the problem in the area results 
frnm watrr emptying in the area from 
under Rt. 53. 


"What is probably needed there is a 


retention basin." Meyer said. He said he 
had proposed some time ago to City En- 
gineer James Muldowney that the possi- 
bility of a retention basin for the area be 
i-tudied. But Meyer said construction of 
such a basin would cost approximately 
$100.000. 


"I question whether we are in a posi- 


tion to spend $100,000 or $110,000 for one 
part of the city," Meyer said. "But my 
real concern is that by taking care of the 
problem in one area, we might cause 
more problems in o.ther parts of the city," 
he added. "We don't want to push the 
problem onto someone else." 


MEYER SAID WHAT Is needed is a 


comprehensive plan to consider the en- 
tire city and surrounding area. He said 
he has- asked Muldowney to look into 
preparation of such a plan. 


Meyer 
said 
he sympathized 
with 


Retzke and residents in the Holly Lane 
area who suffer from the flooding, but 
during Tuesday night's council meeting, 
Meyer 
and other aldermen 
refuted 


Retzke's criticism of the council. 


"I think this council has been respon- 


sive to a great deal of the flood prob- 
lems," Meyer said at the meeting. "The 
rain this summer has been excessive and 
the problem is that the ground has been 
too saturated to absorb the water," he 
said. "But I don't know if expenditures 
of thousands of dollars would help," he 
added. 


Aid. Stephen Eberhard (3rd Ward) also 


disputed Retzke, saying he (Eberhard) 
personally had spent a great deal of time 
working on flood problems, including 
helping arrange a meeting Saturday with 
state officials and State Sen, John Gra- 
ham to discuss flood control for the city. 


"Please don't say we're 'do nothing' 


because I have not been and I know 
we're doing all we can," Eberhard told 
Retzke. Eberhard said he felt the flooding 
was due, as he put it, "to the state's 
goof" of excavating creeks too far nrth, 
thereby creating the runoff to this area. 


But Retzke charged the city was not 


doing enough actual work of its own to 
control flooding. 


"WHAT WE NEED is action," he said. 


"We just can't continue to review these 
problems. Doing nothing will never re- 
solve the problem," he said. 


Retzke said that although most officials 


admit construction in the northwestern 
suburbs is contributing to many of the 
flood problems,nothing is done to deter 
it. 


"As we continue to build, we're creat- 


ing e larger problem," he said. "But as 
long as we put off resolving the problem 
we have, we'll never resolve the larger 
problem we're creating."

Daniel Weber 


agreed, saying the city "must urge the 
Metropolitan Sanitary District, the state, 
and others to get out and look at this 
area." 


Retzke said what he is looking for is "a 


date or a contract to bring to the people 
and say 'we're doing something.' " But 
Eberhard belittled the idea and told 
Retzke, "You may have something to 
show the people, but it still would not 
solve the problem." 


End-Township Vote 'Premature' 


A 
referendum 
to abolish 
Palatine 


Township government is "premature," 
Township Atty. Roger Bjorvik told the 
Board of Auditors last night. 


Bjorvik had been directed to study the 


legal problems with a proposed referen- 
dum submitted by the Palatine League 
of Women Voters in August. Petitions 
containing 
2,032 signatures requested 


that the issue be included in the Nov. 7 
general election. 


In a letter to the five-man board. Bjor- 


vik said that the 1970 Illinois Constitution 
allowed voters to dissolve the township 
form of government, but no legislation 
has been passed naming a governmental 
body to take over the township's role if 
such an action was taken. 


"DUE 
TO THE absence of implement- 


ing legislation . . . it is our considered 
opinion that the petition requesting the 
referendum regarding the proposal to 


dissolve Palatine Township is premature 
and should not be submitted to the voters 
at the general election to be held Nov. 7, 
1972," Bjorvik said. 


A bill in the Illinois Legislature, H.B. 


2508, would provide the "transfer of pow- 
ers, duties, functions and debts" from 
the township to the county, Bjorvik said. 
But the status of that bill is uncertain 
and may even have been defeated, he 
said. 


Members of the board requested Bjor- 


vik to ask other lawyers-for their inter- 
pretations of the referendum. Lawyers 
for Maine, Niles and Northfield town- 
ships, who also have been confronted 
with referendums to dissolve that form 
of government, will be contacted for 
their legal views of the proposal. 


Final action on whether to put the ref- 


erendum on the ballot is set for the Sept. 
25 meeting of the board, when Bjorvik 
will present another report.

Judge Overrules Third Measure 
Two Of Three Parochiaid Bills OKd 


Two out of three of the parochiaid bills 


passed by the Illinois Legislature last 
spring were upheld yesterday by Cook 
C o u n t y Circuit Court Judge Ben 
Schwartz. 


The third bill, which would have pro- 


vided cash grants to poor families send- 
ing their children to non-public schools, 
was overturned on the grounds that it 
violates the U.S. Supreme Court's inter- 
pretation of the U.S. Constitution. The 
other two, Schwartz ruled, passed both 
federal and state constitutional tests. 


In a 26-page opinion, which will almost 


certainly be appealed to the Illinois Su- 
premem Court, Schwartz held the state 
may provide textbooks and services to 
parochial schools and may make money 
available for innovative educational pro- 
grams as provided in two bills passed by 
the legislature. 


Schwartz ordered that the $25.5 million 


appropriated by the legislature for those 
purposes should be released by State 
Auditor Michael Howlett. Hewlett had 
held up the funds pending a court test of 
the bills. 


SCHWARTS ALSO FOUND that the 


bill providing cash grants to poor fami- 
lies was not in violation of the Illinois 
Constitution, 
but said 
it "regrettably" 


violates the U.S. Supreme Court inter- 
pretation of the First Amendment of the 


U. S. Constitution. 


In his opinion, Schwartz said he was 


persuaded by testimony presented at the 
four-day hearing on the bill that "There 
is a present and grave emergency in the 
failure of public schools in impoverished 
or ghetto neighborhoods to meet the bas- 
ic educational needs of lower income 
people and that existing 
non-public 


schools in such areas constitute the only 
alternative now avilable." 


Schwartz said he believes the bill pro- 


viding grants for poor families is "sound 
public policy," but added it is prohibited 
by the ruling handed down by the U.S. 
Supreme Court last year in throwing 
out a parochiaid plan passed by the State 
of Pennsylvania. 


The Supreme Court ruling, he said, 


makes it clear that the state can provide 
financial aid for textbooks, lunches and 
other auxiliary services but, "the state

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Relevance—Key Word In New Boy Scout Vocabulary

"Scouting today's a lot more than you 


think." 


That is the new slogan being used by 


the Boy Scouts of America in their pro- 
motion of the new direction being taken 
by the BSA. called the "Improved Scout- 
ing program " And there's also more to 
their public relations program than you 
may think, too 


In the coming months, the country will 


be blitzed with an all-out media cam- 
paign to boost the image of Scouting as 
relevant to today's youth The goal is to 
boost membership in the 62-year-old or- 
ganization. 


Professional Scouters in the Chicago 


area received their public relations kits 


this week at a meeting at Arlington Park 
Towers Hotel. The meeting was one of 54 
beng held across the nation this month to 
orient the pros to the new program — 
and to get them cracking on 'getting pub- 
licity for the Scouts. 


In local and national publications, you 


will be seeing full-page ads telling youth 
to "Be prepared for life ... the pusher . 
.. pollution . . . the city . . . the dropout. 


And the way to do that is to join the 


Scouts, or to be a scoutmaster if you are 
a parent, the ads say. 


THE ADS POINT out the Scouts' 


struggle for relevancy. They cite drug 
education programs, anti-pollution cam- 
paigns and new merit badges — comput- 
ers, environmental science, atomic ener- 


gy, space exploration and citizenship in 
the world — as proof. And the ads are 
quick to mention that more Scout troops 
are being formed in the nation's inner 
cities than boys' groups of any other 
kind. 


And to go along with the paid advertis- 


ing, the kit includes guidelines for get- 
ting free publicity, including how to write 
press releases and hold press confer- 
ences. Also included are canned features 
and editorials, an anathema to many 
journals, but successful in many others. 


But print media won't be the only 


source of promotion of the Scouts. Tele- 
vision and radio spots will also be arriv- 
ing on the scene. One features a black 
Scoutmaster who tells about inner city 


programs, others ask for financial help 
or volunteers, still others highlighting 
that key word — relevant. 


Some of the ads will end with a tune 


called "Be Prepared," set to a rock 
beat, the aims of which are to recruit 
young adults to be scoutmasters. Some of 
the lyrics go like this: 


"ARE YOU READY to get involved, 


are you ready to take the lead, 'cause if 
you ain't who'll take care of the futures 
of our sons? Well let me ask you now 
who's gonna tell 'em about the pusher 
man? Who's gonna show 'em how to 
clean 
the land? Who's gonna show 'em they 
shouldn't drop out?. . ." 


BUT THE IMPROVED Scouting pro- 


gram isn't just Madison Avenue. Many 
changes have been made, and Scout ex- 
ecutives say they really are trying to 
make Scouting a program for the youth 
of today. 


New uniforms featuring optional red 


berets and the elimination of the word 
"boy" from the title of the nation's larg- 
est youth organization are the visible 
changes. New advancement programs 
and an updated handbook with warnings 
on drug abuse and new explanations of 
the Scout oath and law are among the 
not-so-visible changes. 


Top scouters hope the new program 


will make Scouting an attractive pro- 
gram for America's young men — all of 
them.

The naked bodies of the two victims 


were found at 7:30 a.m. Monday lying 
face-up in the parking lot of the Commu- 
nity Presbyterian Church, 407 N. Main. 
St Mrs. Flanagan was partially covered 
by a blanket. 


MOUNT PROSPECT, Chicago and 


Niles police are still searching for the 
victims' clothes, including a black and 
white vinyl diaper bag reportedly carried 


by Mrs. Flanagan. Police said Mrs, 
Flanagan took the bag, filled with Pam- 
pers, baby food and blue and pink plastic 
baby bottles, when she left her Norwood 
Park home Saturday to meet a man who 
apparently hired her as a babysitter. 


Mrs. Flanagan was wearing a "long- 


sleeved, salmon blouse with french cuffs 
and a flat bow at the neckline," accord- 
ing to Sgt. Ralph Doney of the Mount 
Prospect Police Department. "The type 
of slacks are still unknown. Originally 
they were reported to be black but those 
were found at home by the husband. It is 
also reported she was waring black snea- 
kers rather than the blue ones as prior. 
Type of underclothing is unknown." 


Doney said Mrs. Flanagan was also 


wearing a men's Timex watch with a 
black leather band and was carrying a

purse,

Clearbrook Workshop Is 'Helping Hand'

A chance. An opportunity. A helping 


hand. This is what they want and need. 


They are the "clients" of the Clear- 


brook Vocational Rehabilitation Center & 
Sheltered Workshop, 680 Lively Blvd., in 
the Industrial Park of Elk Grove Village. 


The workshop is an extension of the 


Clearbrook Center in Rolling Meadows. 
It offers employment opportunities and 
work therapy to mentally handicapped, 
emotionally disturbed 
and physically 


handicapped youths and adults. 


Director Robert Gillespie said the cen- 


ter now employs about 85 handicapped 
persons. Their average age is in the mid- 
twenties, but clients range from 16 to 52 
years old. 


Gillespie said that most of the clients 


are referred to the workshop from the 
various high school districts in the area. 
The state, private physicians and local 
mental health agencies refer the remain- 
der of clients. 


When a person first comes to the work- 


shop, he is interviewed by a vocational 
counselor. The counselor, after inter- 
viewing and testing, will determine Uie 
new client's present and potential ca- 


SCREENING of 
the 


client's background and medical history 
is also done before the person is put to 
work in the shop. 


The new person will then be put to 


work, "hopefully tried on all the jobs to 
see his capabilities," said Tracy Martin, 
staff supervisor. 


Periodic evaluations of every client 


are made by the staff to measure devel- 
opment and suggest possible changes in 
training. 


In the workshop, actual light assembly 


and manufacturing work is done. The 
work is obtained from local firms which 
find it profitable to bring materials to 
the workshop, have it assembled and 
then pick-up the finished goods. 


Dan Sloan, sub-contracting supervisor, 


said that most of the work involves pack- 
aging, hand collating and light machine 
work. The workshop handles both long- 
term and one-time job orders. 


Littlefuse, 
Inc., in DesPlaines, has 


used the workshop force to assemble 
more than 18 million fuseholders. West- 
ern Electric had a three-month contract 
for 12,000 phones a week to be assem- 
bled. 
. Wages paid to the clients are based on 
industry pay scales for a regular worker 
doing the same task. 


SINCE THEY ARE being paid on a 


regular industry scale, clients are ex- 
pected to produce as any employe. "All 
work done here is on either a deadline or 
a quota," said Sloan. 


Regular quality inspections are made 


to insure that finished goods meet in- 
dustry standards. 


All money from contract work is re- 


turned to the program. ,An amount cov- 
ering direct overhead expenses for the 
job is taken from the contract. The bal- 
ance is paid to the workers in wages. 


Funds to run the workshop and pay 


staff salaries come from the school dis- 
tricts whose students receive training, 
the Illinois Department of Mental Health, 
and donations. 


Clients work a six-hour day and are 


paid on a piece-work basis. Pay ranges 
from 20 cents an hour for a new employe 
to $2.64 an hour for the skilled workers. 
Average pay is 70-80 cents an hour. A 
special provision for training and rehabi- 
litation centers permits the workshop to 
pay less than the minimum wage. 


Gene Freeman, placement supervisor, 


said the center's goal is to give each 
client enough training so he may be 
placed in regular businesses asany nor- 
mal employe, within bis ownl

The courses 
run from one to two weeks. 


Funds for participating in the pro- 


gram are provided by the city on a 
matching fund basis with the state, ac- 
cording to Rolling Meadows Police Chief 
Lewis Case. Case said an average of $450 


& 
per man is provided by the city. The fig- 
ure includes fees and expenses incurred 
during the time an officer participates in 
the program. 


Case estimates that the city will spend 


a total of almost $6.000 in order for the 
department's 34 men to complete the 
courses. The state will provide another 
$6,000 as part of a matching funds pro- 
gram authorized under the Illinois Police 
Training Act. 


He said four officers already have 


completed courses at Northwestern Uni- 
versity's Traffic Institute at a cost of 
$1,000 per man. Half of that program's 
total has been paid by the state under 
the Safe Streets Act.

the construction of 544 one, two and 
threp-bedroom condominium units on the 
northern half of the 38-acre site. 


The vote on the proposal was 5-0 


against approval, with Trustee Patrick 
Link abstaining. The vote obviously 
pleased the more than 120 residents who 
appeared at the meeting to protest the 
plan. 


Link refused to vote because he was 


the attorney two years ago for a resi- 
dents' group that fought another multi- 
family development slated for the site. 


LINK'S ABSTENTION came, also, be- 


cause he is president of the River Trails 
Park District Board. Currently that dis- 
trict is trying to buy the southern half of 
the Rob Roy site and use it as a park. 
Also on the southern portion of the site 
would be a retention basin for the entire 
38 acres. 


Kenroy officials included six acres of 


the southern half of the driving range 
when figuring the number of units per 
acre Without that part of the southern 
half included, the number of units per 
acre would be higher than Mount Pros- 
pect ordinances allow.

Tax Rate Here Will Be Fairly Close To Last Year's 


Mount Prospect's property tax rate 


will probably remain the same or be 
slightly higher next year, Mount Pros- 
pect Mayor Robert Teichert said Tues- 
day night 


Teichert's predictions came as the vil- 


lage board voted to seek $1,351.662 in 
property tax revenue for the next fiscal 
year. The estimated amount, approxi- 
mately 18 per cent of total village reve- 
nue, 
is nearly $450,000 more than last 


year's property tax levy. 


"The tax rate should be fairly close to 


last year's or up a little," Teichert said. 
"Hopefully, the increase will be within 


two or three cents per $100 assessed 
valuation." Teichert pointed out that the 
actual rate will not be released by the 
Cook County Assessor's office until some- 
time in April or May. The current rate is 
58Ms cents per $100 assessed valuation. 


The village's estimated levy figure is 


based on anticipated $216.1 million as- 
sessment, an increase over last year's 
$156.1 million assessment estimate. The 
new estimate includes for the first time 
assessments 
from the newly annexed 


area of Mount Prospect. 


TRUSTEES VOTED on the tax levy 


because by law, the levy must be voted 
on by the second Tuesday of September 
each year. The actual village budget will 
not be finalized until next May. 


Of, the additional funds 
requested, 


$500,000 is expected to pay for garbage 
collection. "We anticipate the new gar- 
bage contract will be twice the cost of 
last year's contract," Teichert said. The 
village's contract with Barrington Truck- 
ing, Inc., after 10 years of what Teichert 
termed "a very good rate," runs out this 
year and must be renegotiated. 


Village officials also anticipate $191,000 


for pension funds for police and firemen. 
Teichert said the increase, almost double 
last year's, is the result of a state re- 
quirement that police and fire pension 
funds be fully funded by 1999. He said he 
expects the funds will have to be in- 
creased periodically, perhaps every two 
or four years. 


Other allocations for the levy are 


$260,000 for the street and bridge fund; 
$86,350 for the Illinois Municipal Retire- 
ment Fund; $227,550 for the library and

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2 Of 3 Parochiaid Bills 
Upheld By County Courts 


Two out of three of the parochiaid bills 


passed by the Illinois Legislature last 
spring were upheld yesterday by Cook 
C o u n t y Circuit Court Judge Ben 
Schwartz. 


The third bill, which would have pro- 


vided cash grants to poor families send- 
ing their children to non-public schools, 
was overturned on the grounds that it 
violates the U.S. Supreme Court's inter- 
pretation of the US. Constitution. The 
other two, Schwartz ruled, passed both 
federal and state Constitutional tests. 


In a 26-page opinion, which will almost 


certainly be appealed to the Illinois Su- 
premem Court, Schwartz held the state 
may provide textbooks and services to 
parochial schools and may make money 
available for innovative educational pro- 
grams as provided in two bills passed by 
the legislature. 


Schwartz ordered that the $25.5 million 


appropriated by the legislature for those 
purposes .should be released by State 
Auditor Michael Howlett. Howlett had 
helrf up the funds pending a court test of 
the bills

Schwartz said he believes the bill pro- 


viding grants for poor families is "sound 
public policy." but added it is prohibited 
by the ruling handed down by the U.S. 
Supreme Court last year in throwing 
out a parochiaid plan passed by the State 
of Pennsylvania. 


The Supreme Court ruling, he said, 


makes it clear that the state can provide 
financial aid for textbooks, lunches and 
other auxiliary services but, "the state 
may not disperse funds to reimburse par- 
ents or sectarian schools for any costs of 
educating children because 
to do so 


would be to 'advance religion.' " 


SCHWARTZ COMPARED the Supreme 


Court position on parochiaid to the posi- 
tion exempting the sport of baseball from 
federal anti-trust laws and called it "an 
existing abberration." 


S t a t e Rep. Eugene Schlickman, 


R-Arlington Heights, one of the chief 
proponents of the parochiaid bills in the 
legislature, 
said 
yesterday 
he 
was 


pleased with Schwartz's decision. 


"In my personal opinion," he said, 


"Judge Schwartz wrote a most cou- 
rageous decision and one that reflects 
the needs and demands of society and of 
education in general, both public and pri- 
vate." 


Schlickman said the most important 


part of the decision was the fact that 
funds 
for 
the 
two bills found con- 


stitutional will now be released. 


The three parochiaid bills were passed 


last spring to replace three thrown out 
by

January. In throwing out the earlier 
bills, the court had challenged the right 
of the governor to amend bills through 
his veto power, but did not rule on the 
basic constitutionality of the laws.

Clearbrook Workshop Offers Chance

A chance. An opportunity. A helping 


hand This is what they want and need. 


They are the "clients" of the Clear- 


brook Vocational Rehabilitation Center & 
Sheltered Workshop. 680 Lively Blvd., in 
the Industrial Park of Elk Grove Village. 


The workshop is an extension of the 


Clearbrook Center in Rolling Meadows. 
It offers employment opportunities and 
work therapy to mentally handicapped, 
emotionally disturbed 
and 
physically 


handicapped youths and adults. 


Director Robert Gillespie said the cen- 


ter now employs about 85 handicapped 
persons Their average age is in the mid- 
twenties, but clients range from 16 to 52 
years old. 


Gillespie said that most of the clients 


are referred to the workshop from the 
various high school districts in the area. 
The state, private physicians and local 
mental health agencies refer the remain- 
der of clients. 


When a person first comes to the work- 


shop, he is interviewed by a' vocational 
counselor. The counselor, after inter- 
viewing and testing, will determine the 
new client's present and potential ca- 
pabilities. 


A THOROUGH SCREENING of 
the 


client's background and medical history 
is also done before the person is put to 
work in the shop. 


The new person will then be put to 


work, "hopefully tried on all the jobs to 
see his capabilities," said Tracy Martin, 
staff supervisor. 


Periodic evaluations of every client 


are made by the staff to measure devel- 
opment and suggest possible changes in 
training. 


In the workshop, actual light assembly 


and manufacturing work is done. The 
work is obtained from local firms which 
find it profitable to bring materials to 
the workshop, have it assembled and 
then pick-up the finished goods. 


Dan Sloan, sub-contracting supervisor, 


said that most of the work involves pack- 
aging, hand collating and light machine 
work The workshop handles both long- 
term and one-time job orders. 


Ltttlefuse. 
Inc.. in Des Plaines1. 
has 


used the workshop force to assemble 
more than 18 million fuseholders. West- 
ern Electric had a three-month contract 
for 12,000 phones a week to be assem- 
bled

screwdrivers, a bagging machine, drill 


industry pay scales for a regular worker 
doing the same task. 


SINCE THEY ARE being paid on a 


regular industry scale, clients are ex- 
pected to produce as any employe. "All 
work done here is on either a deadline or 
a quota," said Sloan. 


Regular quality inspections are made 


to insure that finished goods meet in- 
dustry standards. 


All money from contract work is re- 


turned to the program. An amount cov- 
ering direct overhead expenses for the 
job is taken from the contract. The bal- 
ance is paid to the workers in wages.

the Illinois Department of Mental Health, 
and donations. 


Clients work a six-hour day and are 


paid on a piece-work basis. Pay ranges

Riley stressed that the lack of equip- 


ment, "doesn't mean the center can't do 
its job" of training and rehabilitating 
people.

Freeman said 32 people have success- 


fully gone to work for outside firms. An- 
other eight were placed but were not 
able to keep a job in an outside business. 


WHEN PLACING A client in an out- 


side industry, Freeman works to care- 
fully match the client's abilities with the 
employer's needs and expectations. 


When starting an outside job, it is im- 


portant that the client be given a task he 
can do well, said Freeman. From the 
tasks he is known to do well, the client 
can then progress to more difficult as- 
signments in the firm. 


Clients are usually placed in simple 


production work which can be supervised 
and is not highly competitive. 


Freeman said some firms get "overly 


uptight about hiring a handicapped per- 
son, but when they visit here (the work- 
shop) they change very quickly." 


Occasionally there is some initial re- 


sentment from other employes about hir- 
ing a handicapped 
person, but this 


"melts away very quickly," said Free- 
man. 


FREEMAN MAKES regular follow-up 


visits to clients who have been placed to 
insure both client and employer are sat- 
isfied. 


A client placed in an outside business 


receives the same starting pay as any 
beginning worker.

press releases and hold press confer- 
ences. Also included are canned features 
and editorials, an anathema to many 
journals, but successful in many others.

source of promotion of the Scouts. Tele- 
vision and radio spots will also be arriv- 
ing on the scene One features a black 
Scoutmaster who tells about inner city 


programs, others ask for financial help 
or volunteers, still others highlighting 
that key word — relevant 


Some of the ads will end with a tune 


called "Be Prepared," set to a rock 
beat, the aims of which are to recruit 
young adults to be scoutmasters. Some of 
the lyrics go like this:

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School Boundary Changes 
Protested By 30 Parents 


About 30 parents, some of them irate, 


protested the proposed boundary changes 
to Elk Grove Township Dial. 59 schools 
at a public hearing Tuesday night. 


The hearing was conducted by the spe- 


cial committee on attendance boundaries 
which had been formed by the school 
board. A second hearing is set for 8 
tonight at Dempster Junior High School 
in Mount Prospect. 


The majority of the parents were from 


the Elk Grove Estates area near Cosman 
and Bisner roads, west of the lake in the 
development. Children in this area would 
attend Salt Creek School, Elk Grove Vil- 
lage, stating Sept. 1073. if a recommen- 
dation from the boundary committee is 
adopted by the school board. 


TtfE AREA is now in the Cook School 


attendance area. The committee is rec- 
ommending that children in the area 
west of the lake and Wellington Road be 
sent to Salt Creek because Cook would be 
overcrowded when all housing construc- 
tion is completed. 


The committee estimates that 225 K-5 


students will come from the area when 
the housing is finished. All 225 will trans- 
fer to Salt Creek. 


A total of 25 K-5 students are now liv- 


ing in the 28 completed homes in the 
area. They are attending Cook School 
thi.s year. 


Residents of the area offered several ar- 


guments against the change saying they 
thought: 


—the committee study was inadequate, 


with insufficient information from the 
builders and the school board. 


—statistics used by the committee for 


anticipated student population from the 
area were incorrect. 


—busing students to Salt Creek would 


destroy the neighborhood school policy. 


—dividing the 
planned 
unit devel- 


opment between two school districts 


would disrupt the community's unity. 


AMONG THE suggestions the residents 


made to the committee were: 
—building an addition to Cook. 


—relieve overcrowding at Cook by es- 


tablishing a special fifth grade at Lively 
Junior High School. 


—allow students in the area west of the 


lake to attend Cook and either transfer 
students from another part of the Cook 
attendance boundary or transfer only 
students who have not yet moved into the 
area. 


CHAIRMAN RICHARD WARD and 


other committee members defended the 
background study, information and sta- 
tistics used by the committee. 


The committee said it realized the pro- 


posed change would depart from the 
neighborhood school policy, but the 
change was necessary in the best inter- 
est of the children. 


The residents were informed that there 


were no funds available for an addition 
to Cook School. 


It was pointed out to the residents that 


establishing a fifth grade at Lively would 
be a unique change to district policy, 
since junior high schools are now estab- 
lished for grades six to eight. 


Ward said that there was no other way 


to change Cook's attendance area with- 
out affecting more students than the 
committee's proposal affects. One com- 
mittee guideline, said Ward, was to shift 
as few a number of students now in the 
district as possible. 


Students now attending Cook could ap- 


ply for open transfer to remain at the 
school if the boundaries were changed. 


Residents said they would continue to 


fight the proposed change. 


The committee's recommendations will 


be presented to the school board in early 
October. The board must approve any 
recommended changes.

Study Ncars 2nd Anniversary 
Nagging Question Of Rand 
Road Has Resurfaced

What can be done with Rand Road? 
The nagging question in the back of 


officials' minds has resurfaced as the vil- 
lage planning department's Rand Road 
Area Study nears a second year anni- 
versary 


Most recently members of the village 


board have talked of setting up a meet- 
ing with the Cook County Zoning Board 
of Appeals to see if village and county 
can agree on the course of future devel- 
opment along the busy highway. 


The crux of the Rand Road devel- 


opment dilemma is that of the 800 plus 


acres of land that adjoins Rand Road in 
the Arlington Heights area, only 200 
acres are within village boundaries. 


AS A MEANS OF stepping up annexa- 


tion of Rand Road area land, Village 
Mgr. L. A. Hanson says he would like to 
be able to guarantee zoning for property 
owners if they will annex to the village. 


He suggests the zoning would follow 


that outlined in the Rand Road Area 
Study which was adopted as a planning 
guide by the village board in December 
of 1971. Most of the zoning would be com- 
mercial.

2 Of 3 Parochiaid Bills 
Upheld By County Courts 


Two out of three of the parochiaid bills 


passed by the Illinois Legislature last 
spring were upheld yesterday by Cook 
C o u n t y 
Circuit 
Court Judge Ben 


SchwarU. 


The third bill, which would have pro- 


vided cash grants to poor families send- 
mp their children to non-public schools, 
was overturned on the grounds that it 
violates the U.S. Supreme Court's inter- 
pretation of the U.S. Constitution. The 
other two. Schwartz ruled, passed both 
federal and state Constitutional tests. 


In a 26-page opinion, which will almost 


certainly be appealed to the Illinois Su- 
premem Court, Schwartz held the state 
may provide textbooks and services to 
parochial schools and may make money 
available for innovative educational pro- 
grams as provided in two bills passed by 
the legislature. 


Schwartz ordered that the $25.5 million 


appropriated by the legislature for those 
purposes should be released by State 
Auditor Michael Howlett. Hewlett had 
held up the funds pending a court test of 
the bills. 


SCHWARTS ALSO FOUND that the 


bill providing cash grants to poor fami- 
lies was not in violation of the Illinois

In his opinion, Schwartz said he was 


persuaded by testimony presented at the 
four-day hearing on the bill that "There 
is a present and grave emergency in the 
failure of public schools in impoverished 
or ghetto neighborhoods to meet the bas- 
ic educational needs of lower income 
people and that existing non-public 
schools in such areas constitute the only 
alternative now avilable," 


Schwartz said he believes the bill pro- 


viding grants for poor families is "sound 
public policy," but added it is prohibited 
by the ruling handed down by the U.S. 
Supreme Court last year in throwing 
out a parochiaid plan passed by the State 
of Pennsylvania. 


The Supreme Court ruling, he said, 


makes it clear that the state can provide 
financial aid for textbooks, lunches and 
other auxiliary services but, "the state 
may not disperse funds to reimburse par- 
ents or sectarian schools for any costs of 
educating children because to do so 
would be to 'advance religion.' " 


SCHWARTZ COMPARED the Supreme 


Court position on parochiaid to the posi- 
tion exempting the sport of baseball from 
federal anti-trust laws and called it "an 
existing abberration." 


S t a t e Rep. Eugene Schlickman, 


R-Arlington Heights, one of the chief 
proponents of the parochiaid bills in the 
legislature, 
said 
yesterday 
he was 


pleased with Schwartz's decision. 


"In my personal opinion," he said, 


"Judge Schwartz wrote a most cou- 
rageous decision and one that reflects 
the needs and demands of society and of 
education in general, both public and pri- 
vate." 


Schlickman said the most important 


part of the decision was the fact that 
funds for the two bills found con- 
stitutional will now be released. 


The three parochiaid bills were passed 


last spring to replace three thrown out 
by 
the 
Illinois 
Supreme Court in 


January. In throwing out the earlier 
bills, the court had challenged the right 
of the governor to amend bills through 
his veto power, but did not rule on the 
basic constitutionality of the laws.

The first of these is the philosophy of 


the county zoning board of appeals and 
the county courts which, he says, allows 
"fast buck" economic development at 
the expense of good planning. 


"The philosophy of the judges is just 


the opposite of mine as a planner," Kes- 
ler says, adding that too often courts up- 
hold the right of owners to make a profit 
on their land without considering the use 
to which the property will be put. 


"PLANNING USED TO be an art, but 


today it is really a science. We know 
what should be on property," he says. 


Secondly, Kesler says'land speculation 


is completely out of line along Rand 
Road. 


"Property owners are asking $3 a 


square foot for unimproved lots and 
that's just too expensive for many busi- 
nesses that need a large land area." 


Rand Road frontage lots are often 


long, narrow parcels which means any 
large developer has to assemble proper- 
ties from many different owners. 


"I think Memco is the last developer 


that win do this," Kesler says. "They 
paid a fortune for that property and I 
don't think many other developers will 
be willing to do that." 


The Memco discount department store 


recently opened near the intersection of 
Rand Road and Thomas Street. 


Dominick's grocery stores has report- 


edly purchased a major tract of property 
along the south side of Rand Road just 
south of Palatine Road. But they have 
not disclosed any plans for development 
there. 


A third difficulty with the Rand Road 


area according to Kesler, is the high cost 
of bringing improvements such as water,

L. A. Hanson said yesterday.

Hanson said building specifications 


should be available sooi. on the passen- 
ger station which is expected to serve 
commuters from Arlington Heights, Roll- 
ing Meadows, Palatine and Schaumburg. 


Under terms of a three-way agreement 


between the village, the race Crack and 
the Chicago and North Western Rwy., 
Arlington Heights will pay the cost of 
constructing the station which has been 
estimated at $30,000 to $40,000. 


ARLINGTON PARK is providing the 


land for the station as well as parking 
for 830 cars. The parking lot will be light- 
ed and accessible through driveways off 
of Wilke and Rohlwing roads. 


All-day parking fees should not exceed 


the prevailing village rate which now is 
50 cents a day, according to the agree- 
ment. 


The Chicago and North Western Rwy. 


will do all the platform and track work 
in preparation for the new depot which 
officials hope will relieve some of the 
congestion around the existing Arlington 
Heights station. 


The Arlington Park station was pro- 


vided for in the 1969 annexation agree- 
ment between the race track and the vil- 
lage. Details of the project were worked 
out in the three-way agreement reached 
last winter. 


The new depot will occupy a site ap- 


proximately where the Arlington Park 
platform used during the racing season 
is now located.

Eye Revenue-Sharing Projects Here 


Local flood control tops a long list of 


capital improvement projects which fed- 
eral revenue sharing could help finance, 
Arlington Heights Village Pres. John 
Woods said yesterday. 


"Many of the flood control improve- 


ments, such as the Salt Creek, McDonald 
Creek and Weller Creek programs, are 
obviously regional necessities. But I still 
feel there is need for more immediate, 
local (flood) relief," Woods said. 


As examples, he cited two flood control 


projects: 


—The construction of a storm sewer 


pumping station at Salt Creek to relieve 
flooding in Surrey Ridge West. 


—The possible construction of a tan- 


dem retention in the Hickory Meadows 


subdivision near Thomas Junior High 
School. 


WOODS IS expected to appoint a com- 


mittee to study village flood problems at 
the next village board meeting Sept. 18. 


The U.S. Senate Tuesday passed a rev- 


enue sharing bill which reportedly would 
provide about $250 million to the State, of 
Illinois for distribution to municipalities 
throughout the state. 
i 


"There are a whole host of things in 


the current capital improvements budget 
which revenue sharing might help fund," 
Woods said. 


In addition to local flood control pro- 


grams, he listed DAMP, solid waste dis- 
posal, traffic control, parking, expanded 


police and court facilities, mass trans- 
portation equipment, and housing. 


"WHEN DAMP gets going we're going 


to need more water lines and storage fa- 
cilities," he said in reference to the coop- 
erative effort among Des Plaines, Ar- 
lington Heights, Mount Prospect and 
Palatine to bring water from Lake 
Michigan to the Northwest suburbs. 


Woods also cited the apparent need to 


buy more land near the village landfill 
site to take care of future refuse dis- 
posal. 


"Whatever the recommendation of the 


environmental control commission and 
decision of. the board on the incinerator 
question, it looks like we're going to need 
more land," he said. 


WOODS SAID he was concerned at the 


reported differences between the Senate 
and House versions of the revenue shar- 
ing bill. The House bill would give Illi- 
nois $50 million more than the Senate- 
passed version. 


On the topic of mass transportation, 


the village president said he personally 
supported the concept of a minibus ser- 
vice in Arlington Heights and suggested 
that equipment for such a service might 
be another area where revenue sharing 
funds might be spent. 


"There is a huge number of things we 


want to do and should do. But often what 
we do is determined by how much money 
we have," he said.

tion of 42 single-family dwellings, 132 
'ownhouse units and 276 apartment con-

Site plan for the project includes a 


five-acre retention pond that would have a 
controlled drainage into the creek, which 
flows across the southeast corner of the 
propeity. 


BEST EXPRESSED an opinion of the 


villagp 
engineering department 
that 


there be no development within any 
known flood plain in Arlington Heights. 
"We re looking for a margin of safety,

Airport Noise Is A Health 
Threat, EPA Study Reveals 


O'Hare Airport noise is a health hazard 


that threatens the hearing of area resi- 
dents, according to statistics released 
yosterday by the U. S. Environment Pro- 
tection Agency (EPA). 


EPA last month measured noise in 


seven suburbs surrounding the airport 
and found peak takeoff and landing noise 
Irvels comparable to direct shouting in 
the ear, an auto horn three feet away or 
subway station rumblings. 


Airport noise, when compared with 


EPA statistics, is "annoying, . . very an- 
noying. . . a contribution to hearing im- 
pairment 


Peak noise as high a& 118 decibels was 


found near Morse Avenue and Chestnut 


Street in Des Plaines on Aug. 24. The 
level tops "maximum vocal effort," EPA 
charts state. 


"Noise levels over 110 decibels will 


produce hearing loss in one out of every 
five people if they're exposed to it for 
only half an hour a day over a prolonged 
period," U.S. Rep. Abner Mika said yes- 
terday. He had asked EPA to conduct 
the study. 


CITING DEPARTMENT of Labor sta- 


tistics, Mikva claimed that noise over 90 
decibels will cause "a disabling hearing 
loss. , . in one out of every five people." 


In 15 locations monitored, the study 


found only three peak levels below 90 
decibels, a sound similar to movement 


Blase Explains Beasons 
For Campus Opposition

Niles Mayor Nicholas Blase yesterday 


said his village board opposes the Beck- 
with Road site as a permanent campus 
of Oakton Community College for "basi- 
cally the same" reasons as the Maryhill 
Cemetery site. 


"Our village board feels that you can- 


not build a campus in the middle of a 
residential area without affecting the 
lives of the residents and the values of 
homes in the area," said Blase. The 
board passed a resolution opposing the 
Morton Grove site Tuesday night. 


The village took a similar position last 


spiing when Oakton announced they 
would build the campus on a vacant 103- 
ai're tract of property in Maryhill Ceme- 
tery, Dempster Street and Cumberland 
Avenue. Niles. 


The 
Illinois 
Junior 
College Board 


fl.TCBi gave its approval of the Maryhill 
site but after opposition from officials 
and residents in the area, the state board 
reversed itself and withdrew its approv- 
al 


THE OAKTON board "can't seem to 


get themselves away from the densely 
populated areas in the district," said 
Blase Residents of the college district 
don't want a high rise college that looks 
like downtown Chicago, he said. 


Blase said the Niles Village Board fa- 


vors two alternate sites in the northwest 
corner of the college district. One of 
them, at the southeast corner of Wolf 
and Foundry roads in Des Plaines, and 
the other on the south side of Central 
Koad. east of the Des Plaines River, are 
both owned by the Chicago Catholic 
Archdiocese ami have been offered for 
sale. 


The major argument against the two 


sites by the college is their location. 
Members of the site committee and col- 
lege architects list a central location in 
the college district as one of the most 
important criteria for selecting a site. 


"That is the weakest argument that I 


have ever heard." said Blase. He said he 
doesn't think the people of Niles would 
mind driving a little farther to the two 
northwest sites. He said it only takes 15 
to 20 minutes to drive from the eastern 
border of the college district in Skokie to 
the western border in Des Plaines. 


BLASE SAID the two northwest site are 


"both very large and economical," and 
more important they "don't interfere 
with home owners." Both sites are va- 
cant. One is used as farmland and the 
other is vacant cemetery land. Both are 
over 100 acres in size, while the Beck- 
with site is 52 acres. 


The Beckwith site is favored in a re- 


port by college architects and traffic re- 
searchers. The reports, which have been 
sent to members of the Illinois Junior 
College Board, were also presented to 
more than 900 residents who attended a 
public meeting on the site Tuesday. 


Two members of the college board of 


trustees, Mayor Jules Bode of Morton 
Grove, officials from the village of Golf, 
representatives from a citizen's com- 
mittee, William Stoutt, superintendent of 
Niles Township Elementary School Dist. 
67. Edward Eckhardt, superintendent of 
Morton Grove Elementary School Dist. 70 
and several homeowners on the Beckwith 
property voiced their opposition to the 
site following the college board presenta- 
tion. 


Bode yesterday said the Morton Grove 


village attorney will investigate its home 
rule powers in opposing Oakton. "Up un- 
til now, schools of all types have been 
exempt from village zoning codes," he 
said. The Morton Grove Village Board 
has also authorized its plan commission 
to hold public hearings to amend the zon- 
ing code so junior colleges would have to 
get special permission to build in resi- 
dential areas. 


THE COLLEGE had planned to go be- 


fore the state board tomorrow for ap- 
proval of the Beckwith site but the board 
passed a resolution Tuesday to delay ap- 
proval of the site. Instead, the college 
will present recommendations to the 
state board in executive session but no fi- 
nal action will be taken tomorrow. 


In a letter to state board members, 


Fred L. Wellman, Illinois Junior College 
Board executive secretary, said since re- 
ports from Oakton Community College 
were just received, and since "we have 
received requests for appearance by 
various individuals and organizations 
who oppose the site," any public dis- 
cussion on the site "is recommended to 
be postponed until the Oct. 20 LJCB meet- 
ing."

said "the study is only an indication of 
the health hazards represented by jet 
noise pollution. It will take a more de- 
tailed and thorough study to determine 
the exact extent of the potential dam- 
age." 


IN AN INTERVIEW with the Herald 


last week, Mikva called for a transfer of 
jet aircraft noise regulation authority 
from 
the Federal Aviation Adminis- 


tration (FAA) to the EPA. 


Yesterday, he said EPA "will not be 


influenced 
by industry pressure. Al- 


though new jets are quieter, development 
of supersonic transports create new noise 
pollution. It would be folly to reverse 
the trend to quieter engines by welcom- 
ing the sonic boom," he said. 


Mikva called for a ban on SST flights 


over the U.S. 


Recent, new FAA take-off procedures 


"would have a greater impact if there 
were someone to monitor and enforce 
them," he said. "O'Hare is the busiest 
commercial airport in the world — with 
one of the most serious noise pollution 
problems — yet there is no one at the 
airport, employed by the city or the 
FAA, to spend time on the problem."

tion, ordered an Oct. 10 trial to be held 
before Judge Robert J. Downing. 


Tennessee authorities are awaiting the 


outcome of the trial before beginning ex- 
tradiction proceedings to bring LaChance 
to that state to face the murder charge. 


LaChance's wife, Donna, 29, indicted 


recently by a Polk County, Tennessee 
grand jury, faces a murder charge along 
with her husband in the beating death of 
Mrs. LaChance's 
daughter Kimberly, 


who was found buried in the backyard of 
the Tennessee home where the couple 
once lived earlier this year. 


According to reports, LaChance at that 


time reportedly admitted killing the girl 
and told police where he buried the body. 
The LaChance family lived in Des 
Plaines only two months before the ar- 
rests.

Police, Firemen Criticize 
Personnel Policy Changes 


by JACK PENCHOFF 


A proposal to bypass state statutes 


govcining hiring, firing and promotions 
was criticized Tuesday night by Des 
Plaines police and firemen who fear such 
a move would lead to political meddling 
in their departments. 


The proposal, by Aid Robert Sherwood 


(2nd), would make use of the city's new 
home rule powers to regulate police and 
fire employment practices. Hiring, firing 
and promotional practices are now regu- 
lated by state statute. 


Under the Sherwood proposal, the city 


would adopt the present regulations con- 
tained in the state statute as part of a 
new city ordinance. This, according to 
him, would protect the city from changes 
in the state law made at the "whims" of 
the legislature. 


But the measure would also allow city 


council to make its own changes in those 
practices, something the police and fire- 
men don't feel city officials should be 
jible to do. 


A group of 15 men from both depart- 


ments as well as four representatives of 
a newly-formed local citizens group, the 
Citizens Action Committee, attended a 
joint meeting of the city council's police 
and fire committees Tuesday night to ob- 
ject to Sherwood's measure. 


CITY ATTORNEY Robert DiLeonardi 


said if the fire and police department 
hiring, firing and promotional practices 
are changed from state statute to city 
ordinance, the functions presently under 
the state statute would not necessarily be 
alteied 


"What it means is that we would not 


be subject to the state legislature's fu- 
ture actions if they were not in line with 
the pliilosophy of the city," DiLeonardi 
said 


DiLeonardi said the change was made 


the city council could change, if it want- 
ed to some of the provisions in the pre- 
sent state statute. 


He said a change would allow the city 


council to "fill the holes" left by the pre- 
sent state statute. He cited a former case 
in the fire department in which the men- 
tal capacity of a fireman to serve on the 
department was in question. He said no 
provisions regarding such a question are 
in the state statute. 


Patrolman William Spyrison said the 


present system is "working fine" and 
said if employment practices are brought 
to local level it could "tie up things ridic- 
ulously " 


Sgt. William Kuta of the Des Plaines 


police department told the committee 
members that when he was promoted to 
sergeant In 1964, one alderman publicly 
opposed the promotion. Clark said under 
state statute, his promotion was pro- 
tected from one councilman's opinion. 


SHERWOOD SAID the effect of this pro- 


posal would not be to allow political in- 
fluence in the operations of the two de-

enormous pressure and high temperature. 
There are special processes for thinner 
decorative sheet materials, for dimen- 
sional laminates, the metallics and other 
specialties. 


Versatile as they are, Montei cau- 


tioned,the laminates are not, generally, a 
project for do-it-yourselfers. 


A home handyman or hobbyist might 


tackle smaller projects, and a skilled do- 
it-yourselfer with some experience han- 
dling the material might install counter 
tops or paneling, but the more intricate 
jobs should be left for a professional, he 
urged.

the No. 1 cause of elaborate packaging. 
David C. Brittain, executive vice presi- 
dent of Maybelline Co., said that the 
company's retailer customers "insist 
upon this type of packaging to assist 
them in their efforts to cut down on pil- 
ferage." 


Brittain was referring to the plastic 


bubble assemblage, and William Hard- 
wick, public relations director for Max 
Factor & Co., concurred that this par- 
ticular package is used as "a pilferage 
preventative measure." 


A Revlon representative in Montgom- 


ery Ward's cosmetic 
department 
at 


Randhurst, Betty Sullivan, confirmed 
that shoplifting is a big problem at the 
cosmetic counter. She demonstrated how 
customers take articles out of boxes, 
leaving that particular kind of package 
behind. (The bubble on cardboard is not 
so easily opened, and bulkier to carry off 
than just the cosmetic article.) 


Miss Sullivan also pointed out that the 


cost of pilferage and consequent packag- 
ing is passed on to the consumer. "Cos- 
metics themselves are much cheaper 
than what they are sold for," she said. 


She added that the worst offenders in 


cosmetic pilferage are girls 12 to 14 
years old. A cosmetic clerk at Wieboldt's 
said "people even steal the testers." 


SIGNIFICANTLY, the only store re- 


porting "not much pilfering" of cosmet- 
ics was Carson, Pirie Scott, where most 
cosmetics, other than testers, are kept in

ing value of packaging. The Carson's 
saleswoman put her finger on it: "Pack- 
aging' is also used to attract the con- 
sumer. That's what he notices first." 


This economic factor, aside from any 


anti-pilfering or anti-contamination pur- 
pose, appears to be the real determinant 
behind packaging — and will undoubt- 
edly be the crux of any battle to reduce 
packaging.

wick's reply to the Herald. After assur- 
ing us — almost perfunctorily — that 


"Max Factor is well aware . . . of the 
problem of solid waste disposal," he 
launched into a glowing report of the 
company's packaging design and devel- 
opment facilities, "one of the largest and 
most efficient... in the country."

If a smooth-talking land salesman 


from Florida tries to get your signature 
on a contract by predicting that a prop- 
erty will "go up 20 per cent In a year," 
he's breaking Florida law — and prob- 
ably lyin, besides. 


Florida 
land sales are once again 


booming in this area, as Chicagoans face 
another miserable winter. But, according 
to the president of the Urban Land In- 
stitute, the money you invest in that 
unimproved "paradise" would have to 
double in five years in order for you to 
break even with costs, such as interest 
on your installment plan, insurance, 
care-taking 
and 
inflation. ' Moreover, 


before you can put your hands on the 
actual deed to the land, you will prob- 
ably have to pay for all the taxes the lot 
has incurred during the contract time 
plus interest and all levies and property 
assessments 


Besides 
knowing about such costs, 


rates of interest, necessity of draining 
the land, and number of installments, 
you should also find out the seller's re- 
fund policy — like whether you have to 
travel to the site of the property to ob- 
tain a refund; and ownership rights — 
when and under what conditions you will 
actually own the deed to the land, and 
whether if you miss a payment, you for- 
feit everything. 


You should also find out whether you 


will have rights to any oil or mineral 
deposits that might be discovered on the 
property. 


Any oiit-of-state company selling land 


to Illmoisans must be registered with the 
Illinois Department of Registration and 
Education, which you may call at 793- 
3429 to check out a land developer. In

Dear Dorothy: Enjoyed some delicious 


roasted chestnuts recently, and remem- 
bering the old song lyrics, "chestnuts 
roasting on an open fire," am wondering 
how to go about roasting some. There is 
a specific technique, isn't there? — Mrs.

There certainly is — and I think you 


will be wise to leave the open-fire meth- 
od for the street vendors and such. Stick 
to the oven-roasting method. Remember 
to slit the shells before heating to allow 
the steam to escape or else you may be 
shocked to have a messy oven. Slash 
each nut through onthe flat side. Place 
them, cut sides up, on a baking sheet and 
roast at 400 degrees until tender — ap- 
proximately 20 minutes.

sudden change in lighting; too much wa- 
ter. You've got a temperamental plant. 
Talk to it. Learn to love a regular sys- 
tem of caring for it. Alternative: get rid 
of it and work on something tough — like 
mother-in-law tongue You can't kill it if 
you try 


Loss of normal foliage color needs fer- 


tilizer or is under insect attack. Over- 
watering can do it too 


It's interesting to note that if a garden- 


er has a bad first experience with a par- 
ticular houseplant, if often sours him 
permanently on trying that loser again. 


Like the time I bought a gorgeous cro 


ton plant, as colorful as a rainbow — all 
yellow and red and green. Beautiful, but 
after a few days it began to drop a leaf a 
day I became frantic. Was it too dry, too 
wet, too hot, too cold, overfed, underfed7 


BY THE TIME it got down to its last 


leaf, I was cursing the day I bought it 
To this day, I've never had another cro- 
ton. 


I had one philodendron that lived six 


years. I was so neurotic I cried when it 
died because it was given to me to mark 
a red-letter day in my life Better I 
should have patted myself on the back 
The mortality rate of the average house 
plant is extremely high since the ordina- 
ry gardener kills the average plant in a 
little less than a year 


But it's the rotten plant that you wish 


would die that lives forever. In our edito- 
rial office is the saddest excuse for an 
umbrella tree that ever saw the light of 
day In all the time I was icsponsible for 
its care and feeding, I was unable to 
shape it up from the pitiful, droopy mess 
it was when I first laid Pi;es on it. While 
I couldn't cure it — neither could I kill it 
As far as I know, it still is hanging on, a 
half-living reminder of my public failure 
So you see, even the adv.ce-give-s are 
not without their mistakes

road loop. "We haven't brought that up 
again," he said, The proposal was "flatly 
r e j e c t e d ' ' by the preserve, which 
claimed private land to the west of the 
strip is available for the project. 


The Thacker-Dempster proposal was 


tied to construction of the River Road 
overpass by the Illinois Division of High- 
ways, which has rejected a city request 
to build the overpass by itself. The state 
claims that both the overpass and the 
Thacker-Dempster link-up are needed to 
prevent traffic bottlenecks.

WISCONSIN'S 1072 deer hunting season 


will open Saturday, Nov. 18 and close 
Sunday, Nov. 26, according to the De- 
partment of Natural Resources. 


As is annually the case with Wisconsin 


game laws, there are special seasons 
within the general statewide season. 
They include: 


Mississippi River Zone: 
cither sex, Nov. 18-19. 
buck only, Nov. 20-26. 
Southwest: 
either sex, Nov. 18-20, 
Southern Agricultural: 
either sex, Nov. 18-22. 
Eastern: 
either sex. Nov. 18-21. 
buck only. Nov. 22-26. 
Few changes have been made in the 


1972 season. Green County is now in the 
three-day season zone rather than the 
five-day zone, and the special Apostle Is- 
lands season will not be held this year. 
In addition, the portion of Columbia 
County south of Highway 60 is now in the 
buck-only zone. 


tn addition, n special deer season will 


be held on the Sandhill Experimental 
wildlife area. The season will consist of 
three periods, Nov. IS - 26. Dec. 2 - 23, 
and Jan. 2 • 14. Hunters wishing to par- 
ticipate early in the hunt must obtain an 
application and mail it to the DNR by 
Sept. 30. Beginning Dec. 11 permits will 
In- issued at Sandhill on a first-come 
first-served basis. 


The early statewide bow and arrow 


deer season opens Saturday, Sept. 16 and 
closes Sunday. Nov. 12. The "late" bow 
season opens Saturday, Dec. 2 and ends 
Sunday. Dec. 31. 


The special bear season with firearms 


or bow will open north of Highway 29 on 
Saturday, Sept. 9 and close Sunday, Oct. 
1 The statewide bear gun season will 
run concurrently with the deer season, 
Nov. 
18 through Nov. 26. Bear may also 


be taken statewide with bow and arrow 
from Sept. 16 through Nov. 12. 


Some Illinois Hunting Notes: Because 


Illinois is using the point system for wa- 
terfowl hunting limits again this year, it 
becomes doubly urgent that shotgunners 
be able to correctly identify the various 
species of ducks on the wing. 


Biologists from the Illinois Department 


of Conservation have a program avail- 
able to clubs or any other interested 
group. The program is a waterfowl iden- 
tification class. For scheduling ... the 
sooner the better ... write George Ar- 
thur, Waterfowl Identification, Depart- 
ment of Conservation, 605 State Office 
Building. Springfield. 111. 62706. 


Also: A couple of news stories recently 


have indicated that hunter* mutt wear a 
cap "or" vest or upper outer garment of 
solid vivid red, yellow or orange coloring 
... this when hunting deer or upland 
game during the six day deer season. 
The requirement correctly reads that a 
hunter must wear a cap "and" vert or 
upper outer garment of the approved col- 
ors. In oilier words, you have no caoke, 
yon most wear both ... neither alone Is 
sufficient. 


The fishing continues at an excellent 


pace throughout northern Illinois and 
into Wisconsin. Naturally the biggest fish 
are out of Lake Michigan where the coho 


and chinooks are coming in closer to the 
shorelines. Lake trout are getting more 
active in the northern portion of the lake. 


Coho are hitting in 30 to 40 feet of wa- 


ter off Waukegan. The most successful 
fishermen are the ones with the gear 
that can put a lure right on the bottom. 
Although there have been several fish 
taken at shallower depths, particularly in 
the heavy weather, most consistency has 
been found at the maximum depths. 


Further north, along the Kenosha and 


Racine shorelines, fishing has been pret- 
ty slow, but some trout and salmon have 
been taken. At Port Washington and Mil- 
waukee it's better. 


Better fishing, hour for hour, is in the 


inland lakes, but unlike the big, comfort- 
able, weatherproof, more or less, Lake 
Michigan charter boats, you bass and 
panfish in small open boats. And lately 
you get wet. 


But the fishing is good. In the northern 


Illinois Chain of Lakes, Lake Marie is 
producing good largcmouth and walleye 
catches. Bob Lang recently had Cubs 
pitching ace Fergie Jenkins out for his 
third try on the lake and for the third 
time in a row they stabbed a boatful of 
bass ... and on the most recent trip, one 
walleye. 


Lang's Raider lure and plastic worms 


accounted for the entire catch. 


Panfishing is good on the Chain lakes, 


except that fishermen are reluctant to be 
on the lake during the prime early morn- 
ing and late evening hours. The mos- 
quitoes are not bad now, but the cold 
weather has dampened enthusiasm. 


In Wisconsin the biggest news is the 


musky action around Woodruff. A 27 
pounder came out of Big Arbor Vitae 
Lake in Vilas County two days ago and a 
22 pounder came out of Squirrel Lake. 


The Wisconsin walleye fishing is equal- 


ly good right now, which gives you some- 
thing to do when the muskies are stub- 
born at midday. 


Walleye devotees will do much better, 


however, if they'll avoid the Class A 
musky lakes, where no trolling 
is 


allowed, and fish for the pike with a 
Lindy Rig, backtrolled using a big, fat 
nite crawler for bait. You can do the 
same thing, of course, on the musky 
lakes, but you have to row the boat, 
which has a tendency to limit en- 
thusiasm. 


Finally: Bass boat owners have gotten 


a reprieve from the Coast Guard. The 
new bass boat designs, with an electric 
fishing motor mounted smack in the 
middle of the bow, don't leave room for 
the requirement by the CG of a center- 
line light location. 


The new reg says that unless, in the 


opinion of the Coast Guard examiner the 
lights are "grossly" . mislocated and 
would present a light display that would 
mislead an observer, the motorboat 
should qualify for the CME inspection 
decal. 


"Gross mislocation" includes: stern 


light lower than side or combination 
lights; side or combination lights not for- 
ward of midships; stern light not aft of 
midships. 


This new regulation applies cnly to 


boats 16 feet or shorter.

Shadow Cars 'Cleaned l/p' For Weekend 


A pair of "sanitized" Universal Oil 


Products Shadow racers are ready for 
battle here this weekend Sept. 16-17 in 
the sixth round of the 1972 Canadian- 
American Challenge Cup series for un- 
limited sports racing cars. 


An extensive testing program on the 


UOP Shadow cars, only American-built 
vehicles competing in the Can-Am, has 
yielded a design that is "cleaner and 
more slippery" for the ultra-fast three- 
mile Donnybrooke road racing circuit 
here.

however the team must sacrifice 


some of the downforce-producing body 
work which has yielded those high cor- 
nering speeds in favor of a more "slippe- 
ry" shape for the four remaining circuits 
on the schedule, he says. 


Oliver, an endurance racing champion, 


will be joined here for a second time by 
the young Brazilian Grand Prix driver, 
Carlos Pace (PAH'-che). Pace's debut 
in Can-Am competition at Road America 
was frustrated after only four laps, by a 
failure in the electrical system. Oliver 
ran a strong third place for half of the 
race, and then he, too, was forced out 
when a portion of the exhaust system on 
his car broke. 


Oliver explained the reasons for the ex- 


tensive tests before this race. 


"A modern race car does not merely 


slip through the air, it uses the airflow in 
a variety of ways — principally to gain 
better tire adhesion for braking and cor- 
nering. 


"Unfortunately, one must always at- 


tempt to strike a compromise in design- 
ing a body shape for a race car, seeking 
both 'slipperiness' and downforce — the 
sleek shape to get you through the air 
easily — the airfoils and spoilers to pro- 
duce downforce for tire adhesion. 


"Up till now, we've stressed down- 


force. But the Donnybrooke circuit, with 
its 200-mile-per-hour straightaway, is the 
first of four circuits where top speed is of 
critical importance. So, we've had to 
clean up our act. A 'dirty' body shape 
just absorbs too much horsepower."

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2 Of 3 Parochiaid Bills 
Upheld By County Court! 


Two out of three of the parochiaid bills 


passed by the Illinois Legislature last 
spring were upheld yesterday by Cook 
C o u n t y Circuit Court Judge Ben 
Schwartz. 


The third bill, which would have pro- 


vided cash grants to poor families send- 
ing their children to non-public schools, 
was overturned on the grounds that it 
violates the U.S. Supreme Court's inter- 
pretation of the U.S. Constitution. The 
£"?er two> S^wartz ruled, passed both 
federal and state constitutional tests 


In a 26-page opinion, which will almost 


certainly be appealed to the Illinois Su- 
premem Court, Schwartz held the state 
may provide textbooks and services to 
parochial schools and may make money 
available for innovative educational pro- 
grams as provided in two bills passed by 
the legislature. 


Schwartz ordered that the $25.5 million 


appropriated by the legislature for those 
purposes should be released by State 
Auditor Michael Howlett. Hewlett had 
held up the funds pending a court test of 
the bills. 


SCHWARTS ALSO FOUND that the 


bill providing cash grants to poor fami- 
lies was not in violation of the Illinois 
Constitution, 
but said 
it "regrettably" 


violates the U S. Supreme Court inter- 
pretation of the First Amendment of the 
U S Constitution. 


In his opinion, Schwartz said he was 


persuaded by testimony presented at the 
four-day hearing on the bill that "There 
is a present and grave emergency in the 
failure of public schools in impoverished 
or ghetto neighborhoods to meet the bas- 
ic educational needs of lower income 
people 
and 
that existing non-public 


schools in such areas constitute the only 
alternative now avilable " 


Schwartz said he believes the bill pro- 


viding grants for poor families is "sound 
public policy." but added it is prohibited 
by the luhng handed down by the US. 


150 College

R-Arlmgton Heights, one of the chief 
proponents of the paroehiaid bills in the 
legislature, 
said 
yesterday 
he was 


pleased with Schwartz's decision. 


"In my personal opinion," he said, 


"Judge Schwartz wrote a most cou- 
rageous decision and one that reflects 
the needs and demands of society and of 
education in general, both public and pri- 
vate " 


Schlickman said the most important 


part of the decision was the fact that 
funds for the two bills found con- 
stitutional will now be released. 


The three paroehiaid bills were passed 


last spring to replace three thrown out 
by 
the 
Illinois 
Supreme Court 
in 


January. In throwing out the earlier 
bills, the court had challenged the right 
of the governor to amend bills through 
his veto power, but did\ not rule on the 
basic constitutionality of the laws. 


Board Offers 
Teachers $300 
Salary Increase 


The River Trails Dist 26 board offered 


teachers a $300 across-the-board salary 
increase at the latest bargaining meeting 
Tuesday night. 


"This is approximately the cost-of-liv- 


ing of the average teacher's salary," Jan 
White, representative for the 
River 


Trails Education Association (RTEA) ex- 
plained. "The increase will mean a raise 
of $300 in each step of the present salary 
schedule," Mrs. White said. Teacher ne- 
gotiators expect the offer to be accepted 
by the faculty. 


The $300 raise will cost the school dis- 


trict approximately $45,000. The present 
school budget allows for only a $37,000 
raise this year, James Retzlaff, assistant 
superintendent said. 


Besides the salary increase, the board 


proposed changes in the wording of the 
preamble, the impasse and grievance 
procedures and rights and responsi- 
bilities portions of the contract, Mrs. 
White said. The new offer also includes 
changes in the schedule for extra duty 
pay. According to Mrs White, the extra- 
duty agreement came in $1,500 under the 
board's budgeted figure. "This leaves 
some growing room for principals if they 
want to add a new activity after school 
without hurting the budget," Mrs. White 
said. 


The teachers will hold a meeting today 


after school for a brief explanation of the 
proposed changes and to vote on the of- 
fer. According to Mrs. White, the teach- 
er's committee is "very confident the 
new offer will be accepted." School dis- 
trict officials also seem satisfied with the 
new proposals. "We like the teachers to 
receive a competitive wage, but at the 
same time we are aware that we will 
have to sell tax anticipation warrants" to 
cover the increased cost, Retzlaff ex- 
plained.
